UW-Stout students will spend in 
excess Of $20 million in the Meno- 
monie community in addition to 
what they spend on campus for 
tuition and room and board, ac- 
cording to this year's impact study 
now nearing completion. 

The study is being conducted by 
the Stout social sciences depart- 
ment Center for Community Edu- 
cation, Research and Services. The 
study has concluded that last year 
off-campus expenditures by stu- 
dents had exceeded $21 million. 

Dick Tyson, director ofthe study, 
said that close to one-third of what 
the students spend off campus 
goes to housing cost. “According 
to preliminary results of a survey 
conducted this past summer, the 
average student reported pay- 
ments to the university of $2,607,

"I expect to spend about $4,000 
for extra expenses,” Stout student 
Tonya Johnson said. 

As a group, seniors were the 
biggest spenders with an esti- 
mated $7 million spent locally. 
Juniors’ expenditures were almost 
$5 million, sophomores nearly $3.5 
million, while freshmen will spend 
approximately $2.5 million. Less 
than 550 graduate students spend 
approximately $3 million locally. 

According to a survey entitled 
“Student Spending Habits and 
Purchasing Power” conducted by 
Stout marketing research students, 
the top three categories of student 
local expenditures included rent, 
groceries, and eating out, which 
comprise just over 50 percent of

The study was completed in 
1985, therefore the effects of in- 
creased drinking age were not in- 
cluded. However, Tyson’s study 
entitled “The Economic Impact of 
UW-Stout on the Menomonie 
Area”, expected to be out this fall, 
should cover these changes. 

In addition to student pur- 
chases, the new study will also 
show local expenditures by the 
university employees, university 
purchases and money spent by 
visitors to the campus.

Ineligible students appeal 
loss of financial support

While a large portion of students 
go through what can bea routine at 
the start of each school year, in- 
cluding moving in, picking up 
books, and standing in line to pick 
up financial aid checks, there is a 
smaller portion that find them- 
selves with dimmer hopes and no 
money. 

These are students who have 
previously been eligible to receive 
financial aid assistance, but who 
have fallen into one of two catego- 
ries (as per policy stated in the 
student handbook): unsatisfactory 
progress towards an undergradu- 
ate degree, or two, exceeded the 
maximum number of 12 terms of 
enrollment towards one under- 
graduate degree. 

Progress can be defined as the 
relationship of credits attempted to 
credits completed with a passing 
grade. Term of enrollment can be 
defined as any semester of enroll- 
ment in which a student attempts 
12 or more credits. 

This policy was approved by the 
UW-Stout Faculty Senate in May, 
1984, stating that any student de- 
clared ineligible for financial aid is 
also ineligible to enroll in classes 
for the following fall term. How- 
ever, it was revised in June of 1985 


so that the students could still en- 
roll in classes despite ineligibility 
for financial aid, according to Beth 
Resech, Stout’s acting director of 
financial aid. 

“We wantto target financial aids 
toward those students who are 
indeed making progress towards a 
degree,” Resech said. “During 
each academic year we do moni- 
toring and those students who are 
in danger of losing their eligibility 
are sent out warning letters in- 
forming them of their current 
status.” 

With the conclusion of the 
Spring 1989 Spring semester, a to- 
tal of 272 students were declared 
ineligible, while since that time 
about 40 appeals have been sub- 
mitted and heard. “It’s about 50-50 
inthe number of students from one 
criteria or the other. Anytime you 
have this kind of policy, you have 
to have some sort of appeal policy 
also,” Resech said. 

Students who choose to appeal, 
must submit a written appeal 
which is heard before an appeals 
committee, while the student also 
has the option of making an ap- 
pearance before the committee. 

“They come in and appeal their 
cases, first identifying their ‘mis- 
takes, why these mistakes oc- 
curred (extenuating circum- 
stances, etc.), and finally what 


they’re going to do to correct the 
situation,” Resech said. 

“This committee is here to help 
the students get back on the right 
path towards earning their de- 
gree,” Resech said, “It is not a 
punitive committee in anyway.” 

Students may also enroll in 
summer classes to raise their aca- 
demic progress back up to stan- 
dards. Students must submit a 
written appeal before the start of 
the fall term.

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Meal plan: what's the point?

The several different types of 
dining facilities that are offered at 
UW-Stout are causing some confu- 
sion and misconceptions among 
students on campus. 

The major areas that create con- 
fusion for students when it comes 
to eating on campus are the differ- 
ences between meal and point 
plans and the variances between 
the eating places on campus, ac- 
_-cording to Ann Thies, director of 
Resident Dining Services. 

All on-campus students are re- 
quired to have a dining point plan, 
which can range from plan one, 


which is 12,500 points, to plan 
eight, which gives the student 
30,000 food points in which to 
purchase meals-with. 

“No matter what plan you pur- 
chase, there is a $290 fixed cost that 
goes to cover our overhead,” Thies 
said. “The reason for this being we 
do not receive any state funding, 
meaning this money goes to cover 
our maintenance, labor, equip- 
ment and utilities costs. 

“Points really are your purchas- 
ing power, they give you access to 
allthe dining facilities on campus,” 
Thies said. 

The other option offered applies 
only to off-campus students. “Off 
campus students have a choice

ter, accountant for Auxiliary Serv- 
ices, said. “The meal plan option is 
aimed to give students one square 
meal a day when they are on cam- 
pus. Out of the 4,000 off campus 
students, 1,000 possess some kind 
of campus meal plan.” 

The other difference that creates 
confusion is the difference in price, 
according to the Residence Dining 
Service. As an example, a dinner 
mealat the Commons costs $1.50in 
points, which represents only the 
actual cost of the food. The fixed 
cost of $290 is already paid for. 

The Student Center does not 
receive any of the fixed costs, there- 
fore their prices include the actual 
food cost plus their own fixed 
costs. The same $1.50 meal would 
cost approximately $3.25 at the 
Student Center, according to the 
Residence Dining Service. 

“Students have to take a lot of 
things into consideration when 
they are considering a food plan,” 
Thies said, “such as where they 
want to eat, how often, at what 
times during the day and who they 
will be with. 

“Other colleges often have a 
straight meal plan, offering a cer- 
tain number of meals per week, 


and if you miss a meal you are out - 


that meal. You do not get it back,” 
Thies added. 

“Here at Stout the dining plans 
are very convenient, they work 
right off of the students identifica- 
tion card,” Thies said. “We are here 
to serve the students.”

Degradable Plastics a go-go

I said to my friend Craig a few 
months ago, “You know, I really 
don’t trust those new-fangled de- 
gradable plastics. Can’t quite put 
my finger on what's wrong with it 
though.” 

Well, with a little help from the 
Department of Natural Resources, 
the Department of Agriculture and 
the Greenpeace September/Octo- 
ber 1989 magazine, I’ve managed 
to pinpoint some of the trouble 
spots. Degradable plastics are bet- 
ter than nothing, you say, as you 
roll your eyes and shake your 
head. Well, yeah. But not much. 

As much as we'd like to believe 
that degradable plastics will save 
the world and allow us to have all 
the same wonderful little conven- 
iences, at this point, it’s not going 
to happen. I propose a world with- 
out Saran Wrap, but I will give the 
idea some credit. 

Stuart Schmitz, an environ- 
mental specialist for the Iowa 


DNR, said it takes several hundred 
years to breakdown plastic six- 
pack rings. Degradable rings, on 
the other hand, take about 18 
months. So I guess if it’s not pos- 
sible for us to live ina world with- 
out plastics, degradable plastics 
may be a better alternative. 

But how far do these plastics 
break down, Stu? Are there going 
to be little plastic dust particles in 
the air for us to coat our lungs 
with? 

Stu couldn’t give me the answer. 
So he referred me to Daryl Frey of 
the Department of Agriculture. 
“Degradable plastics have arterri- 
ficamountof potential,” was about 
all I could get out of Frey. 

After ringing up quite a phone 
bill, my notes boiled down to this: 
Due to the relatively new form of 
plastic, specialists do not know 
what the fate of the plastic product, 
once decomposed, is. 

Frey did add, however, “Tech- 
nology seems to be developing at 
such a pace, we'll know problems 
before we’re init too far.” Glad he’s 
so optimistic. Ever heard of the 
term Technological Fix, Mr. Frey? 

Greenpeace’s article Duped by 
Plastics said that virtually all plas- 
tic, whether degradable or not, is 
made from the non-renewable, 
polluting resource-oil. In 1984, 
chemical industries producing res- 
ins used for packaging generated 
over 11 billion pounds of hazard- 
ous waste. Processors, another 
link in the plastic chain, produced 
19 billion pounds of hazardous 


waste. And that’s just making the 
stuff. 

So now we've got a hundred 
pounds of hazardous waste and a 
ziploc bag. 

That Ziploc is going to hang 
around a few centuries. (What an 
embarrassing artifact for future 
cultures to find). 

There are two types of de- 
gradable materials - photode- 
gradable and biodegradable. 

“Photodegradable use light- 
sensitive molecules called carbon- 
yls. So-called biodegradables in- 
terrupt polymer chains with corn- 
starch, which bacteria will gladly 
munch,” Greenpeace explains. But 
once the carbonyls and cornstarch 
is gone, we're still stuck with poly- 
mers. Manufacturers claim the 
polymers will break down into 
carbon and water. This has yet to be 
proven. 

And these leftover plastic bits 
won't do the environment a darn 
bit of good. It won’t decompose 
and become food or soil. De- 
gradable-sure. Environmentally 
helpful-nope. So what we have 
here is a scam. Corporations ex- 
ploiting the people’s concern for 
the environment. “WE DEGRADE 
BETTER THAN THE COMPETI- 
TION”. 

I say stick with unbleached pa- 
per, aluminum and glass. Reus- 
able and recyclable. And tell those 
multi-million dollar plastic 
amoebas they don’t fool us.

The start of a new school year 
may be equated to a time for re- 
newal. Renewal of ourenthusiasm 
for students, teaching and learn- 
ing; renewal of our commitment to 
excellence; renewal of the hope 
that we can accomplish our goals; 
renewal of the dream that ourideas 
will be good ones; and renewal of 
our plans to be well organized and 
better at what we do than we ever 
were before.

ainst sixth-ranked Elon College 
of North Carolina. Stout was un- 
ed going into the tournament 
but came away with an early vic- 
tory over Elon, 7-5.

“We knocked off the NAIA’s 
sixth-ranking team, Elon College, 
intheopening game,” Terry Petrie, 
head baseball coach, said. “I think 
that got everybody’s attention. 
Here we were, an unranked team, 
and we had just beaten the sixth- 
tanked team in the nation.” 

In game two, the Devils faced a 
tough challenge from the next 
Opponent, third-ranked Okla- 
homa Baptist, with a record of 54- 
10. Oklahoma Baptist came away 
with a big 7-1 victory over the 
Devils. 

The Blue Devils’ next opponent 
was University of North Florida. 
Stout played a great game, but fell 


short with a 7-5 loss. This final 
game ended Stout’s first-ever 
NAIA World Series appearance. 
Stout, witha record of 34-16, ended 
up ranked fifth out of approxi- 
mately 390 college teams in the 
nation. 

“I am proud of the way the kids 
played. It was a super year and 
who is to say that we won't be back 
(to the World Series) next year,” 
Petrie said. “We start two fresh- 
men, three sophomores, three jun- 
iors, and a senior.” 

The Blue Devils made it to the 
World Series by first claiming the 
NAIA District 14 title played here 
at Nelson Field. UW-Milwaukee 
was the first victim, falling 7-4, and 
in the championship game, Stout 
embarrassed UW-LaCrosse 14-4. 

Named to the All District 14 
Team were pitchers Dan Larson 
and Gary Busch, catcher Matt Bar- 
nard, first baseman Chris Larson, 
and right fielder Jay Thompson . 

After winning the District, the 
Blue Devils traveled to Winona, 
Minnesota, to compete in the 
NAIA Area Four tournament. The 
Blue Devils opened up with two 
defensive battling games as they 
defeated Grandview College, 
lowa 2-1 and Missouri Baptist 3-1. 

In the championship round, the 
Blue Devils lost 8-6 to Winona State 
for their first loss in the double 
elimination tourney. Game two 
took extra innings as Stout came up 
on top 9-6 over Winona State in 12 
innings. This victory clinched 
Stout's first ever Area Four cham- 
pionship. 

The Blue Devil baseball team led 
the Northern Division of the 
WSUC with an impressive .325 
batting average, 116 RBI's, and 24 
HR’s. Taking second in RBI’s was

Rita Slinden, associate ad- 
ministrator of athletics, said. “Jam 
pleased without a doubt and look- 
ing forward to an exciting, grow- 
ing year in all our progams.”

His name is Mark Rothwell, but 
friends call him “Rocky.” After a 
stand-out career as a two-time All- 
American wide receiver for the 
Stout Blue Devils football squad, 
he fulfilled his childhood dream 
when he signed a free agent con- 
tract last Spring with the Super 
Bowl runner-up Cincinnati Ben- 
gals. 

After a mini-camp in May, Roth- 
well turned up his workout regime 
in eager for training camp in July. 
So much so that on several occa- 
sions he could be spotted walking 
around campus and thetown, foot- 
ball in hand. 

One week before camp opened, 
Rothwell’s intensity was side- 
tracked by a jammed thumb, 
which strained ligaments and re- 
quired heavy taping, while obvi- 
ously restricting flexibility of the 
thumb. 

So going into camp, bum thumb 
and all, Rothwell knewthe chances 
of survival for a free agent from a 
Division III school like himself 
were slim at best. After three anda 
half weeks, a knock onthedoor put 
Rothwell’s dream of playing pro 
ball on hold, but after a phone 


interview Monday night, I found 
that his spirit and desire are burn- 
ing stronger than ever. 

“It really whetted my appetite,” 
Rothwell said, “It was an honor to 
be even be considered, with the 
receivers they have and being the 
Super Bow] runner-up and all.” 

Besides being in the same com- 
pany with some big name profes- 
sionals, “The professional athletes 
are real people once you get to 
know them, not arrogant at all,” 
Rothwell said, he also experienced 
what he called, “the stigma of 
being on the marquee”, in describ- 
ing the faithful following of fans 
that flock to NFL training camps 
each summer. Adding that some 
3,000 fans attended every practice, 
while 11,000 turned out for an in- 
trasquad scrimmage.

weekends off, so I can hopefully 
make it up to as many Stout games 
as possible and see a lot of the 
guys,” Rothwell said.

Creative minds came together last Tuesday night to discuss, admire’ 
or criticize the artwork of several UW-Stout faculty members. Those being 
represented in the exhibit at the Furlong gallery through Oct. 6 include Todd 
Boppel, Nancy Blum, Alan Gamache, Richard Coker, Rob Price, Ed Wong 
and Orazio Fumagailii. 

When entering the gallery, one of the first pieces to catch the 
viewer's eye is a ceramic sculpture suspended from the ceiling. Nancy Blum 

describes this piece as being a type of self por- 
trait.

in the show, energetic lead 
vocalist Eric Martin showed 
his mettle with a bluesy, 
five minute scat, ad-libing 
unprintables about Minne- 
sota woman. 

After burning 
through several of their own 
chops-filled numbers, the 
crowd finally got what it 
was waiting for, a close look 
at Gilbert and Sheehan in 
action. 

Gilbert, introduced 
by Martin with a blatant 
comparison to Superman, 
wasted no time in blazing 
through intricate passages 
with amazing accuracy. 
Showcasing complex tech- 
niques he learned at a Cali- 
fornia musicians instiiute, 
Gilbert ended his solo by 
abusing his guitar witha 
pick mounted on an electric 
power drill. A short lull 
came over the crowd and suddenly the band kicked into an ex- 
tremely powerful version of Led Zeppelin’s Dazed and Con- 
fused. 

Billy Sheehan was next to take the spotlight, dazzling 
on-lookers with the bullet-like speed he used to execute wind- 
ing arpeggios. Skipping simply through the most difficult of 
passages, Sheehan then swayed into his NV43345 solo from 
his years in the band, Talas. Closing with an extended tapping 
pattern, Sheehan launched the band into their first single Ad- 
dicted to that Rush. 

Mr. Big treated the crowd to a generous encore, siteam- 
ing through a faithful version of The Who's Baba O’ Riley, with 
Gilbert performing the classic keyboard intro on guitar, fol- 
lowed by a pounding version of David Lee Roth’s Shy Boy, 
showcasing drummer Pat Torpey. 

When four of rocks strongest talents combine with ma- 
terial of this caliber, the result can be awe-inspiring. That 
night I left the Caboose not only amazed, but truly entertained.

Blum, in explaining the meaning behind the 
light and the smail spherical shapes which sur- 
round the piece, said that she was interested in 
showing the energy that develops between iwo 
people, whether in conversation or in a reia- 
tionship. “I was thinking about reflecting energy 
off another person. Energy as in universal en- 
ergy or as we are speaking now, creating en- 
ergy together,” Blum said. 

This sculpture was done around four years 
ago, when Blum was about to be married. in 
realizing that the forms are representations of 
human spirits it might seem that she is depict- 
ing the fragility of relationships by hanging 
these pieces, somewhat perilously, from the 
ceiling. Blum is in the process of collecting the 
hair of those close to her for the ability it has to 
hold personal energy and to link people with 
the past. 

Two pieces on exhibit that have high first-im- 
pression impact are paintings done by Todd 
Boppel. His work, done in strong primary and 
secondary colors, studies abstract relation- 
ships of geometric iorms. The paintings are net 
symbolic, but are reactions to some of the 
more impressionistic work he has done in the 
past. The bold coiors, according to Boppel, are 
intended to create more distinguishable planes 
being stacked upon one another. “The idea of planar structure is something 
that is a new approach for me, not so much technically, but in terms of color 
scheme,” Boppel said. 

The paintings reflect work that he has been doing involving symmet- 
rical structures. In both paintings, Boppel pointed out, there is a central axis, 
and an interruption of movement to create asymmetry. The paintings both 
have a diamond shape in common, which is then propelled into a rotary mo- 
tion created through the depiction of forms being stacked upon each other at 
different angles. 

Richard Coker’s, work seems to draw heavily on reactions to vio- 
lence. “I did them very rapidly to clear out the mucus plug so that | could give 
birth to more art,” Coker said. He explains his piece, entitled 1600 Magnum 
Laser. as dealing with the subject of technology beginning to be incorporated 
into hunting, fishing and other game sports. 

The piece that Coker felt mest strongly about was /t's Been Lovely 
But | Neec to Scream Now, which was inspired by the movie, Cry Freedom. 
Coker said,”Although the movie moved me, the most important thing that 
moved me was that in the end they ran names and names of people who had 
died and been reporied to have fallen off a railing, slipped in the shower or 
whatever, when obviously they had been killed by the apartheid establish- 
ment,” Coker said. Names, written on the wall, surround the piece which has 
to do with the instability of human nature. 

The facuity show, in short, offers students a chance to experience 
the creative powers of those who are teaching them. A faculty speak at the 
Furlong will be scheduied within the next week to allow for further discussion

“The first thing you think of 
when you see the cartoon, isa black 
person being lynched...you really 
have to study it in order to under- 
stand its meaning,” 
Candice Aikens, 
president of the 
Black Student Un- 
ion, said. “Just the 
word ‘lynch’ rises 
Neese acter ev "ec 
thoughts...It is a 
very touch subject 
with blacks, and 
everyone else,” 
Aikens said. 

“Although the 
(flyer) was aimed at 
all students, we 
used this particular 
cartoon because we 
thought it would 
encourage minority 
students to become 
interested in the 
College Republi- 
cans,” Timothy A. 
Vieburg, chairman 
of the College Re- 
publicans, said in a 
apology letter ranin 


last weeks issue of The Stoutonia. 

Vieberg also tried to explain the 
cartoon in his letter. “They, (the 
Democrats), talk about civil rights 
for minorities, but in...Lucas’ case 
they voted against his nomination 
at least partially because of his 
being black,” Vieberg said. “We 
did not realize that any depiction 
of a black man being hung would 
be offensive. We apologize for our 
thoughtlessness.” 

The controversy prompted 
Steve Satran, State Chairman of the 
College Republicans, to come up 
from Marquette University to talk 
to Stout representatives of the 
Black Student Union, and explain 
the flyer to those who were of- 
fended by it. 

The incident also inspired the 
Stout Student Association to 
unanimously pass a resolution to 
disapprove of any discriminatory 
actions implied in any way last 
Tuesday. The resolution states that 
intolerance to difference is a hu- 
man problem that exists every- 
where including campuses in the 
UW-System. “Stout Student Asso- 
ciation condemns any forms of 
hate perpetrated aginst any group 
of people based on race, sex, color, 
creed, age, disablitly, national ori- 


gin, ancestry, sexual orientation, 
economic status or religion on the 
UW-Stout campus.” 

In addition to the cartoon, the 
flyers included the phrase Help 
save America and a time and date 
for the next College Repulicans 
meeting. Approximately 100 were 
placed on tables in the Commons 
and Tainter dining roomsas wellas 
inthe Pawnand Terrace, according 
to Vieburg.

Details of the package still are not available, but a 
source said that it was valued in excess of $42 million 
but less than $50 million over the next decade. In 
return, the tribal members agree not to excercise off- 
reservation hunting, fishing, and gathering rights for 
the next 10 years.

es to be used in housing situ- 
ms, apartments and in private 
jomes. “People hate to admit that 
hey can not do something. One of 
ur goals was to take life and make 
t easier through design so that 
hey can do it,” Stevens said. 


During the first half of Spring 
semester 1988, the students ob- 
served, visited and interviewed 
the elderly and attended lectures. 
“We needed to get a definition of 
the problem,” Stevens said. The 
last half of the semester was de- 
voted to coming up with potential 
solutions to the problems they 
encountered in their research. “We 
took a look at the whole thing (the 
problems with the elderly) and 
worked with that,” Richard Wal- 
ters, art major with a concentration 
in industrial design, said. 

The class divided the problems 
into the following three classifica- 
tions: Nourishment, meal prepara- 
tion and consumption; Regenera- 
tion, body cleansing, dressing, 
sleeping and exercise; and Enrich- 
ment, activities that promotea feel- 
ing of accomplishment and inde- 
pendence. k 

Under the three classifications, 
20 students were hired during the 
Summer of 1988 to construct a full 
size model of their concepts. Some 
of the features require movement 
to display their functions, other 
features are mocked-up simula- 
tions of their functions. 

The model, displayed in the 
Design Research Center in Ray 
Hall, includes a low-nap carpet, 
camouflaged grab rails through- 
out the model, rounded corners for 
easier vacuuming, no surface 
burners to prevent hazards, and 
storage areas at a convenient 
height. “We wanted the display to 
look liveable and notso much as an 
elderly’s home,” Walters said. 

The students also designed a 
shower head that moves up and 
down and is rotated to direct the 
spray where desired, as well as a

Vote set for drinking bill

Several significant bills that re- 
late directly to UW students willbe 
coming before legislative commit- 
tees for consideration next 
Wednesday, Oct. 4 at the State 
Capital Building in Madison. 

Among the bills being consid- 
ered is SB19, a bill calling for the 
reinstatement of the 19-year-old 
drinking age. 

“It has a very good chance to 
pass the Senate, and should also 
create some heated debate,” Stout 
Student Association (SSA) legisla- 
tive affairs director, Gretchen Eke 
said. 

However, even if SB19 does pass 
the Senate floor, the bill still has 
many obstacles to overcome, in- 
cluding a probable veto by Gover- 
nor Tommy Thompson, according 
to Eke. “Although it may not (be- 
come legislation), it is a step in the 
right direction,” Eke said. 

Another bill to be considered, 
AB219, would also modify the 
drinking laws. If passed, AB219 
would allow 19 and 20-year-old 
persons access to bars with out 
being able to purchase alcoholic 
beverages. 

Two other bills, the antidiscrimi- 
nation bill (AB218), and the sexual 
assault orientation bill (AB431), 
will be voted on during the legisla- 


tive hearing on Oct. 4. 

The bills were already debated 
on Wednesday, Sept. 20, between 
several UW student government 
representatives and System ad- 
ministration officials. SSA stu- 
dents were present to support 
AB431. 

System administration opposi- 
tion against the sexual assault ori- 
entation bill, because of mandating 
policies and costs on the universi- 
ties, aroused some strong state- 
ments from supporters of the bill. 

“No one wants to tell the parents 


of Wisconsin that there is a 25 per- 
cent chance that their daughter 
will be sexually assaulted before 
she graduates....It does not paint a 
pretty picture for the recruitment 
of women students,” United 
Council President Jim Smith said. 
Wednesday, Oct. 4 also marks 
the United Council Lobby Day in 
which student representatives 
from all System schools are en- 
couraged to support the bills being 
considered. Students interested 
should contact Eke at 232-2100.

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Police prepare for onsiaught

It will be business as usual for 
both the Menomonie Police De- 
partment and UW-Stout’s Protec- 
tive Services Department as they 
prepare to cover the events of 
Homecoming weekend. 

This week will not be much dif- 
ferent than a normal work week for 
members of the police department, 
according to Menomonie Police 
Chief Dennis Beety.”“We do not 
really make any big changes 
changes for Homecoming Week- 
end,” Beety said. “Maybe we will 
add a handful of additional men, 
possibly five or six.In more troub- 
led years we would add as many as 
thirty additional men. But, in the 
last five years, homecoming has 
not been marred.” 

The additional help will assist 
with the parade and patrol with 
uniformed officers in the down- 
town area, according to Beety. 

Garold Buckley, director of Pro- 
tective Services “We do not have 
any more coverage than any other 
occasion. We cover the dances, the 


parade, the football game, Bash- 
on-the-Grass, and assist the Meno- 
monie Police Department,” Buck- 
ley said. “These are the same type 
of things we would cover any other 
time. We run into the same types of 
problems. If we have more inci- 
dents at Homecoming, it is just 
because there is more people and 
activities.” 

Buckley mentioned that most of 
the problems that Protective Serv- 
ices encounters are alcoho! related. 
“We want them to have a good 
time, but to know their limits,” 
Buckley said. “Basically we are 
pretty happy with what gocs on 
and we are happy with the stu- 
dents.” 

For the Menomonie Police De- 
partment most of the trouble cen- 
ters in the neighborhood housep- 
arties. “Downtown is not the focal 
point of our problem. Housepar- 
ties are particularly troublesome 
because they polarize the commu- 
nity,” Beety said. “After people 
leave their is vandalism, sexual 
assaults, and urinating on personal 
property. It is an ongoing prob- 
lem.” 


Student opinion on police pro- 
tection during Homecoming 
weekend varied. “Some people get 
way out of control and have inhibi- 
tions,” Regina Johnson, a senior 
living in the downtown area, said 
“Police control is mandatory to 
some extent.” 

Allison Decker, a senior in Psy- 
chology, felt a little different. “Or 
course we need more police protec 
tion,” Decker said. “We all know 
there is going to be a lot mor 
people peeing in the streets this 
week.” She added that she could 
see the need for police, but felt thai 
they had their priorities mixed up. 
“Last year I saw four officers arrest 
a student for peeing in thealley and 
meanwhile people are driving 
drunk,” Decker said. 

In response, Beety felt this was 
not the case. “We are out there ar- 
resting DWI’s, too,” Beety said. 
“Just look at our arrest statistics 
after the weekend.” He also added 
that urinating in public was an 
ongoing concern and that the com- 
munity is strongly against it.

Offensive coordinator Mike 
Wyatt sees this week’s battle with 
the Jackets this way, “It could bean 
aerial circus, Superior can move 
the ball (503 yards in total offense 
in a loss to UW-Oshkosh). Which 
should make an exciting game for 
the fans.” 

The Devils go into the game with 


enthusiasm to promote the recrea- 
tion and intramural programs.

Kleinhans holds a bachelor’s

Last week, I was given the opportunity to speak 
with UW-Stout Chancellor Charles W. Sorensen in his 
spacious sky-rise office on the top of the Administration 
Building. 

Sorensen was inaugurated last year following 
the retirement of Robert Swanson. He is the first chan- 
cellor in Stout's history not to have attended the univer- 
sity at some point, and the first without a background in 
industrial education. 

Among other degree’s in history and political 
science, Sorensen holds a Ph.D. in American history 
from Michigan State, and attended the Harvard Institute 
for Educational Management in 1981. He also served as 
the academic dean of Grand Valley State College in 
Michigan for six years as well as the assistant dean ofthe 
school's College of Arts and Sciences for two years. 

Since taking office, Chancellor Sorensen has 
adapted well to Stout’s administrative procedures and 
looks forward to the challanges that are so routine in his 
position. 


Recently, there have been rumors that UW- 
Stout is behind the other UW schools in implement- 
ing their Design for Diversity program. Is it true that 
their programs began almost a year before ours? 


Our Design for Diversity program is almost in 
lock step with the other programs. The original idea for 
a diversity plan was to bring the system to each of the 
campuses within the same time frame. At this point we 
are right where most schools are and right where we 
should be. 

Dick Anderson, head of a committee organized 
through Student Services, has been on campus for the 
last six months establishing a series of 30 goals and ob- 
jectives that we feel are important for growth of the 
program. We are definitely not behind any other 
schools. 


Is there a committee in the UW system that 
is in charge of keeping track of each school’s prog- 
ress? 


Jim Salton, Madison representative, is account- 
able for the entire system, which will meet periodically in 
Madison to review the plans. Also, we will occasionally 
talk about each schools progress at the chancellors 
meetings. Jim makes a point to visit each campus to 
evaluate progress. So, yes, there is an accountability 
factor involved. 


Are you as involved with the program as you 
would like to be or do you feel your role should be 
expanded? (At this point in the interview, the fire alarm

I think my involvement is at the levelit has to be; 
providing financial support for the program and provid 
ing an environment where people are, to a degree, 
suitable for diversity. We have a tremendous staff y 
working on this program. They are good. They are 
committed. They really know the nuts and bolts of how 
we put this project together. 

The Design for Diversity program is intended to 
be a long range solution, so it is difficult to evaluate it 
fairly at this point. lam satisfied with the way things 2 


going. 


Recently, Stout has hired outside of its own 
administration, and in your case, outside of the sys- 
tem, in filling vacant positions. What are the 
advantages of doing this? 


Well, I think a distinct advantage is bringing a 
new perspective to the university. I have had experience 
in Michigan and Minnesota, so I came to Stout with a 


I've hired Jan Womack from Oklahoma, and we 
have internal power for that job, but quite frankly, she 
was the better candidate. She brings to the budge 
process, for example, a different angle that was used at 
Oklahoma. She can look at the entire university with 
fresh eyes and fresh insight on what we are doing and 
how it could be improved and how we can become more 
efficient. That's the advantage of bringing a person in 
from the outside. 

In our situation, it takes half a year or more to 
get acquainted with the school, which is the down side. 
Continuity of new and established personnel must be 
provided for the system to grow. 


Do you feel you adapt to the system already 
established or do your try to implement your own 
ideas? 


It's a combination of both. In some cases, I 
brought into Stout a fresh look at how to manage certain 
things and how we spend our money. You are always co- 
opted by the culture you are in, sol’ve adjusted to Stout 
and it has adjusted to me. But we are making changes 
now that are subtle refinements. I'm starting to make 
a more direct impact on Stout in the last six or eight 
months because of my philosophy of management and 
because of my experience at other schools. 


Does the type ofschool you are entering into 
affect your management approach? 


That's a good question. I think the answer is, 
hot significantly. You are managing an enterprise in 
h the biggest resource is the people. It’s an issue of 
yyou manage and interact with people and (how you) 
€ an environment where they can achieve some- 
ig. Ihave learned a great deal at Stout that I wouldn't 
e learned at a school that did not have a lot of high 
nology. That's been advantageous for me. My 
roach to things coming from my history background, 
has been refreshing in the eyes of some people. 
Although,to be fair, I had a tremendous amount of 
experience in the Applied (Technology) programs at 
Grand Valley and Winona State. I don't think it is a 

nificantly different type management issue to deal 
with. It's still curriculum. It's still personnel. It’s still 
budget. It’s still people. 


What has come about in the meetings regard- 
1g the implementation of Stout's engineering pro- 
i Tam ? 


_~ We've had our consultants in within the last few 
ks. The UW-system has sent three people that we've 
It with recently. The decision will be made by the 
rd of Regents. I think the plan will permit another 
program to be developed and I think it’s got to be here. 
We have success in application technology, and the 
ability to produce in the manufacturing world. We are 
wellknown for that. This is a logical step to a different 
teau for us (UW-Stout). I think we need it, the state 
needs it. The question is, is there financial support? Are 
the politics right for it? I feel very comfortable right now. 
Ifeel we did a good job of placing ourselves where we are. 
We came out and said, “We can't do it without money. If 
you want an engineering program, you will have to give 
us money.” 


Do we have the staff and equipment in place 
toimplement a new engineering program? 


According to our consultants, we'll have to 
invest about $.5 million in equipment, one time only. 
Our labs are fine, our space is fine. We'll have to add at 
least four new faculty positions, probably two techni- 
cians, supply money, library money, things like that. 

} It will not affect other programs by shutting 
them down. 


Would we keep the Applied Tech program? 


Probably not. We would phase that out. We can’t 
‘support both programs concurrently. 


You mentioned that we don't need any more 
space, but what has come of the plans with Fryklund 
and Ray halls? 


Fryklund Hall will be renovated. We have plans 
foran addition to the Home Economics building. We also 
have plans to tear down Ray Hall, and in it’s place put in 
atechnology center with general based labs, computer 
main frames, and a telecommunication conference center. 
Fryklund Hall will be used for engineering labs and 
classrooms. 


When do you see this taking place? 

By the mid 90's.

Richard Shoemaker, the former 
Democratic State Senator of Meno- 
monie, was sentenced to 60 days in 
jail and $300 in court costs and 
assessments last Monday. 
Shoemaker pleaded guilty last 
August to receiving money from a 
bbyist, failing to disclose an 
$8500 loan on three financial dis- 
closure statements, defrauding his 
campaign committee of less than 
$000, inflating a receipt from a 
fundraiser at a Madison restau- 
fant, and using his public position 
it0 accept something of value for 
private benefit. 

As part of a plea agreement, 
shoemaker submitted his resigna- 
tion to Senate President Fred Ris- 
ser, D-Madison, at noon Monday.

Cer- 
tain kinds of cigarettes are hard to 
keep on our shelves. It has not hurt 
business at all,” Darlene Boe, head 
cashier at Snyder Drugs, said. 

The University Bookstore was 


affected negatively by the change. — 


“It will have an impact on the 
(book) store,” Bill Porter, store 
manager, said.’ Those who come 
in to buy cigarettes sometimes 
pick up those small purchases they 
would have forgotten earlier, and 
we will be losing that business to 
other stores.” 

One of the concerns with the 
change was that Sorensen had all 
cigarette machines removed from 
campus without notifying the 
Stout Student Association (SSA). 
“There is a state law, 36.095, which 
requires consultation with the stu- 


“Frankly, you fooled some of 
the people for a while, but your 
arrogance, ignorance and ego 
caught up with you, and I doubt 
that you will ever be able to fool 
anyone in the future.

Moeser said. 

Shoemaker held an interview in 
the UW-Stout Memorial Student 
Center in which he both defended 
his situation, and expressed his 
remorse. The interview was 
printed as part of a copyrighted 
story in the October 1 issue of the 
Eau Claire Leader-Telegram. 

“I contend that every member 
of the legislature has violated the 
ethics or lobby law either because 
they have done exactly as I did or 
because they went to receptions,” 
Shoemaker said. 

However, Shoemaker did 
openly admit his guilt of violating 
the state lobby law by using his 
office to obtain something of 
value. 

“The one charge that I am leav- 
ing office on is the account that I 
had (lobbyist) Jim Hough set up at 
Namio’s,” Shoemaker said, refer- 
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dent government and he decided 
without us,” April Frelke, SSA 
president, said. 

Sorensen called his actions a 
mistake. “An error was made. I 
should have come back and con- 
sulted with you (SSA),” he told the 
Senate at a meeting held on Sep- 
tember 26,1989. 

The removal of tobacco has been 
aninconvenience for some, but has 
not caused much discord among 
student cigarette-smokers. Chan- 
cellor Sorensen and Porter both 
noted that they had not had many 
complaints. 

The Protective Services Depart- 
ment has not had many complaints 
about the new nonsmoking policy, 
which complies with Wisconsin’s 
Clean Indoor Air Act 211, enacted 
April 18, 1984. 

The 1989-90 Student Handbook 
states that the policy seeks a rea- 
sonable accommodation between 
smokers and nonsmokers. How- 
ever, when the rights and interests 
of smokers and nonsmokers con- 
flict, the interests of nonsmokers 
will prevail. 

“By having smoking only per- 
mitted in designated areas, the

Panamanian coup attempt fails 


Rebel troops seized the Panamanian Defense 
Force headquarters Tuesday morning, but the at- 
tempted coup failed to caputure General Manuel Anto- 
nio Noriega and were defeated by troops loyal to the 
general in a six-hour gun battle. It was the second time 
in 18 months that Noriega had survived a coup attempt. 

“This incident corresponds to the permanent 
aggression of U.S. forces against the tranquility of our 
country,” Noriega said at a press conference held at the 
headquarters. 

In Washington, D.C., President Bush said the at- 
tempted coup was not an American operation. How- 
ever, Bush’s spokesman said the government would 
continue seeking Noriega’s ouster. 


Nation - 
East German exodus 


East Germany banned travel to Czechoslova- 
kia but agreed to allow at least 10,000 of its citizens 
already in Prague to leave for the West. 

Previoulsly, East Germans did not need a visa 
or passport to reach Czechoslavakia, but, effective 
Tuesday, such documents are required. That effec- 
tively bans all ordinary East Germans from traveling to 
Czechoslavakia. 

The ban inspired thousands of East Germans to 
bombared the West German embassy compound over- 
night, bringing the total seeking asylum there to about 
4,700.

A second bill, which 
ould allow 19- and 20-year-olds 
ars, was also discussed. 

The Department of Transporta- 
tion's(DOT) report from January of 
1989 was the basis of argument on 
both sides of the issue, and testi- 
mony was heard from the Wiscon- 
sin lavern League, United Council 
for Student Government, the 
mayor of Madison, and many oth- 
ers. 

_ Dennis Hughes, speaking forthe 
DOT, explained that incidents of 
drinking and driving decreased 50 
‘percent for 19-year-olds between 

September 1987 to August 1988. It 
was decreased by 39 percent for 20- 
year-olds, despite the fact that 
many of these people were legal, 
because of the Grand father Clause. 
Eric Borgerding, legislative af- 
fairs director for United Council, 
Said that credit should be given 
Where credit is due. Money has 
been targeted throughout public 
Schools to educate people about 
drunk driving, according to 
Borgerding. He also said that the 
reduced rates have come about

Kevin Miller, Stout Student As- 
sociation's director of student af- 
fairs, feels the 19- to 20-year-old 
age group have reduced drunk 
driving incidents independent of 
the increased drinking age. "The 
DOT/DHSS statistics show that 
those under 21 years old have more 
effectively reduced drunk driving 
without reducing consumption 
than any other age group,” Miller 
said. 

Senator Jerome Van Sistine, 
chairman of the committee, re- 
sponded by saying that the main 
reason the DOT is opposed to the 
bills are because of the losses of 
highway funding. He added that 
the state of Wisconsin is already 
losing $10 to $35 million because of 
its status as a donor state in the 
dispersement of federal highway 
funding. 

In discussion of the bill that 
would allow 19- and 20-year-olds 
into bars, arguments were raised 
opposed to the bill by questioning 
its enforceability. 

A representative of the Wiscon- 
sin Tavern League said that 28 out 
of 50 states allow 18- to 20-year 
olds on the premises of bars, in- 
cluding Minnesota, Illinois, and 
Michigan. He said the consump- 
tion of alcohol isa privilege, but 18- 


cording to Nightengale it is the an- 
swer to moving up the ladder of 
success more quickly. “If you are 
willing to relocate, you will climb 
faster,” Nightengale said. “You 
can still climb without moving 
around, but a little bit slower. If 
there is a positon you want open at 
another location you could get it 
the next day, where as if you have 
to wait for that position in the hotel 
where you are it may take a few 
years.” 

Nightengale attributes much of 
his success to the different hotels 
where he has worked and the vari- 
ous positions he has held in them 
over the years. He has worked his 
way up the ladder in positions 
such as resident manager, front 
office manager, assistant room 
executive, quality control man- 
ager, and he has held the title of 
general manager in two different 
hotels. He feels that his movement 
in various hotels has assisted his 
career. “I have grown more and 
learned more,” Nightengale said. 

Nightengale spent the first four 
years after graduation moving 
from place to place by himself, but 
spent the last 10 years in the com- 
pany of his wife, who also worked 
with the Hyatt. They moved from 
place to place together and had a 
lot of fun, according to Nighten- 
gale. They now are planning on 
staying in the Milwaukee area 
while raising their three children 
ages eight, five, and three. 

Words of advice surfaced while 
Nightengale thought of his days at 
Stout. He stressed the importance 
of marketing and finance skills and 
students spending asmuchtimeas 
they can obtaining knowledge in 
these areas. “Thosethat have good 
marketing skills will beat the oth- 
ers,” Nightengale said.

year-olds are adults. He feels if 
they can not enter an establish- 
ment it is a violation of their civil 
rights. 

"Thetwo bills were not voted on 
in committee on Wednesday, but 
when they are scheduled, they 
havea very good chance of passing 
out of committee,” Gretchen Eke, 
SSA legislative affairs director, 
said. "Ifthey pass out of committee, 
they will be heard on the senate 
floor. If the on-premise bill passes 
the Senate, it will be sent to the 
governor to be signed into law. The 
bill to lower the drinking age, if 
passed in the Senate, would then 
be sent back to the Assembly to be 
discussed." 

In the Colleges and Universities 
Committee of the Assembly, two 
bills passed unanimously. 

The first requires all UW-system 
schools and vocational schools to 
provide statistical and other infor- 
mation about campus sexual as- 
saults to new students at orienta- 
tion. 

The second bill prohibits dis- 
cimination of all students in the 
UW-System. 

"The passage of these bills out of 
committee score a large victory for 
us, but there is still a long stretch of 
road ahead in the pathway to be- 
coming a law,’ Eke said. 

These bills will be heard in the 
Assembly during the October floor 
period.

Up in smoke! 


Ever wonder why people smoke? We were taught at an 
early age of the dangers cigarettes pose to the health of 
smokers and to those unfortunate enough to play victim to 
their second hand smoke. We also spent much of our child- 
hood watching our idols on television glamorize what is 
viewed by many as a disgusting habit. 

We can rationalize today’s adults who smoke, for they 
fell under the powerful addiction of nicotine before any 
medical evidence showed what it could do their bodies. 

Before the sixties smoking was hip. Men who smoked 
were definitely more masculine. Remember the Marlboro 
man who gallantly rode off in to the sunset with a cancer 
stick hanging from his lower lip?

It can fly behind enéimy lines 
undetected by radar and wipe out 
enemy targets. Stealth’s mission 
would be to slip into an enemy 
nation unobserved, and knock out 
relocatable targets, such as missles 
mounted on rail cars that are con- 
stantly being moved. The rationale 
is that an enemy nation wouid not 
strike first if they knew the Stealth 
would come in afterwards and 
destroy them.

I was driving while intoxicated the 
other day.

Deli Owner Captures Experience In A Life That Is Left Of Center

Tim Dodson is a Menomonie entrepreneur 
who makes originality his business. Dodson’s 
radical past has made its impression on the way 
he is today, with a look and attitude quite unlike 
the average person who taps into the UW-Stout 
community. With his usual laid back aire, Tim 
inquired what would be asked of him. The re- 
ply.... your life. After contagious laughter and 
the comment, ‘I don't think Menomonie’s ready for 
that ‘, Tim was seated with his pipe and a can of 
peach/ brandy flavored tobacco. 


LIFE INFLUENCE 

In the seventies I was heavily disco, short 
hair, blow dried, the whole scam. I have nobody in 
my family with long hair or anything. But there 
was one person; there always seems to be that 
one person who affected your life. 

I grew up near Des Moines and right off the 
university campus there was this small deli. I 
discovered it in high school and always had to be 
there. It became a mecca to us and when you 
walked in it was like a whole other world. 


| had to make a decision that 
day about what to do, so | put on 
a backpack and hitchhiked 2000 
miles with a dollar and a pack of 
cigarettes. 


The guy who was running it was a real hip- 
pie. He had a beard down to his waist, long hair, 
he was probably in his forties, and he had two 
kids: Leaf and Meadow. He was so full of life. You 
know, a regular hippie guy. 

In high school you are very impressionable, 
so | was looking around at the adults around me 
and thinking , geez, I didn't want that..I didn't 
want the 2.5 kids, a little house in the suburbs, a 
new car and a swing set in the backyard. 

Then I found this guy and thought, ‘God, I 
want to be like that when I'm forty years old.’ He 
was so in tune with what was going on around 
him and I guess he affected my life totally. I let 
my beard grow. I let my hair grow and from that 
point on the deli influenced me so much that I 
thought ‘That's what I gotta do.’ 


THE DELI 

We (Tim and his wife, Sharon) had bought 
40 acres in the Ozarks, down in Arkansas. We 
had the land down there for a long time, but then 
when | found this place in Wisconsin it was just 
an escape for us. We'd come out for the weekend 
just to get away from the cities. It was always our 


intention (in their second deli attempt) to open up 


- in a small college town. 


It was like our second trip to Menomonie, you 
know,’'Let’s go to Menomonie!’ We were sitting at 
The Buck, having a beer and we were talking 
about it. Then it was like someone hit me over the 
head with a board. ‘Oh my gosh! We're sitting in a 
small college town!’ 


THE HUMBLE ABODE 


My plan, in high school, was to go to the Uni- 
versity of lowa, major in music , minor in drama. 

I had a little trouble because freshmen were 
supposed to live on campus and I thought ‘No 
way am I going to live in the dorms with this ul- 
tra-straight guy.’ I was pretty wild then. 

So I lived in a geodesic dome. It looks like an 
igloo. It had no electricity, no running water. It 
had a wooden stove. It had no insulation, and it 
was made out of metal. So in the wintertime I'd 
wake up in the morning, sleeping in this loft, and 
the fire had burned out. I'd look up and the 
whole inside of the house would be covered with 
ice. I'd go down in my shorts and start the fire. 
Then I'd get the fire going and run back to bed 
until the house warmed up. Every morning it was 
raining. It would just melt. It would rain in the 
house all over the place. 

We had a dog, too, and a crank cistern out- 
side. It was a chain with buckets on it so that 
when you'd crank it, it would go down into the 
water, come back up, and than dump it out. 
That's how I washed my hair, ice cold water. Once 
in a while I'd sneak into my friends’ dorms and 
take a shower. 

There was a light pole outside, sol hot-wired 
it. I got a cord to the light pole and brought it in 
underneath the floor so that I had this four-box 
electrical outlet. That’s where I plugged in to have 
electricity. 

It was great. I lived by the river there. 


COURTSHIP 

I was a Voice Performance major and Sharon 
was Music Education, so we were in the same 
classes together. 

Sharon got snowed in one time out there ( the 
dome ) and, you know a small conservative 
school? There go the rumors! Everyone knew even 
before she made it back to campus the next 
morning. And, of course, nobody wanted her to go 
out with me anyway because they all figured I was 
a pot-smoking rebel. Which I was. 

Finally, I asked her to marry me and she said 
no. I think mostly because of her friends’ peer 
pressure. 

At that time I ran off to Oregon to live with 
some friends of mine. One worked in this big hotel 
on the Columbia River and I auditioned for him.

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They got me a booking for three weeks. I was 
thinking, ‘This is my big chance, this is my big 
chance.’ 

I called Sharon in Oklahoma and asked if she 
wanted me to come back. By then she had time 
to miss me. Absence makes the heart grow fonder, 
I guess. She said, ‘Well, It’s up to you.’ 


HAIR 


I was, of the whole campus, definitely the only 
person with long hair. It was very easy to be an 
outsider there. A very conservative school. It 
would bother me because the whole campus 
would have the six foot walls all the way around 
it. They just wanted you to all look the same...be 
the same. 

I was in the traveling choir and the director 
kept on wanting me to cut my hair so | wouldn't 
stick out of the choir. My hair wasn’t nearly as 
long then as it is now. 


HITCHHIKING 

I had to make a decision that day about what 
to do, so I put on a backpack and hitchhiked 
2000 miles with a dollar and a pack of cigarettes. 
I came back home, asked her to marry me, and 
she said yes. 

My first good cup of coffee was on that trip. I 
had, I think, 35 cents left. 1 was walking along the 
highway on the Kansas/Nebraska line. I should 
have known better. I had hitchhiked enough to 
know not to start out from a town when it was 
getting dark. I'd walked across the Kansas/Ne- 
braska line and nobody had picked me up, so I 
knew I was going to have to sleep out. 

I went back underneath a pine tree, got my 
sleeping bag, and went to sleep. I woke up in the 
middle of the night, and it was snowing. I was fro- 
zen. I was scared. 

I threw on my backpack and walked back into 
the town I came from. This was a blink of a town. 
Thank God, no lie, there was a truck stop....an all 
night truck stop. 

I ordered a cup of coffee and, up until that- 
time, I did not like coffee, but that’s all I had 
money for. I asked the waitress ‘Can I do dishes or 
something to stay in where it’s warm all night?’ 

They said ‘No,no,no, came back here, we have 
room.’ (There was another dining room off to the © 
side.) ‘You can sleep here.’ 

I slept on the floor all night. They woke me up 
about 7:30 in the morning saying ‘You gotta get 
up, the boss is going to be coming.’ 

I came out and they said ‘Oh, look! Someone 
ran off without eating their breakfast, and we 
saved it for you,’ which was a total lie. Everything 
was hot and perfect like it just came off the grill.

Abill that passed the Assembly 
Colleges and University commit-

will become a law. 

"We passed the first move,” 
Natalie Fisher, women’s affairs 
tor of the Stout Student Asso- 
tiation (SSA), said. “Now we have 
to wait because we are dealing 
vith money for brochures, news- 
etters, etc." 

_ Supporters of the bill testified in 
Madison, Wis., that the problem of 
date rape has reached epidemic 


areas will be able to be used for 
workshops, performances, meet- 
ings, or speakers, all of which will 
be booked on a reservation basis, 
according to Johnson. 

The third area will be known as 
the Student Organization Center 
which will allow all student or- 
ganizations to utilize work stations 
and filing cabinets which will 
house the individual group’s rec- 
ords. “Often, students were mis- 
placing club files, or graduating 
and forgetting to pass them on,” 
Johnson said. “With this system, 
the records will always be on hand 
for use by everyone in the organi- 
zation.” 

SSA President April Frelke 
agrees with Johnson in that flexi- 
bility is essential.

Rep. James Rutkowski, D-Hales 
Corners, author of the proposal, 
said the goal of the measure was to 
provide new students ‘with infor- 
mation about sexual assault, their 
rights and recourse, at the start of 
their campus life. 

“The push for (AB431) was be- 
cause a number of women on uni- 
versity campuses have been as- 
saulted,” Fisher said. “We want to 
minimize statistics, because many 
of these are not being reported. It is 
more likely to make our campuses 
safe.” 

Recent statistical studies show 
that one out of six women in col- 
lege willbe raped orassaulted with 
the intent to rape in one year alone, 
and one out of four women are 
already the survivors of rape or 
attempted rape by the time they 
graduate. 

Only seven sexual assault cases 
were reported at UW-Stout during 
the fiscal year 1988-89, according

The Stoutonia and the Yearbook 
will have to be relocated, and that 
area will be the entrance to the new 
development, according to 
Johnson.

the development. 

Construction is expected to be- 
gin in 1993 and be completed that 
same year. 


Sexual assault bill debated

One concern was raised over the 
amendment to AB431 which re- 
quires campuses to provide official 
and unofficial statistics on sexual 
assault. According to the United 
Council, eight of the 12 four-year 
campuses in the UW-System cur- 
rently submit the sexual assault 
uniform crime report to the office 
of Justice Assistance. This is the 
report on the actual rapes that are 
reported to either the university 
security or campus police by the 
survivor. Stout is one of the four 
schools that does not officially re- 
port this information. 

“People do not think we have a 
problem on this campus,” Fisher 
said. “It is a hidden epidemic and 
the (staff, faculty, and students) do 
not want to admit we have a prob- 
lem.” 

The only opposition to the bill 


came from university administra- - 


tors, according to United Council. 
Representatives from the System 
expressed concern about the legis- 
lature mandating policy to the uni-

there is an epidemic of date rape 
on campus. “No one wants to tell 
the parents of Wisconsin that there 
is a 25 percent chance that their

UW-Madison Dean of Students 
Mary Rouse said that orientation 
week already includes much in- 
formation about campus and aca- 
demic life.

on (Murphy and Hillman).” 

According to Wagner, the two 
big findings in the judge’s decision 
were that there was no retaliation 
by Larson against Murphy and 
Hillman for organizing a tenant's 
union, and that he had a right to 
pass the new rules. 

“The court also specifically 
found that the apartments were 
maintained as well, if not better, 
than when Larson took it over,” 
Wagner said. He also mentioned 
that the court found no fraud, but 
that there were some material 
changes. 

Two of these changes included 
the rule regarding use of outside 
water and a $5 fee that Larson 
charged tenants for getting locked 
out of their apartments. The court 
found that $15 was a reasonable 
deduction for these charges, which 
brought the rent back to the origi- 
nal amount of $300. 

“Doug Larson feels disap- 
pointed,” Wagner said. “He feels 
he was well within his rights as a 
landlord, wanting a nicer place for 
his tenants.

Minority undergraduate enroll- 
ment is up this fall at UW-Sout, and 
although some see these figures as 
encouraging, there are still doubts 
as to whether Design for Diversity 
is being as effective as it should be. 

According to Richard Anderson, 
chair-person for the Design for 
Diversity committee, minority en- 
rollment for undergraduates has 
increased 26 percent from last year. 

Anderson explained the Design 
for Diversity as a program to ex- 
pand the ethnic mix on campus 
with four primary concerns: cur- 
riculum development; the recruit- 
ment and retention of minority 
students; the recruitment of minor- 
ity faculty and staff members; and 
creating a comfortable environ- 
ment for minorities. 

“Enrollment gains can be attrib- 
uted toa variety of recruitment and 
retention activities, involving 
many people, including a partner- 
ship program with the Milwaukee 
schools, the university’s program- 
ming during the summer, and in- 
creased contact by Ethnic Services 
staff members,” Anderson said. He 
added that internships and co-op 
programming has also helped to 
increase retention rates. 

Linda Torres is the chair-person 
for Design for Diversity’s subcom- 
mittee, whichis responsible for the 
recruitment and retention of mi- 
nority students. She feels the in- 
crease in the number of minority 
students is related to the partner-

two minority education fairs in St. 
Paul and Milwaukee, according to 
Cindy Jenkins, associate director 
of school relations. “Our minority 
students are our best recruiters. 
The students that are successful 
here go back and tell other stu- 
dents,” Jenkins said. 

Anderson feels the Stout cur- 
riculum tends to be an additional 
attraction when recruiting minor- 
ity students. “Our specialized ma- 
jors are a plus. Our down to earth, 
career orientated students help 
improve on some of the nega- 


tives,” Anderson said. 

Some of those negatives include 
retention of minority students, and 
an uneasy environment, according 
to Torres. “We need to focus more 
on retention,” Torres said. “Keep- 
ing them here is the problem. Our 
environment has not been very 
welcoming.” 

Jenkins feels part of the problem 
isa result of white students having 
a lack of exposure to minorities 
through both education and envi- 
ronment. “The community needs 
to be worked on,” Jenkins said. “It 
is tough because it is a small, rural 
town. The prejudice may not be 
blatant, but it is still there.” 

On the other hand, Jenkins feels 
that the increasing number of mi- 
nority students at Stout is a definite 
advantage. “I think it is a plus for 
our campus and our community. I 
think we will also continue to see 
an increase in minority students in 
the next four to five years...no 
question,” Jenkins said. 

Torres is less optimistic about 
the future for minority students. 
“Right now the university is ex- 
cited about the Design for Diver- 
sity plan,” Torres said. “Whether 
or not the momentum continues 
remains to be seen. It takes the ad- 
ministration to be behind the plan 
if itis going to make a difference.” 
She added that current increases 
were ahead of university goals and 
that she feared a decrease in effort. 
“We are ahead of schedule,” Torres 
said. “If everyone feels like they 
can relax now, that attitude will be 
a setback.”

“He is also disappointed that 
peopie have taken a negative aitti- 
tude against him,” Wagner contin- 
ued.

Fairchild said that students deal- 
ing with Larson ora landlord simi- 
lar to him should contact the De- — 
partment of Agriculture and file a 
complaint for illegal rules, and 
aiways dc a very thorough inspec- 
tion of the premises when moving 
in to protect themselves from un- 
necessary deductions from their 
security deposits. He also recom- 
mends that students keep a close 
correlation with the Stout Student 
Association (SSA). ’ 

“I think one of the services the 
SSA can offer is to facilitate com- 
munication year-to-year to stu- 
dents,” Fairchild said. “Doug Lar- 
son is very familiar with what he is 
doing, he has been around a while 
and knows how to pull this stuff 
off. Students are at a disadvan- 
tage.” 

Joe! Kotchevar, director of land- 
lord tenant/city affairs for SSA, 
feels that students must realize 
that a lease is a legal binding con- 
tract. “What to look for is mainly 
code violations,” Kotchevar said. 
“Another big thing is that students 
need to know what their rights are 
as a tenant.” 

Students should not go into 
leases blindly, according to

Bruce Wegner, a senior at Stout 
who was a member of the KCTA, is 
still involved in litigation with 
Larson. “1 feel students should not 
have to put up with this harass- 
ment,” Wegner said. “| do not 
think the judge's decision in the 
Murphy/Hiliman case was fair 
because their were implications 
that Larson did break the law. 

“Larson is a business man,” 
Wegner continued. “He is out to 
make money and it is obvious he 
has to makea living, but heis going 
about it the wrong way. He obvi- 
ously does not give back security 
deposits.” 

Fairchild also added that this 
situation was not a common one. 
“Most landlords are not bad 
people,” Fairchild said. “Most are 
not out to cheat students.”

The Sexual Orientation and Statistical Gathering bill, 
‘AB431, will require schools to provide information on sex- 
ualassault during orientation programs if passed. It should 
betheschools responsibility to inform and educate students 
about this hidden epidemic. 

How can students know what precautions they should 
be taking to avoid a potential attack from occurring when 
the school chooses to run away from a problem that is 
si silently violating our campus?

Conservative Solutions 
for the Inner City

Our inner cities are a mess. 
Drugs, crime, gangs, teen pregnan- 
cies, terrible schools, and the 
breakdown of the family structure 
are the major problems. For almost 
30 years liberal politicians have 
had only one answer to these prob- 
lems: Form committee’s to study 
the problems, tax somebody else to 
pay for them, hire “professionals” 
to form a bureaucracy, and the 
problems will be solved. It not only 
hasn’t worked, it has become part 
of the problem. 

The core structure of our liberal 
welfare state is inherently corrupt. 
It is a system of power and behav- 
ior that exploits the disadvan- 
taged. Let me use education as an 
example. A six month study was 
done in one school to determine 
what it is really like for kids in 
inner city schools. They found 
very few attempts were made to 
actually teach. Schools have be- 
come a holding cell for the kids. 
Theinner city drop-out rate is over 
40 percent. An appalling number 
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of teachers said their educational 
goal is to retire. Students are sur- 
rounded by an atmosphere that 
expects them to fail; it is no sur- 
prise that they do. 

A Bronx teacher was caught sell- 
ing crack to students. What did the 
principle of the school do? He 
wrote a letter defending the 
teacher. Other teachers were 
aware that he was dealing drugs, 
why didn’t they report him? Be- 
cause they said the system was so 
bad it didn’t make any difference. 
Another instructor, who teaches 
fourth grade, is known to have 
never passed a student on to the 
fifth grade who is prepared to do 
fifth grade work. 

These are not isolated examples, 
and it’s not just the schools. The 
liberal Democrat’s approach does 
not work. Turning citizens into 
“cases” is not the answer, 
empowerment is! Every parent 
should have the right to choose 
where their children go to school. 
School vouchers empower them to 
do so. 

We need to abandon studies of 
failure and begin to do capacity 
and success studies. We need to 
look at what people are doing right 
and try to duplicate it elsewhere. 
In the early 1980's the residents of 
the Kennelworth Parkside Public 
Housing Unit in Washington, D.C. 
were allowed to take over their 
housing operations. They are lo- 
cated in one of the nation’s highest 
crime rate areas. When they began, 
only two kids who had lived in the 
unit had gone on to college in the 
previous 10 years. During the last 
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seven years, 580 have gone on to 
college. The area crime and teen 
pregnancy rates have been cut in 
half. The welfare rate of tenants 
has dropped from 85 percent to 10 
percent. 

Isn't that exciting? Why isn’t it 
front pagenews? Why don’t wetry 
it all over the country? Why don’t 
the “Pro” social bureaucracies rush 
in to study the success? Well, for 
one thing, it might put them out of 
ajob. Just because their paternalis- 
tic condescension does not work 
does not mean they are willing to 
stop doing it. It would mean 
admitting they have been wrong 
all along. People need a helping 
hand, not a bureaucracy to handle 
their “case.” 

We need to eliminate the institu- 
tional disincentives to success and 
hard work. Bob Woodson, the 
chairman of the Council for a Black 


‘Economic Agenda, says we must 


propose alternatives to hopeless- 
ness. Development and improve- 
ment can’t happen without a true 
hope for success. Provide more 
enterprise zones where businesses 
have tax incentives. Guarantee 
enough police protection so that 
stores aren’t robbed every other 
week. There are a number of 
neighborhoods without a single 
business of any kind. They were 
robbed so many times that none of 
them could survive. That is what I 
call hopeless. We can change it 
though. 

The key is EMPOWERMENT. 
Provide the framework that en- 
courages and rewards success anc 
people will succeed.

“I was going back to cam- 
pus when I saw (Lyn) jump out in 
front of me,” Pilloud said. “I hitthe 
breaks, and hit herasI was coming 
to a stop.

New program created for 
Technology Education

To keep up with the changes in 
Technology education, UW-Stout 
is training future teachers an alter- 
native and more progressive ap- 
proach, which involves preparing 
students to deal with the increas- 
ing complexities of todays techno- 
logical society. 

Technology education is a prob- 
lem solving approach to learning 
and focuses on the four areas of 
transportation, manufacturing, 
construction and communication. 
New teachers, who have gradu- 
ated from Stout will help students 
develop an understanding of tech- 
nology in a broader sense and the 
impact it will have on the daily life, 
according to Program Director of 
Technology Education, Leonard 
Sterry. 

Stout adopted the new program 
three years ago when the surge of 
technology began to concern the 
State Department of Education. 
“Technology Education has 


evolved from Stout’s former In- 
dustrial Arts, or Industrial Educa- 
tion, program where the focus was 
primarily on only a few selected 
trades,” John Enger, associate di- 
rector of university relations, said.

Human rights improve 


Amnesty International, which monitors human 
rights compliance around the world, showed respect 
for the Soviet Union Tuesday, saying the rights climate 
has improved under Mikhail Gorbachev’s leadership. 

“The Soviet perspective on human rights has 
shifted dramatically since 1986,” the Nobel Peace 
Prize-winning, London-based organization said in a 
report based on a Soviet visit. 

The report said there has been a drastic decline in 
the number of political prisoners in the Soviet Union -— 
from 600 to about 90 in the past three years. This is the 
largest number of political prisoners freed since the 
1950s.

FBI upgrades firepower 


Approximately 9,500 Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tions (FBI) agents will arm themselves with 10mm 
semiautomatic pistols next year, FBI Director William 
Sessions told the International Association of Chiefs of 
Police in Louisville, Ky. Agents mostly have used .38- 
caliber handguns since the 1930s, but the new guns will 
give them greater firepower against increasingly well- 
armed drug dealers and other violent criminals, ac- 
cording to Sessions. Sessions added that 10mm guns 
are not readily available and probably will have to be 
built to FBI specifications.

Drinking age protested 


More than 500 UW-Oshkosh students were chant- 
ing Down with 21 and Lower the drinking age!_ among 
other things, as they gathered in a spontaneous dem- 
onstration protesting underage drinking laws last 
week Thursday, according to students, police and ob- 
servers. 

Approximately 60 police officers, including the 
Oshkosh Police Department’s Crisis Reaction team, 
made 17 arrests, as the demonstrators roamed the 
streets for several hours causing damage to vehicles, 
breaking windows at homes and businesses, and 
throwing garbage about the streets and yards. 

Oshkosh Chancellor David Ward said the distur- 
bance points to an ongoing problem with off-campus 
parties involving the sale of alcohol to minors. “We will 
continue to work with local law enforcement people 
who are committed to putting a stop to such profiteer- 
ing,” Ward said.

“One Thursday night at 4:00 | 
just left and never went back. | 
had no interviews set 
up...nothing. My friends 
thought | was crazy.” 

Spargur said that a few 
months later she heard Elite 
Repeat was for saie. She had 
always been interested in 
owning a consignment cloth- 
ing shop and jumped at the 


opporiunity. “After | heard 
about it, | just walked in the 
next day and bought it,” Spar- 
gur said. 

Spargur operates her 
store with high-quality stan- 
dards. She seils only cicthing 
and accessories in exceilent 
condition. One will not find 
faded items with holes and 
stains on her racks. She ac- 
cepts mostly designer and 
name-brand items iess than 
two years old. 

“And there are some 
things | will take in that | think 
are absolutely hideous,” Spar- 
gur Said. “But | know someone 
will buy them” 

Elite Repeat’s prices are 
extremely reasonable and af- 
fordable. Men and women can 
find a mint-condition business 
suit from $32 to $68. These 
suits are noi your basic, boring 
business suits either.

The sample appeared to be permanently embedded to the 
street. After brief consultation with my photographer, it was 
decided that a spatula would be needed to remove the sample. 

The sample was scraped free and a resemblance to a burnt 
blueberry pancake was mentioned. Texture was smooth with the 
exception of one tread mark.

*‘Marijuana is this generation’ s 
alcohol.’’ ‘‘Kids today smoke pot 
as avidly as the generation before 


swallowed goldfish.’’ 

That’s the way two newswriters 
expressed their findings concern- 
ing the use of marijuana, the 
Valparaiso university TORCH 
said. The use, sale, or poss- 
ession of marijuana has greater 
legal consequences than drinking 
alcohol. The use of pot has be- 
come a source of great concern 
on campuses across the country. 


Why do students smoke it? Some 
make a ritual of it, some enjoy 
the intensity of sense perception, 
some are glad for the new per- 
spective of life gained from the 
deep sleep after a trip, but all 
run the risk of legal punishment. 

The increasing use of pot on 
campuses was reflected by the 
insertion in Valparaiso’s student 
handbook this year of the clause: 
‘Any unauthorized use of drugs, 
barbituates, etc., is prohibited 
by state law and by the univer- 
sity.”’? One Valparaiso dean re- 
gards the clause as a “sign of 
the times,’’ since potis becoming 
an ‘inevitable part of campus 
life? 

The Marijuana Act of 1937 
first outlawed marijuana and the 
Federal Narcotic Act of 1956 
classified selling, using, or poss- 
essing it as a federal felony. It 
also established mandatory min- 
imum sentences of two years for 
possessing and five years for 
selling pot. 

The stiff penalties were en- 
acted on the basis of the incor- 


rect classification of marijuana 
as a narcotic. It isactually amid 
hallucenogenic drug which is not 
addictive, leaves no hangover, 
and apparently does no permanent 
physical damage. There are no 
withdrawal symptoms as there 
are with narcotics. 

The old idea that marijuana 
leads to heroin has been dis- 
credited in reports of the Pres- 
ident?’s Crime commission and 
verbally denounced by John Fin- 
lator, director of the Bureau of 
Drug Abuse control. The problem 
of pot, then, is more a legal than 
a medical problem. The White 
House conference on narcotic and 
drug abuse stated in 1962, ‘‘The 
hazards of marijuana per se have 
been greatly exaggerated...long 
criminal sentences imposed upon 
the occasional user or possessor 
are in poor social perspective.” 

With most of the 15,000 arrests 
last year among college students, 
the legality of such severe laws 
is being questioned. In Boston, 
Attorney Joseph S. Oteri is chal- 
lenging the law in the Common- 
wealth vs. Leis and Weiss case. 
He claims he does not advocate 
legalizing marijuana, but feels 
the law should include age limits 
and less severe punishments, 
somwhat comparable to drinking 
laws. Similar legal cases are 
testing the laws in at least ten 
other states. 

It seems likely, the TORCH 
concluded, that the Supreme Court 
will soon have to deal with the old 
marijuana law in light of in- 
creased knowledge and more 
widespread use of pot.

“No one had to review this con- 
struction,” Kleinhans said. “The 
Department of Transportation 
(DOT) canbypassall this red tape.” 

However, there are those who 
feel $4.7 million is justifiable in the 
construction of the rest stops. 
Architect Gerald Strader of 
Ozolins-D’Jock in Eau Claire, Wis., 
the company that provided the 
design of the rest stops, said that 
the buildings look elegant, but are 
not extravagant. Strader also feels 
all the talk about expense was ex- 
aggerated. 

The multi-million dollar cost for 
both rest areas included design 
and construction engineering, util- 
ity adjustments, grading, parking 
areas, landscaping, lighting, build- 
ings, connection to city sewer and 
water, as well as the removal of 
four existing obsolete rest areas, 
according to the DOT. 

Two similar rest areas were built 
two years ago in Marquette 
County at a cost of $380,000 per 
3,650 sq. ft. building. The Dunn 
County buildings ran $640,000 per 
4,500 sq. ft. building, a difference of 
$38.11 per square foot. 

The DOT estimates that approxi- 
mately 2,500 people will stop at 
these rest areas each day. “This is 
how they justify the cost of the 
stone construction, by preventing 
against wear and tear,” Kleinhans 
said. “But imagine the wear and 
tear that 2,000 students can make 
on a stone school.” 

Local businesses do not seem to 
agree with initial concerns about 
the possibility of auto travelers 
bypassing Menomonie after mak- 
ing a stop at the rest area. “It may 
hinder business in the short run, 
but in the long run, it may lead to 
more people stopping in town on 
future visits,” Craig Comstock, 
Auto Stop manager, said.

According to a letter written to 
Kleinhans in defense of the new 
rest stops, Secretary of the Wiscon- 
sin DOT Ronald Fiedler said that 
out-of-state travelers have in- 
formed the DOT that if the old rest 
areas are an example of the state, 
they have no interest in returning. 

Also according to Fiedler, a

Interstate deaths increase 


According to the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, traffic deaths on rural interstates rose 
13 percent last year, in addition to the 18 percent in- 
crease in 1987. Since April 1987, 40 states have raised 
rural interstate speed limits to 65 mph from 55 mph, 
contributing 900 additional deaths, officials said.

Contaminated cows examined 


A number of cows in 21 dairy herds examined by 
UW-Madison veterinarians tested positive for the 
bacteria that causes Lyme disease, a researcher said. 
The herds studied during the last several years were 
referred to the university by their owners, who were 
concerned the cattle had symptoms such as infertility 
and swollen joints. 

William Patterson, a resident at the Madison 
School of Veterinary Medicine, said no evidence exists 
to show that the disease, which can cause nerve dam- 
age, heart problems and arthritis in humans, can be 
spread through ingesting pasteurized milk. However, 
researchers fear milk production may be harmed if the 
disease is found to cause the current symptoms.

Arecent article in the Wall Street 
Journal reported that 42 percent of 
the college seniors surveyed in a 
Gallup Poll did not know the Civil 
War was fought between 1850 and 
1900; 44 percent didn’t know Her- 
man Melville was the author of 
“Moby Dick.” 

But it gets worse. 

No less than 25 percent of the 
students surveyed hadn’ta clue as 
to when Columbus discovered the 
New World. (In fourteen hundred 
and ninety-two, Columbus sailed the 
ocean blue. Kinda catchy.) 

So who screwed up? Why don’t 
we know this? 

Lynne Cheney, chairwoman of 
the National Endowment for the 
Humanities, believes the responsi- 
bility rests on the shoulders of the 
colleges and universities. She pro- 
poses that students be required to 
take several humanities courses. 
Her argument may be well 
founded. 

Cheney discovered that 77 per- 
cent of America’s colleges do not 
require a foreign language (as 
embarrassing as it may be, Stout is 
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in this majority), 41 percent do not 
require math, and 38 percent have 
no required history courses. 

I believe Cheney has a point. 
However, the failing of America’s 
education system does not rest 
solely in the hands of the universi- 
ties and colleges. (Sorry, Stout. 
You're not off the hook.) 

I tend to agree more with Rich- 
ard Rosser, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Independent 
Colleges and Universities when he 
says, “She (Cheney) is trying to 
focus on what she thinks we ought 
to do in college, but practically 
everything she’s talking about is 
basic knowledge students should 
have learned in high school.” 

Considering the fact that a large 
percentage of Americans never go 
to college, I think Rosser has a good 
point. Some kids are raised with- 
out the idea of college ever being 
planted in their minds. I know. 
I’ve met them and it’s the saddest 
thing in the world. But does that 
mean that they should be not only 
illiterate, but completely unaware 
of basic liberal knowledge? 

I think if a kid wasn’t paying 
attention when the reconstruction, 
the period following the Civil War, 
was being taught, that kid cer- 
tainly isn’t going to pay attention 
to government practices or pollu- 
tion problems. 

That's the scary part. If kids 
don’t learn to read or pay attention 
tothe world around them, howcan 
we possibly hope to clean up the 
mess we've made out of this 
planet? They’re not going to 
understand the effects of the 
wasteful American way. They‘re 
not going to be angry when they 
discover the government taking 
advantage of them. (The Bush inci- 
dent for example. Sure he was 
invoived in the Iran Contra affair, 
but we voted him in anyway. Well, 
I didn’t. However, when congress 
wanted pay raises, we were pissed. 
It seems to me that we get upset 
about the least important issues). 

If our kids, teachers, schools and 
parents don’t start cooperating 
and working together today, then 
the whole country will regress. | 
think that’s what happens when 
you stop growing.

John Muraski, the new men’s 
basketball coach, has brought to 
UW-Stout a lot of experience and 
new inspiration for the program. 
Muraski replaced former coach 
Dwain Mintz, who retired after 27 
years of service to the university. 

A native of Antigo, Wis., Mu- 
raski holds a masters degree in 
counseling from the University of 
Evansville in Evansville, Ind. 

Prior to filling the position at 
Stout, he was the head coach at 
Valley City State, Valley City, N.D., 
for two years. He also coached at 
St. Thomas University in Miami, 


Fla., was an assistant at University | 


of Evansville, an assistant at UW- 
Green Bay, and head coach at 
Three Lakes High School in Three 
Lakes, Wis. 

Muraski is pleased with his 
move to Stout, mentioning that he 
likes the facilities and the people, 
and was really impressed with 
Chancellor Sorensen.

tion which included dehydrating 
food and making their own equip- 
ment for their 14 month journey. 
The couple said they both worked

Western culture. 

LeMoineadmitted that some of 
the same solutions in the report 
are also recommended in the sys- 
tem report on improving under- 
graduate instruction.

Menomonie surveyed

For the first time Menomonie 
has been chosen to be one of five 
regions which will be analyzed by 
UW-Stout students studying the 
tourism industry. 

Students have been assigned to 
work as a planning team develop- 
ing a profile of the community. 
They will analyze visitors, popula- 
tion, mix of economic activity, 
tourism activity, attendance at at- 
tractions and other aspects of tour- 
ism. 

“This project takes students out 
of the classroom and into the field 
to interact with people who haveto 
deal with this on a day to day ba- 
sis,” Thomas Wood, assistant pro- 
fessor of Habitational Resources, 
said. The project is good prepara- 
tion for graduation because stu- 
dents have the opportunity to deal 
with the people who make tourism 
decisions for the community. 

The assignment requires that 
students choose three to five com- 
munities in Western Wisconsin 
that are interested in their tourism 
potential. This year students chose 
the communities of St. Croix Falls, 
Hayward, Alma, Stockholm, and 
Menomonie. Students will analyze 


natural features, culture and his- 
tory standpoints to find the attrac- 
tions of a community. 

“Hopefully this will produce a 
report for the Tourism Committee 
in the (Menomonie) Chamber of 
Commerce,” Wood said. This re- 
port can be used to make signifi- 
cant changes inthecommunity. An 
analysis of the tourism potential is 
the first step a community needs to 
take to expand their tourism in- 
dustry.

Hard drugs allowed in Europe 


European countries are preparing to be hit by an 
infiltration of hard drugs amid fears that they are the 
next targets of South American cocaine barons. Al- 
though countries such as Britain, Italy and Spain are 
considering tough new legislation, liberal Nether- 
lands, and conservative Switzerland, allow open use of 
hard drugs in some cities. 

Raphael Smit of Amsterdam City Hall claims that 
the liberal program has revealed 75 percent of addicts 
to police and health authorities who offer treatment. 
The program helped keep AIDS infections down to 10 


percent and reduced crime to less than most other” 


European countries. American embassy officials moni- 
toring Amsterdam’s experience declined comment.

Master cocaine smuggler busted 


Jose Abello Silva, the fifth and most important 
Colombian drug lord extradited to the U.S. in a 10- 
week-old crackdown, was flown to Tulsa, Oka., and 
held without bond on charges of conspiracy and dis- 
tributing cocaine and marijuana. Authorities said Silva 
is the Medellin cocaine cartel’s master smuggler. He 
was caught Oct. 10 in Bogota, despite plastic surgery to 
disguise his identity.

Milwaukee deaths break record 


Milwaukee already has had more murders in 1989 
than any other year this decade, according to the Mil- 
waukee Police Department. Police blame the record 
102 homicides on drugs, alcohol and gangs. The in- 
creased has developed 180 new citizen watch clubs, 
bringing the total to more than 1,000. 


Bennett visits cocaine babies 


Federal drug czar William J. Bennett made some 
strong comments in a speech while touring a Milwau- 
kee children’s center that treats cocaine babies, on 
Monday. “It is a war we are engaged in in this country, 
and inside here are the casualties,” Bennett said while 
visiting the Penfield Children’s Center. 

In his speech, Bennett stressed the point that uni- 
versities in particular should take strong stands against 
drug abuse. “I’m tired of seeing university people say 
that they want to wage war against sexism and 
racism...but when I ask about drugs, they say that’s a 
societywide problem that they can’t do anything 
about,” he said.

“What athe indispenssblemint- 
mum that we expect of a respon- 
sible and educated citizen?” asked 
LeMoine. “1 would content it has 
changed a bit.” 

Cheney’s report describes the 
need for reforms in the college 
curriculum as the higher educa- 
tional sequel to “A Nation at Risk,” 
a federal report that called for ma- 
jor reforms in elementary and sec- 
ondary schools and sparked na- 
tionwide debate in the 1980's. 

Specifically, Cheney’ s report rec- 
commends that a core curriculum 
involve 50 hours, divided into six- 
hour or one-year segments. 

The report calls for: 

* 18 hours on culture and civili- 
zation, including six hours each on 
Western and non-Western civiliza- 
tions, and three hours each on the 
origins of civilization and Ameri- 
can civilization. 

* 12 hours of advanced fsreign 
language. 

e Fight hours on the founda- 
tions of natural sciences. 

e Six hours on the concepts of 
mathematics. 

e Six hours on the social sci- 
ences and how they explain politi- 
cal, economic and social life in- 
cluding individual experience. 

Many similar requirements are 
already in piace at the UW, accord- 
ing to joine. 

“We've always had a stiff liberal 
arts requirement in Madison,” 
LeMoine said. 

“Many of the things the report 
said please me enormously,” LeM- 
oine said. “The worse thing that 
can ha to education in this 
country is indifference.”

The Stout Student Association 
(SSA) focused on issues concern- 
ing UW-Stout's resolution on the 
cigarette issue and the budgets for 
individual academic groups on 
campus at the senate meeting on 
Tuesday. 

The meeting revealed that Anne 
Marie Welch, president of the UW- 
Eau Claire student government, 
was not pleased with the SSA ac- 
tions concerning the Stout ciga- 
rette issue. 

“Stout SA passed a resolution 
accusing the chancellor of a viola- 
tion of $36.09(5), but accepting his 
apology and the removal of the 
cigarettes from the bookstore. Edi- 
torially, I think this is the worst 
limp-wristed reaction by a govern- 
mental body I have ever seen,” 
Welch said, according te the min- 
utes of the Oct. 16 Eau Claire meet- 
ing. 

. “(Her comment) was harsh, 
especially by a governmental offi- 
cial,” April Frelke, SSA president, 
said. Frelke felt she did not know 
the entire situaticn of the cigarette 
issue and that her comment would 
not help associations among 
schools. 

The SSA will be sending a letter 
in response to Welch’s comments. 
“Your criticism was not in any way 
constructive and it is appalling to 
see anyone in your position stcop 
to name calling,” is included in the 
letter. 

“Since SSA. ns ae academic

What a riot? 

To most problems there is a right and wrong way of arriving 
at a solution. The highly publicized riots at UW-Oshkosh are a 
prime example of the wrong way. 

For three consecutive weeks hundreds of people have gath- 
ered there to riot against party busts and the 21-year-old drinking 
age. These riots consisi of students and even residents marching 
around the city chanting things such as no more busts and 21 sucks, 
starting a bonfire in the middle of a street and destroying personal 
property. The students feel they are making an impact on their 
community. The question is what kind of an impact are they 
making? This type of protest is not a good way to state a case for 
the ABSB19 bill and does net demonstrate that 19-year-olds are 
mature enough to drink responsibly. It would be a broad generali- 
zation to say that the whole university is at fault, since only five 
percent of the enroliment has been involved, yet it is the actions of 
these few that is creating a tainted image of the campus to the 
community, the state, and the nation. 

If the real issues are the drinking age and police busting house 
parties, they certainly are not an uncommon ones. Most schools in 
the UW-System are concerned with these issues, including UW- 
Stout. For two years the Stout Student Association (SSA) and the 
United Council have been lobbying against the drinking age billin 
Madison and recently have adopted the slogan Do it Right, Push 19 
as a result of the Oshkosh riots. Although students at Stout are 
faced with the same problem, not more than 300 have done any 
active lobbying according to SSA President April Frelke. 

The right way. SSA is a good vehicle for getting beefs heard 
and students should let student government leaders know how 
they feel. Lobbying in Madison is another way to maturely and ef- 
fectively let our state government know that we are not satisfied 
with the laws. Local and state officials are only enforcing state 
laws. It does not do any good to harass them or complain about 
them doing their jobs. Mature individuals who are sincerely con-

Rock may lose funding 


In order for the relocation to the 
Student Center to occur, thestation 
would have to return to its previ- 
ous status of a club organization. 
This would mean the loss of fund- 
ing from the speech department, 
thus the loss of wages paid to those 
in charge of the station. 

The station is currently overseen 
by Matthews and two student 
managers, Doug Mcllvain and 
Kilkelly. The disc jockeys for the 
station used to be members of the 
radio production class but now are 
volunteers due to the decreased 
enrollment in the class. 

“The radio production class had 
an enro!lment of over 150 students 
four or five years ago, but is now 
down to 12 students in four sec- 
tions this semester,” William Sied- 
lecki, associate director of the Stu- 
dent Center, said. 

According to Matthews, the 
radio production class will be dis- 
continued as of next semester. 

Not only has the radio produc- 
tion class enrollment decreased, 
but according to Matthews, listen- 
ership has gone down from 50 
percent of the student market to 
four percent. “The station will 
make it if they play a different 
blend of music than what students 
can find on every other station on 
the air,” Matthews said. 

Matthews feels that C-Rock asa 
club organization will give stu- 
dents experience in radio and pro- 
vide a service to the campus.

However, Kilkelly has a differ- 
ent feeling about a club organiza- 
tion. “I think that it will be difficult 
to find students to volunteer their 
time into this,” Kilkelly said. “It is 
alot of work and I do not think that 
anyone would want to put in the 
time and not get paid.” 

Hayes agreed with the student 
manager’s skepticism. “I do not 
want to say that it is impossible, 
but I think you would find it diffi- 
cult to find students to put in the 
time it takes to properly runaradio 
station,” Hayes said.

mittee of the speech department 
recommended that the Chancellor 
appoint a task force to examine the 
uncertain future of WVSS. They 
also encouraged Chancellor 
Sorensen to include the Stout Stu- 
dent Association (SSA) because 
they have a financial stake in the 
station. 

The SSA financed 98 percent of 
the radio equipment, but 843 of the 
compact discs which are used for 
WVSS' classical music outlet Clas- 
sics Without Comment belong to 
Matthews as well as some of the 
automation equipment. “Mat- 
thews will undoubtedly take his 
equipment with him when he 
leaves, but the SSA should have a 
voice in what will happen to the 
rest of the equipment if the radio 
station discontinues,” Hayes said. 

In the meantime, Kilkelly and 
Mcllvainare investigating moving 
the station, developing a new DJ 
training system and revising the 
constitution, as Matthews plans 
his April retirement party. “Stu- 
dents say that I am deserting the 
station, but I have been planning 
my retirement for the last. five 
years,” Matthews said. 

However, even though the 
speech department is no longer 
willing to hold the responsibility 
for the station and the future of the 
radio station is questionable, 
Mcllvain, plans to stick with the 
organization in hopes that it will 
develop into something that might 
benefit the students. 


Civil rights movement 
continues to progress

The civil rights movement is as 
important and active today as it 
was 25 years ago when riots and 
Martin Luther King dominated the 
news media, according to a panel 
discussion by three authorities 
active in the present day move- 
ment. The discussion was part of 
Civil Rights Days held at UW- 
Stout on Thursday and Friday. 

African American History In- 
structor Vusi Zulu opened the dis- 
cussion by defining the civil rights 
movement. “Civil rights isa move- 
ment by any people to obtain privi- 
leges bestowed upon them by any 
country,” Zulu said. 

Zulu then discussed past experi- 
ences that encouraged the civil 
rights movement in the past, and 
why its continuity is important 
today. 

Zulu recalled incidents in 1955 
when he and other minority stu- 
dents were spit on, had sugar, 
syrup, and ketchup poured on 
them, and were called foul names. 
There was also a sign put up in 
front of a church in Mount Holly, 
New Jersey that read, “In this spot 
the Ku Klux Klan formed.” 

Closer to home, Zulu remem- 
bered in 1967 whena drug storeon 


8th and Hennepin in Minneapolis 
would not let African Americans 
be served at the same counter as 
white people. There was also a 
Minneapolis theater that only had 
balcony seating for black people. 
Zulu feels that even though inci- 
dents today are not as blatant, ra- 
cism is still a problem in the U.S. 
“Any state below the Canadian 
boarder is in the south, because

Registration a pain for many

UW-Stout students are currently 
in the midst of one of the most 
important, yet frustrating times of 
the year. Although the registration 
process causes problems for some, 
Stout officials feel that the current 
system is fair and adequate. 

Sophomore Barb Ebbinger rep- 
resents many students when she 
expresses her feelings about regis- 
tering for classes. “I think registra- 
tion is the most frustrating part of 
the year,” Ebbinger said. “I think 
the biggest problem is the limited 
classes available. I always have a 
problem getting the classes that I 
want.” 

Freshman Laura Levanetz is 
also aggravated when registering. 
“I do not like registration,” she 
said. “It pisses me off when I can 
not get the classes I want.” 

Upperclassmen have also expe- 
rienced trouble when registering. 
“It is too time consuming,” junior 
Jacqueline Jordan said. “They 
should let students register for a 
full year to cut down the lines 

John Hansis, a senior, said that 
getting classes in past school years 
has been unpredictable. “My 
sophomore year was totally 
screwed up,” he said. “I never 
knew what I was getting.” 

Registrar Sharon Stuart believes 
that these complaints are unjusti- 


fied. “The registration process it- 
self is not the problem, the depart- 
ments give their schedules to us 
and we fulfill our part of the proc- 
ess,” Stuart said. “If getting more 
classes added to the sched uleis the 
problem most 
students have, 
they should talk 
to the depart- 
ment about it. 
“The fairest 
way we have 
found is to let 
students regis- 
ter on the credits 
earned basis,” 
Stuart said. 
Stuart  be- 
lieves, however, 
that a more effi- 
cient system 
may be avail- 
able soon. 
“Eventually we 
will probably go 
to a telephone 
registration 
process such as 
Madison and 
Oshkosh have, 
but probably 
not for another 
year or so,” she 
said.

Copy prices double to cover costs; 


profits fund Service Center budget

It is costing students twice as 
much to use the photocopiers on 
campus this year. The cost of copies 
campus-wide has increased to ten 
cents acopy due to increased costs. 

However, the copy machines on 
campusare still the cheapest in the 
Menomonie area at ten cents a 
piece, and it is possible to pay up to 
twenty-five cents per copy in some 
areas.

The price for copies began at five 
centsa copy ten years ago when the 
UW-Stout Memorial Student Cen- 
ter added copy machines to their 
services. By increasing the cost of 
each copy to ten cents this year, the 
Student Center is recovering the 
money they have lost the last few 
years by offering the service at the 
previous rate. 

“The price for photocopies has 
been established to recover full 
cost associated with the service,” 
Joe Krier, operations manager for 
the Student Center, said. The full 


cost associated with the copy ma- 
chines on campus includes ma- 
chine replacement costs, mainte- 
nance and labor costs, and sup- 
plies, according to Krier. 

“All supplies needed to operate 
the copy machines have increased 
in price 200 percent in the last ten 
years,” Krier said. He also indi- 
cated that the cost of paper has 
doubled. 

“We are not into making money 
(from the copiers), but only to re- 
cover the costs,” Krier said. Ac- 
cording to Krier, if profits are made

from the increase, the extra money 
will go into the Service Center 
budget to help subsidize the free 
services provided. 

According to Krier, several 
people not associated with Stout 
took advantage of our lower costs 
by making copies on campus, but 
since the price increase, the service 
is used most by those involved 
with the University. 

Thus far the administration of 
the Student Center has received no 
complaints concerning the price 
increase.

Thompson said. Thompson has called 
for a special session of the legislature 
to try to mold the property tax relief 
issue into legislation. 

The Governor also discussed 
what he feels will be the issues of 
greatest importance in the 90's. 
“The drug issue, economic develop- 
ment and education will be pushed 
hard,” Thompson said. “Also, we have to 
make sure Wisconsin keeps up with the 
changing technology so we will remain 
competitive with other states.” 

The Governor also gave his endorsement 
to Bill Berndt, the Republican candidate for 
the 10th District Senate Race. 

Thompson, who called a special election 
on Dec. 12 for the 10th district due to the res- 
ignation of former representative Richard 
Shoemaker, was accompanied by Berndt and 
30th district Representative Shelia Harsdorf.

Mind Game

He’s about 50-years-old and 
wears a red silk tie everyday to 
work, His nails are clean, he drives 
a grey Mercedes and all of his kids 
graduated from prestigious col- 
leges. He’s also a criminal. 

Wait a minute. I think I’ve got the 
wrong story here. Criminals are 
kids who grew up on the wrong 
side of town. They wear torn jeans 
and usually don’t even havea high 
school diploma. 

Well, that’s the all-American 
criminal, isn’t it? The one that 
should be behind bars the minute 
the kid turns 18? 

Hardly. 

Our most devastating and wide- 
spread crimes to people and the 
environment have been commit- 
ted by criminal number one in the 
armani suit. Not thekidinthe501s. 

But these corporate executive 
criminals have succeeded in pull- 
ing the old asbestos over our eyes 
countless times. But we still love 
‘em. After all, corporations, capi- 
talism and apple pie are what 
make this country great. 

Well, have I got news for you. 


In 1985 (Greenpeace, Septem- 
ber/October 1989), a George 
Washington University professor 
found that “roughly two-thirds of 
America’s 500 largest companies 
were involved to some extent in 
illegal behavior over the preceding 
10 years.” And these crimes are a 
bit more severe than purse-snatch- 
ing. 

Fake the example of the Man- 
ville Corporation, the nation’s 
largest manufacturer of asbestos 
until 1982. It filed for bankruptcy to 
shelter its assets from 16,500 per- 
sonal injury lawsuits. (Green- 
peace, Sept./Oct. 1989) 

It seems that even in the 1930s, 
researchers began to discover that 
asbestos. exposure.posed quite a 
health threat. Well, Manville ex- 
ecutives decided they’d just keep 
that discovery their little secret. 
Employees had no idea they were 
working in extremely hazardous 
conditions. They were not even 
allowed to see their own health 
records. 

“Aslongas (the employee) is not 
disabled,” said the company’s 
medical director in 1963, “it is felt 
that he should not be told of his 
condition so that he can live and 
work in peace, and the company 
can benefit from his many years of 
experience.” 

Approximately 240,000 people 
are expected to die over the next 30 
years from asbestos-related cancer. 
Manville will pay about $2.5 bil- 
lion to its employees/victims. Big 
deal. 

Criminologists call fines license 
fees to violate the law. How true. 
Not one Manville executive will 
ever be charged for reckless homi- 


cide. And perhaps knowing they 
would be able to pay their way out 
of any problems that might occur 
served only as an added incentive 
to keep the health information 
from their employees for 50 years. 

It’s difficult for us to believe that 
the corporations that we trust and 
that put bread on our table would 
ever do anything criminal behind 
our backs, taking advantage of our 
naive trust. So we prefer to believe 
that the corporate executives made 
a mistake, or didn’t know that 
asbestos was dangerous. 

Not only do some corporations 
exploit the public, but they exploit 
the environment as well. My favor- 
ite example of this is General Mo- 


--tors buying and dismantling pub- 


lic transit systems in the 1930s and 
1940s. The environmental damage 
that resulted from this sabotage is 
growing each day. Cars and more 
cars spew poisonous gases into the 
air,and yet many of us are depend- 
ent on them due to the poor mass 
transportation provided for us. (As 
an added note, GM has also spent 
more than $1.8 billion lobbying 
against clean air amendments 
since 1981). 

Some cities are finally beginning 
to crack down on environmental 
crimes by corporations. But we 
can’t continue to allow them to pay 
their way out of it. More impor- 
tantly, we must stop these crimes 
from happening in the first place. 
Let the corporations know their 
moves are being watched. 

Because no fine, now matter 
how many billions of dollars, can 
bring back a river laden with 
chemicals or air full of poisonous 
gases.

This year marks the 100 year anniversary 
of the opening of the archaic looking MTM. 
Construction of the building lasted for one 
year, with the finishing celebraticn being held 
on July 3, 1890. Although other landmarks 
may have more history to their credit, they 
cannot beat the MTM for a distinct charm 
that one feels after taking in a show, or going 
on a tour. 

Designed by architect Harvey Ellis, the 
theater was meant to be a tribute to Mabel 
Tainter, who died at age 19. Her death certifi- 
cate vaguely implies a death by infection. 
Some say she died of a burst appendix, others 
say complications due to pneumonia. 

The Dunnsville sandstone used on the ex- 
terior of the building was brought up the 
Menomonie River by boat or hauled by rail- 
road to the Riverside Park area. At the park 
the stone blocks were cut and transported to 
the building by wagon. The original color of 
the stone is the same as the Louis Smith 
Tainter House, which has since been sand- 
blasted. Dunnsville, once an active logging vil- 
lage, is fifteen miles south of Menomonie. The 
railroad that was used is where the Red Cedar 
Trail is today. 

MTM housed, along with the panoramic 
theater, a library and accompanying reading 
room, meeting rooms, and a young men's club 
room. The building was also to house some 
offices of the town, but was never utilized for 
that purpose. 

Walking into the reading room today, eyes 
will be drawn to a round table along the back 
wall. One cannot help but notice that it has a 
hole in the middle that encloses a radiator. As 
a guide pointed out, it was meant to keep the 
feet warm while enriching the mind. 

Looking to the left, there is fireplace made 
out of Mexican onyx. Above the fireplace are

the original Thomas Edison light bulbs. If 
you're lucky, the guide will turn them on 
while you are there. 

Off of the read- 
ing room lies the 
library, which until 
three years ago, 
was the only pub- 
lic library in Meno- 
monie. Unlike 
UW-Stout's library 
with the brick on 
the outside, the 
MTM's library 
walls are brick 
lined. This was de- 
signed to protect 
the books from 
possible fire. 

Down the stairs 
is an area that dis- 
plays posters from 
shows of many 
years past. Old 
theater buffs may 
recognize some of 
the names found 
on the ancient yel- 
lowing paper of the 
posters. Just a few 
yards futher down 
the hall is a more 
modern looking 
gift shop, featuring 
crafts and unique 
trinckets, includ- 
ing antique-looking 
Christmas cards. 

Finally, there is the auditorium with such 
a historical aire that one can almost picture 
the shadows of a crowd enjoying a production 
in the 1920's. Try sitting down in one of the

are asymptomatic (do not show 
any signs of the disease). 

“This makes it very difficult for 
us because people do not go in to 
see a doctor unless there is some- 
thing wrong,” Ramaeker said. 
“But about 80 percent of the fe- 
males and about 15 percent of the 
males tested are asymptomatic.” 

To combat this problem, Health 
Services has instituted a new pol- 
icy for those who use the Repro- 
ductive Health Clinic. Last year, 
they took a survey of people who 
used the clinic to find out if they 
thought it would be helpful to 
screen for chlamydia. Of those 
surveyed, 88 percent said that they 
thought it would be a good idea, 
even with the added $9 charge. 

Health Services began this new 
policy at the beginning of this 
school year and since that time, 
only one person has refused the 
test. But, of those who took the test 
and came out positive, 46 percent 
of them were asymptomatic. 

“We feel that these results cer- 
tainly justify the added cost to the 
student,” Lois vonBerg, director of 
Health Services said.

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German students 
react to Berlin Wall

A handful of students from 
Germany studying at UW-Stout 
are cautiously optimistic about 
one of the world’s most historic 
moments that has taken place. The 
tearing down of parts of the Berlin 
Wall, which separates East Ger- 
many with West Germany, has 
created enthusiasm among the 
students, although they feel the 
event is more symbolic than sig- 
nificant. 

Frank Sander, Petra Holz, Ulrich 
Lange, and Luebbert Kruizenga all 
agree that the events taking place 
between East and West Germany 
are important. “It is the greatest 


thing that has happened to gur 


country since the end of World War 
IL” Kruizenga said. They also 
agree it is good for the Easterners 
because they will havethe rights to 
free election and travel. 

However, Sander, Lange and 
Kruizenga feel the future state of 
the countries that have been split 


inflammatory disease in females, 
and sterility in both males and 
females. A one time infection with 
chlamydia can result in an 11 per- 
cent chance of sterility, a second 
infection increases the risk to 23 
percent and a third bout can result 
in a 54 percent possibility of steril- 
ity. 
When an individual is found 
positive for chlamydia, Health 
Services is mandated by law to 
report it to Public Health Services 
in Madison. Ramaeker assured 
that complete confidentiality is 
upheld and that they must report 
how many cases are positive for 
statistical reasons only. 

Ramaeker also explained that 
the person who is found to be posi- 
tive is asked for the names of his or 
her last partner(s). “STDs are an 
uncomfortable subject and naming 
your contacts is not meant to 
humiliate anyone, but rather to 
protect them,” Ramaeker said. 
“Because of the number of people 
who are asymptomatic, it is good 
for them to be notified so that they 
can be tested, whether they are 
positive or not.” : 

Ramaeker and vonBerg said the 
contact is never told who gave his 
or her name, nor are any test results 


since the early 1940's. They feel it 
does not matter if the iron curtain 
remains standing or if it is demol- 
ished. “It is only a symbol to us 
now,” Luebbert said.

Even though some government 
officials have said that East and 
West Germany will be united by 
the year 1992, the Germanstudents 
tend to disagree. They generally 
feel that the chances of this unifica- 
tion are slim, and feel it would 
cause problems, mainly with find- 
ing housing and employment.

The second most prevalent STD 
on campus is condyloma (venereal 
warts). This is a virus which can be 
retained for an entire lifetime and 
can be treated, but never cured. 

The warts are very similar to 
those found on other body parts 
but are on the genitals. One of the 
complications that can result from 
condyloma is genital cancer. 
‘Health Services offers two types of 
treatments available at no cost to 
the student. 

According toa study donebythe 
American College Health Associa- 
tion in conjunction with the Center 
for Disease Control, two out of 
every 1000 college students 
showed HIV positive. The HIV 
virus opens the door to AIDS by 
suppressing the immune system. 
According to these statistics, there 
may be 14 Stout students with the 
HIV virus. 

There are no reported cases of 
AIDS on the Stout campus, accord- 
ing to vonBerg. “To our knowl- 
edge, there are no cases, but that 
does not mean that it is not out 
there,” vonBerg said. 

When asked how ‘to achieve 
protection against STDs, 


With unemployment in West 
Germany currently at nine percent, 
the German students feel that the 
new residents moving in from East 
Germany would increase the un- 
employment rate considerably. 

Luebbert also feels that some 
East Germans may not be comfort- 
able with this reform. He believes 
that some are afraid of their land 
being taken over by the overpow- 
ering wealth of the West Germans 
since one West German mark is 
comparable to ten of the East Ger- 
mans. Also, the East Germans 
would havea tough time surviving 
in the western lifestyle where the 
standard of living is much higher, 
according to Luebbert. 

Another reason for East German 
concern is the threat of competi- 
tion. The western countries’ ad- 
vanced technology may bring 
competition intoa country that has 
basically been controlled by the 
government, according to the Ger- 
man students. There is little differ- 
ence in social status among the 
East Germans, and Westerners

War continues in El Salvador 


Anew wave of Marxist rebel attacks in El Salvador 
are the worst in a decade of civil war. More than 300 
people were reported killed by Monday in the fierce 
fighting that began Saturday. Analysts believe the at- 
tacks are a desperate attempt by the rebels to build up 
international support for their cause. 

The United States government, which sends $1.5 
million a day in economic and military aid to El Salva- 
dor, feels that the recent surge hampers the interna- 
tional peace movement. “We are most disappointed 
that at a time when regional differences around the 


world are being resolved by peaceful means, the FMLN | 


(Farabundo Marti National Liberation Front) has cho- 
sen the opposite path,” White House Press Secretary 
Marlin Fitzwater said.

The United States Navy is investigating why two 
A-G attack jets missed their practice targets and 
dropped 12 bombs on a California desert campsite, 
officials said Monday. The 500-pound bombs left cra- 
ters 10 to 12 feet wide and about a foot deep south of 
Desert Center, and ignited brush fires in an area that is 
home to the endangered desert tortoise. This misfire, 
which injured one man and damaged a mobile home, 
is the latest in a string of accidents involving navy ships 
or aircraft.

1961 and 1963. Most of his work 
involved’ U.S. efforts to discredit 
the Cuban revolution and to sup- 
port and develop the anti-commu- 
nist movement in Ecuador. 

In 1964 Agee was transferred to 
Uruguay for two years where he 
was in charge of telephone tap- 
ping, and a secret mail intercept 
program. He worked aginst the 
Soviet mission, which involved 
cultivation of Russian diplomats 
and KGB officers. 

Agee was then sent to Mexico 
City as the U.S. Ambassador’s 
Special Assistant for the 1968 
Olympic Games. His job was to 
develop personal contacts with 
Mexicans working in preparations 
for the Olympics in order to spot 
potential recruits for CIA work. 

However, both for political and 
personal reasons, he decided to 
resign from the CIA following the 
completion of the Games. 

Within a year of Agee’s resigna- 
tion from the CIA, he began devel- 
oping abook about his work forthe 
CIA. He believed that a book about 
his work in Latin America would 
contribute to a better understand- 
ing of the U.S. intervention in Viet- 
nam because of the similarity be- 
tween the CIA’s Vietnam opera- 
tions inthe 1950’s and Agee’s work 
in the 1960’s. 

For five years Agee worked in 
the Paris underground to research 
and write Inside the Company: 
CIA Diary, which was first pub- 
lished in 27 languages in Londonto 
avoid U.S. censorship laws. When 
the CIA discovered he was writing 
the book, they arranged for sur- 
veillance teams to follow him inthe 
streets, which Agee recounts in 
anther book entitled On the Run. 

Eventually Agee was able to 
settle in West Germany wher he 
helped edit three more books 
about the CIA including Dirty

Candidates gear up 


for new senate seat

On December 12, there will be 
an election for the open State Sen- 
ate seat held by Dick Shoemaker 
who resigned last October. The Re- 
publican candidate for the seat is 
Bill Berndt. The Democratic candi- 
dateis Al Baldus. So far, two news- 
worthy events have occured dur- 
ing the the general campaigning 
done by both of these candidates. 
Governor Thompson’s reception 
on November 4 to show support 
for Bill Berndt and the Wisconsin 
teachers union (WEAC) spending 
at least $7,000 on radio commer- 
cials for Al Baldus. 

WEAC says these commercials 
were made without the knowledge 
or authorization of Al Baldus. Just 
who do they think they are kid- 
ding? Do you believe nobody in 
Mr. Baldus’ campaign knew any- 
thing about this? If I was a Demo- 
crat running against Al Baldus in 
the primary I would be very upset 
with this treatment. The Demo- 
crats, as a party, are not allowed to 
back a candidate before the pri- 
mary. It looks like these ads are a 
back door way around the rules. 
That bothers me. 


It also bothers me that WEAC is 
backing Baldus. Such actions hint 
that he is just another liberal 
Democrat with no new answers to 
the problems in our area. The 
Democrat's have had just one an- 
swer to any problem for over 20 
years. Raise taxes and spending to 
create another bureaucracy that 
does not improve things. 

As part of the State Assembly 
from 1984 to 1988, Berndt was the 
ranking Republican member of the 
Natural Resources Committee as 
well as a member of the Education 
Committee. Being on these com- 
mittee’s demonstrates his interest 
for students. He has the experience 
to govern, and he is young enough 
to look towards the future of Wis- 
consin. 

Berndt intends to protect Minne- 
sota Reciprocity and student finan- 
cial aid. He will promote tuition 
caps so we do not find ourselves 
priced out of the opportunity of 
college.

Mike Wyatt, offensive coordina- 
tor for Rich Lawrence and his UW- 
Stout Blue Devils football team 
recently resigned as Stout’s Sports 
Information Director, which en-

abled him to take on new coaching 
challenges overseas. 

Wyatt, who left for Italy yester- 
day, will be head coach of a team 
located in Ferraro, a city with a 
population of about 200,000, lo- 
cated in the Northeast corner of 
Italy. It is about 70 miles inland 
from Venice, or about 70 miles 
inward from the Swiss Alps. 

The team is more formally 
known as the Ferraro Aquile’. “I 
think that means Eagles, but I do 
not really know any Italian,” Wyatt 
chuckled, adding, “now that 
should be interesting.” 

Italy has 36 professional teams, 
which are divided into three divi- 
sions; teams are placed into divi- 
sions each year based on the previ- 
ous season’s won-loss record. The 
Ferraro Aquile’ (Eagles) will play 
in division II this season, which 
runs from March to May, not in- 
cluding training camp, preseason 
games, etc. 

The team is owned by a pharma- 
ceutical company, according to 
Wyatt, who was scheduled to be 
introduced in a press conference 
this morning. 

Wyatt explained the opportu- 
nity came about through (former 
Blue Devil All-American receiver) 
Mark Rothwell’s agent, John Perla, 
who is an attorney from Milwau- 
kee. 

“He probably does more with 
international teams than anyone,” 
Wyatt said. “We were talking one 
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Eric Otto and Boyd Wiff trap an opponent in a scrimage last week. 


time about how much Rothwell 
might look to make playing in Italy, 
and I said jokingly, well hell, how 
much do the coaches get paid?”” 

Wyatt sent him aresumeto show 
he was serious about the possibil- 
ity and Perla went to work, looking 
for opportunities mainly in Eng- 
land and Italy. The Ferrara Aquile 
was the first team to come through 
with an offer, one which Wyatt 
could not refuse. 

“T have never been overseas be- 
fore, which kind of added to the 
allure of the whole thing,” Wyatt 
explained, “and with three jobs 
here at Stout in the last four years, 
Ikind cflook atitas a mental health 
break, also.” 

As for the possibility of any 
Stout players following him over 
to Italy, Wyatt said it looks very 
positive. “My first choice would 
lean towards Mark Rothwell or 
Mike Tweet (former Blue Devil All- 
American defensive end),” Wyatt 
said. “But, I have not even met my 
coaching staff yet, or had a look at 
what we will have in terms of per- 
sonel, so we will see just where our 
needs are and go from there.” 

Italian teams can have only two 
American players on the roster. 
One spot is currently filled by 
quarterback Jim Craig, which 
leaves one spot open. Wyatt will 
have four assistant coaches along 
with two player-coaches, alluding 
to the fact that either Rothwell or 
Tweet could fill one of those posi- 


tions. 

An unusual clause was writ- 
ten into Wyatt’s contract that 
states he can bring in his own 
player(s), which the team can 
accept or deny; a refusal would 
also bring about a buy-out of 
Wyatt’s contract for a predeter- 
mined amount. “I like that clause 
we wrote in there, and I do not 
really see any problems arising 
because of it,” Wyatt said. 

As for the future and other 
possibilities this opportuni'y 
may bring, Wyatt brought uptve 
World International Leag 
Headed by former Dallas C 
boy owner Tex Schramm, itis 
to begin in 1990, with four tea 
based over here and four in?

“Tt isa fun invitation,” Medham and Studley 
said. “It is not like a really formal exhibit; it is 
just work we have been doing since we have 
been here.

Medham’s paintings express a somewhat different attitude. 
“My paintings are really layered, and they are quite dense with

Both Studley and Medham also incorporated American

What radio staticn offers a variety of music, 
ranging from progressive to classic rock, without the 
tiresome and repetitive Top 40 selections normally 
heard four times in a few hours? What radio station 
has absolutely no restrictions as to what it can or 
can not play over the air? What station allows it's 
DJ's to develop their own shows based on the music 
they want to play the most? This station is none 
other than our own campus radio station, C-Rock 
100.1 FM, which it is fast becoming an endangered 
species. 

It is obvious that the success of a radio station is 
due, in part, to effective managing. But now C-Rock 
is losing it’s long time faculty advisor, Arthur 
Mathews. Nearly 800 of the classic CD’s which be- 
long to Mathews will be leaving the station with him 
and additional funding may be required to replace 
them. The loss of Mathews also severs the tie be- 
tween the station and the speech department, 
through which the station's funding is currently re- 
ceived. 

Another component for a station’s success is 
wide listenership. Why, then, is C-Rock missing this 
vital force? It’s a sad fact that Stout's own radio sta- 
tion isn’t even being played in the Memorial Student

Center. 

C-Rock station managers Mike Kilkel'y and Doug 
Mcllvain are not too excited about the lack of stu- 
dent awareness. 

“There's a certain percentage (of listeners),” 
Kilkelly said.” But it’s a smailer percentage than 
what it should be.” 

Some people complain that C-Rock is broadcast 
through a cable network rather that the traditional 
FM broadcasting, yet neither Mcllvain or Kilkelly see 
a switch to FM happening in the future. Mathews 
feels that this is because students can't handle the 
responsibilities concerning Federal Communication 
Commision (FCC) requirements. 

What cable means for listeners is that they need 
a cable extension to be able to listen to C-Rock, 
which students living off campus would be charged 
for.

cation, and [Stout] is into training 
and education,” Hoffman said. 
“The park is only valuable if it re- 
lates to the campus.” 

A cooperative relationship has 
been developed between Stout and 
the Chippewa Valley Technical 
College to further promote educa- 
tional and scientific interaction 
between the two institutions. 

According to strict guidelines 
set up by the Stout Technology 
Park Development Corporation, 
occupants will only build on 70 
percent of the land, the remaining 
30 percent will be landscaped. 
There will be no coal burning 
companies in the park, and the 
exterior appearance of all build- 
ings are to be attractive and made 
of durable and permanent materi- 
als. Lighting will be soft to comple- 
ment the architecture, and compa- 
nies will have to meet all guide- 
lines and codes which will require 
board approval. 

In addition to the guidelines, the 
historical society would like to 
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preserve the history of the land. 
“What we are going to do is pre- 
serve the house that is on the land, 
put up pictures and preserve part 
of the race track (that was built 
many years ago), so we do not for- 
get the history,” Hoffman said. 

The concept began three years 
ago and within 15 years it should 
be complete. “It is going to take 
some time,” Hoffman said. 

Last year the 113 acres was a 
field, this year gravel is placed 
where the road will be and next 
year pavement should be laid. 

Currently there are approxi- 
mately 100 technology parks in the 
nation and there are two in the tri- 
state area that are directly con- 
nected with universities including 
Madison, and the University of 
Minnesota. 

“We have had a lot of positive 
feedback and just a few objec- 
tions,” Hoffman said. “Everyone

Murder and rape in Peru 


Government forces in Peru are using terror to fight 
terror and have killed 3,000 people in the last seven 
years using the same brutal tactics as their opponents, 
according to Amnesty International in London, Eng- 
land. In a report on activities in Peru, the worldwide 
human rights organization believes that torture, muti- 
lation, disappearance, murder, and rape have become 
a hallmark of the armed forces campaign against ter- 
rorism in the Latin American country.

Crane falls 16 stories; kills 5 


A crane fell from the 16th story of a San Francisco 
building under construction Tuesday, killing five and 
injuring 20 as it crushed two buses and several cars. 
Parts of the crane smashed into an occupied building 
across the street causing extensive damage. Those 
killed included three construction workers, the crane 
operator, a pedestrian, and a woman who was driving 
a school bus. General contractor Swinerton & Walberg 
Co., said the crane was being repositioned when the 
accident occurred. According to Frank Strashein of the 
Federal Occupational Safety and Health Administra- 
tion, the official cause of the accident has not been 
determined, but is thought to be either operator error, 
structural failure or high winds.

Man kills wife on Thanksgiving © 


A man accused of shooting his ex-wife after she 
went to his home on Thanksgiving Day to pick up their 
children was charged Monday with first-degree inten- 
tional homicide. 

Merton Clark allegedly killed Shirley Strenke at his 
house in the town of Johnstown in eastern Polk County, 
Wis. Autopsy results showed that Strenke was killed 
by a single 12-gauge shotgun slug, according to Dis- 
trict Attorney Mark Biller. 

According to the complaint, Strenke was met at the 
kitchen door with a shotgun and was told to leave. 
Clark then followed Strenke to her truck and fired a 
shot through the windshield, then opened the driver’s 
door and fired two more times. No motive for the 
shooting has been determined.

From the Right

Listening to liberals is like being 
tied to a chair while your nine - 
year- old brother is practicing on 
his tuba. The same noise is re- 
peated over and over again, re- 
gardless of what the song is. The 
song being played now is El Salva- 
dor. The last one was Nicaragua. 
But the song remains the same. Let 
us negotiate they say. Everybody 
wants peace they say. I say they are 
full of it. 

For over five years conserva- 
tives have been playing a different 
tune. They have been saying that 
as soon as the liberals finished sell- 
ing out the Contras, we would see 
problems flare up in El Salvador. 
Well, the liberals tuba blowing 
worked, less than a year later El 
Salvador is front page news again. 

What you do not see on the front 
page is that El Salvador hasa freely 
elected government. The terrorists 


who overwhelmingly lost that 
election tried to stop it because 
they knew they would lose. They 
said the penalty for voting was 
death. People voted anyway. Some 
of them were killed for it. It was 
another blood offering to Thomas 
Jefferson’s tree of liberty. More will 
follow. 

I know more blood will be 
spilled because that is part of the 
terrorist’s plan. Their song is oneof 
death and destruction. Their plan 
is not a new.one.. Terrorists have 
followed the same basic plan for 
decades. They disrupt the struc- 
ture of a society in any way they 
can. Average citizens are pawns in 
their game. 

One of their favorite tactics is the 
one they are using in El Salvador 
now. A relatively small group of 
terrorists attack in a heavily popu- 
lated area, preferably a neighbor- 
hood or building that has Ameri- 
cans in it. When the government 
reacts, citizens are wounded and 
killed in the crossfire. There is no 
way to avoid it. If the government 
does not strike back the terrorists 
continue until they do. 

It is not a coincidence that the 
press and liberal politicians almost 
immediately begin warming up 
their tubas. For some of them it isa 
good news story or an opportunity 
to get up on their soapbox. 

One reason this tactic works so 
well is that it is news. Another is 
that when terrorists tell their side 


of the story they mix the truth with 
lies in acomplex web. For instance, 
there are human rights violations 
being committed by government 
forces in El Salvador. And an inde- 
pendent right-wing group proba- 
bly did kill those six Jesuit priest a 
couple weeks ago. The problem in 
discussing only these incidents 
(besides rarely mentioning the ter- 
rorist’s many offenses) is that they 
are tiny when compared to what 
the terrorists will do if they suc- 
cessfully take over the govern- 
ment. 

Look to Nicaragua for a perfect 
example. Before Daniel Ortega 
took over Nicaragua was a poor 
nation led by a tyrant. But the aver- 
age person could live pretty much 
as he pleased as long as he stayed 
out of politics. There was at least 
some opportunity to better his 
family’s situation. Now the entire 
country is a complete mess. Unem- 
ployment is staggering. Inflation 
is running at a rate of 33,000 per- 
cent (that is almost 100% a day!). 
Opportunities to improve and 
grow are almost nonexistent. 
Famine has begun to walk the 
streets. A friend of mine from Nica- 
ragua told methat his parents, who 
stilllive there, say that most people 
would prefer to go back to a 
Samoza-like regime. Anything 
would be an improvement over 
Ortega’s regime. Anything at all.

“Understand the relationship 
between the stress coming into 
your life and what you end up 
doing as a result of it,” Stephen 
Guastello, assistant orefessor of 
psychology at Marquette Univer- 
sity, said. in other words, recognize 
the things stress causes you to do. 
isit favorable or unfavorable? If it’s 
unfavorable, seek to change things 
in your favor. 

Don’t let stress control you! 
“Think of how many ways you can 
control it. Are all these sources of 
stress thoroughly necessary or are 
they blown out of proportion,” 
Guastello said. 

Yes, itis necessary to get accept- 
able grades on final reports, papers 
and exams, but sometimes stu- 
dents do blow them out of propor- 
tion. We all have strengths and 
weaknesses. Accept them and 


iearn to live with your limitations. 

There are also some practical 
ideasthat help reduce stress. Know 
what your up against and list all 
your assignments due as well as 
your final exams. Then write out a | 
plan of attack and a time table for 
accomplishing these tasks. You 
witl feel better about having a plan 
on paper. 

Next, take part in physical activ- 
ity or exercise. As the NIKE com- 
mercial says, just do it! By doing 
this you are being good to yourself 
and are getting away from the 
pressures of work. 

Arother idea to relieve stress is 
tc make sure you are getting 
enough sleep and that you are eat- 
ing healthy foods. Mellow-Cups 
and gyrus from Ted’s Pizza all the 
time will not meet your needs. 

The last but most important 
thing is to recognize stress when it 
starts to frip you. We ali experi- 
ence stress, so use these simple 
steps to work through it and con- 
trol it. 

For a college student, the few 
remaining weeks of any semester 
iS Stressful. Take things in stride 
and simpiy do your best. That's all 
any of us can do!

A calendar hangs on the wall showing the month 
of October. One might think the owner forgot to 
change the months, but a closer look reveals the the 
year is not 1989. Sue Bridwell Beckham, a UW-Stout 
English professor, has a special fondness for the pic- 
tures on her calendars. Three different calendars 
adorn the walls of Beckham’s office, each from a dif 
ferent year. But the walls she talks about are not her 
own. Beckham has recently finished a book about 
murals which grace the walls of the South. 

“It is a gossipy book,” said Beckham. “It tells sto- 
ries based on these letters, instead of trying to be real 
theoretical about it. I bring movies and literature into 
it (too).” Beckham’s new book is entitled Depression 
Post Office Murals and Southern Culture: A Gentle 
Reconstruction. 

The book is about murals which were placed in 
the lobbies of post offices in small Southern towns 
and some city courthouses during the Depression of 
the 1930's. The murals were the result of a project 
created by the Treasury Section of Fine Arts during 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt’s presidency. 

The general intent was to place art in public 
areas for the people to see. Beckham said there was 
also a slight educational intent to teach people what 
good art was like by employing the best artists in 
America to paint the murals. 

About 1200 murals were installed throughout the 
nation, but Beckham found the Southern murals most 
interesting. “What made the South really exciting to 
work with was people in the South never shut-up 
about anything,” Beckham said. “If they did not like 
(a mural), they would write to the government. If 
they did like it, often they would write the govern- 
ment to thank them. So that in the National Archives 
(Washington D.C.) there is just this treasure trove of 
letters from townspeople to the government, from 
artists to the government, from lomecrpemple to art- 
ists.” 

Beckham, who is originally from Kentucky, first 
became interested in the subject when she enrolled 
in a graduate course in Depression culture at the 
University of Minnesota. “The prof was known to

have a mind like a steel-trap,” Beckham said. “She 
knew everything.” 

Beckham was assigned to write a paper on a de- 
pression artifact and to find as much information 
as she could about it. “I went home and said to 
my husband, ‘I have got to find something she 
does not know anything about,” Beckham 
said. “‘I am scared to death; I have not been 
in school for 10 to 15 years!” 

Beckham’s husband suggested she write 
about a’post office mural located in his 
home town of Amery, Mississippi. Beckham / 
went back to her instructor. But to her dis- 
may, Beckham said her professor ex- 
claimed, “Oh, I know that mural!” and pro- | 
ceeded to describe it to her. 

Beckham decided to use the topic 
anyway. She went all the way to Washing- 
ton D.C. to research her subject and “im 
pressed the hell out of that prof.” Two 
years later, with a lot of convincing from 
her instructor, Beckham finally started 
working on her book. 

Beckham spent much of her time travel- 
ing with her family throughout the South 
studying murals. Most of the murals were not 
painted directly onto the walls. They were first 
painted on canvas in the studio and then affixed 
to the walls like wallpapering. 

Beckham describes how many artists were 
restricted by the government. An artist would often 
be required to change her/his design more than once 
before and after the final completion. Frank Long, 
who has become a good friend of Beckham’s, is one 
such artist who was asked to change his Kentucky 
mural. 

“He designed a mural showing a grossly over- 
weight mother reading a letter to these mountaineer 
people and a very lovely daughter talking to a young 
man through the window of the house,” Beckham 
said. “The government wrote back and said they 
thought the mountaineer people would be insulted 
by the obese mom and that they did not think those 
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mountain girls were ‘not anything really quite th 
pretty.” 

Long decided to make the changes becausé 
needed the money. “So,” Beckham said, “he pul 
mama on a diet and made the girl significantly; 
lier.” 

Beckham also wrote about another artist W 
painted a mural in Jackson, Georgia picturing 
mother and child. She said the mother’s thi

The second rejiease from the 
ego man, Terence Trent D'Arby, 
has hit the stores and is ready 
for commercial consumption. 
Neither Fish Nor Flesh is the 
title that was chosen for this 
project and I think it is quite 
appropriate. This album follows 
no distinct pattern, has no par- 
ticular predominate style, and 
is far less commercial than his 
last. D'Arby explores the many 
facets of his extremely wide vocal 
talents. A couple of songs are 
even a cappella. 

The first single on the al- 
bum is a declaration to the title 
of the album.

Terence's vocal abilities are 
showeased in the next two 
singles | Have Faith In These 
Desolate Times and It Feels So 
Good To Love Someone Like You. 
The first is mostly a cappella 
and it proves D’Arby’'s vocal 
ability has not weakened since 
his 1987 debut. The second is a 
melodic love song that will grow 
on you if you let it. 

The song I'll Be Alrightbrings 
you back to a late 60's soul jam 
featuring a horn section. the 
classic Moiown piano, and hand 
claps. The song is basically about 
the love he has for his girlfriend 
and how no matter what you 
offer him in material goods his 
girlfriend more than makes up 
for itin character and the love 
she holds for him. “Hold back 
your perfumes so rare ‘cause 
she smells like a rose untorn, 
hold back your designer under- 
wear she’s a beauty just the way 
she was born.” 

Terence sheds some light 
on a controversial issue in the 
song Billy Don't Fall. This is a 
song about a gay male friend of 
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his that was killed by the AIDS 
virus. The song, | think, is just 
D’Arby's way of telling the world 
that he is not gay and never will 
be. “Billy my friend don't fall in 
love with me I'm not that type of 
guy.” 

D’Arby's salute to the early 
80's funk scene is found in the 
song Roly Poly. The backbeat is 
reminiscent of George Clintion’s 
P-Funk days, and basically sa- 
jutes that era of funk music. 

The end of the album is 
perfectly tied up in the song 
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..and I need to be with someone 
tonight. D'’Arby rationalizes his 
need for one night stands. This 
goes against the lyrical content 
of a majority of his previous 
songs but who can really tell 
what he is actually doing? He 
says “though black babies are 
starving and cows are fed for 
carving I Know that I am lonely 
and need to be with someone 
tonight.” This is kind of a goof- 
ball a cappella which offers a 
good ending to a very different 
album. 

Neither Fish nor Flesh fol- 
lows no distinct style of musical 
format. The instrumental ar- 
rangement on this album is 
incredible. if you don't like dif- 
ferent types of music or you 
think that this album should be 
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similar to his first, l suggest you 
not buy it. D'Arby explores the 
outer edge of almost everything 
and ne distinction can be given 
to tt although it was fun trving to 
sort them out.

After an an- 
swer and rebuttal period, the can- 
didates entertained questions 
from the floor. 

The two candidates had similar 
opinions on all issues except the 
m 21-year-old drinking age 
and when the school 
year should begin. 

The candidates were 
asked their opinions on 
two bills that have a di- 
rect affect on many Stout 
students. These bills in- 
~~ clude AB219, which 
would allow 19 and 20- 
_ year-old persons. to go 

' into bars but not be al- 
lowed to purchase alco- 
hol, and SB19, a bill that 
calls for the reinstate- 
ment of the 19-year-old 
drinking age. 

Some interesting de- 
velopments arose from 
the candidates’ re- 
a sponses. Berndt believes 

, that the AB219 bill 
would not be beneficial. 
“T believe that the liabil- 
ity associated with (the 
bill) would be too high 
for bar and restaurant 
owners,” Berndt said. “It 
sounds like it might 
work, but I do not think 


the UW-System that still producea 
yearbook, and they are quickly 
becoming non-existent among 
most schools. “It made us feel bet- 
ter to hear that it just was not 
Stout,” Sebo said. 

The trends in universities have 
been the Freshmen Record (in- 
tended for incoming freshman), 
and videotaped yearbooks. Next 
year, the Tower Yearbook will 
change their format to a Freshmen 
Record. This can be produced at 
lower costs and it has proved to be 
a strong seller at other schools. 
“This will introduce the freshmen 
to Stout and (its) clubs and organi- 
zations,” Smith said. 

Duetoa lackof leadership, fund- 
ing and marketing of the 1988 
publication of the Tower Yearbook, 
the 1989 editorial board said it was 
left approximately $6,000 in debt. 

The Tower Editorial Board at- 
tempted to save the yearbook by 
looking for outside funding but 
were unable to find a source to 
meet their needs. According to the 
board, they did not want to spend 
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it will.” 

But. controversy erupted when 
Berndt also stated that he is and 
always has been in full support of 
the 19-year-old drinking age. 
Baldus immediately disagreed 
with this statement by saying that 
he was sure in the election last Fall 
that Berndt had said he was in full 
support of the 21-year-old drink- 
ing age. He also noted that Berndt 
officially voted for the 21-year-old 
drinking age last year.

As was noted by Eke after the 


debate, Berndt did havea different ~ 


opinion last year. “I was shocked 
when he said that he never felt that 
way, especially when he said he 
was for the raising of the drinking 
age at last year’s debate,” Eke said. 

Another issue that was sug- 
gested to the candidates involved 
the law that was passed requiring 
all schools to begin the fall semes- 
ter after Sept. 1. The main difficul- 
ties Stout students have with this 
bill are the addition of Saturday 
classes to the schedule and the 


student fees on a book that most 
students were not interested in. 
The board proposed an in- 
crease in graduation fees so that 
every senior would get a year- 
book when they received their 
diploma, however, this did not 
gain wide acceptance. “It would 
be nice to have a yearbook, but I 
do not think I would want to pay 
the extra costs,” Steve Prescott, a 
second semester junior, said. 
Due to cutting costs in several 
areas, the Tower Yearbook will 
come out in the black for the first 
time in years. The profits will be 
used to pay off some of the debts 
left from past years’ editions. 
This year’s editorial board is 
completing the 99th edition of the 
Tower Yearbook and they feel 
they have put together an award- 
winning effort. After attending 
conventions and workshops over 
the summer, the staff believes 
they have met competition re- 
quirements in some categories.

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discrepancy in the lengths of the 
two semesters. 

Baldus said that given the 
chance he would vote to repeal the 
law. He feels that the state should 
move toward a shorter summer 
vacation period. The school year 
was originally set up to be nine 
months long to provide the farm- 
ers with extra help during the 
summer haying season, however, 
the current law is to provide tour- 
ism businesses with 
needed summer help. 
Baldus feels the length 
of the school year 
should not be dictated 
by the tourism industry.

Baldus rejected the alle- 
gation by stating that he 
had not been a lobbyist 
and complained that the 
question had been 
planted by his opposi- 
tion. Berndt rejected the 
accusation and the de- 
bate continued. 

Topics both candi- 
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rndt, Baldus face off in debate 


dates were in favor of included: 
providing more information to 
students regarding date rape, cap- 
ping student tuition, and that stu- 
dent loan organizations should 
follow the laws that all other loan 
institutions are required to follow.

Middle East fighting continues 


The peace movement around the world has appar- 
ently missed the Middle East. Israeli warplanes at- 
tacked a Palestinian guerilla base Tuesday near the 
southern port city of Sidon, Lebenon. A Lebanese po- 
lice spokesman said four fighters fired eight rockets at 
the base of terrorist mastermind Abu Nidal’s Fatah 
Revolutionary Council. But an Israeli army announce- 
ment said warplanes struck a headquarters and base of 
the Popular Front for the Liberation of Palestine-Gen- 
eral Command, headed by former Syrian army Capt. 
Ahmed Jibril. Police said a casualty report was not 
immediately available, and are uncertain of the con- 
flicting reports.

Louisiana State Representative David Duke, the 
former Ku Klux Klan leader who won election to the 
Louisiana House earlier this year, has announced plans 
to challenge Senator J. Bennett Johnston (D-La.). Duke 
said he thought his past as imperial wizard of the 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan would help his candidacy. 
Johnston, who has held the seat 18 years, feels Duke’s 
entry into the race will bring national attention. “Oh, it

Johnston said. The election will be held Oct. 6, 1990.

According to Wanta, Am- 
nesty International members write 
letters, usually to government offi- 
cials, to make requests on the be- 
half of a prisoner of conscience 
(imprisonment due to religious or 
political views), or demand an end 


“Once these personal needs are 
met you will be motivated,” Siler 
said.

Stout hosts multi-state 
forensics tournament

UW-Stout hosted the largest and 
most successful forensics tourna- 
ment which included 28 schools 
from seven different states. 

According to Michael Nicolai, 
director of the Forensics and 
Speech Department, the states 
represented included Iowa, IlIli- 
nois, Minnesota, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Texas, and Wiscon- 
sin. 

Illinois State University went 
home with first place in the tourna- 
ment. UW-Madison took second 
place and third place went to 
Mankato State University.

Since they were hosting the 
event, Stout students chose not to 
participate in the event, and con- 
centrated on running the tourna- 
ment professionaly. There were 


625 entries in the tournament, di- 
vided up into 13 different catego- 
ries with the two basic areas of 
speaking and interpretive speak- 
ing. 

The speaking area had six cate- 
gories including persuasive, infor- 
mative, humorous, extemporane- 
ous, impromptu and communica- 
tion analysis. 

The interpretive block consisted 
of seven categories: prose; poetry; 
drama; music; reading; dramatic 
duo; and programmed oral inter- 
pretation. 

Contestants were judged on 
how well they communicated and 
the significance of the material 
covered. Other requirements de- 
pended on the category they were 
competing in. 

The judges for the competition 
were provided by Stout, boasting 
one of the more respected speech 
departments.in the- area. “The 
Stout spegch;idepartment is well 
recognized by the other schools,” 
Paula Skone, a student assisting 
with the tournament, said. 

Judges included the assistant di- 
rector of the speech department at 
Stout, members of the speech fac- 
ulty at Stout, several other foren- 
sics educators and forensics 
alumni from Stout. 

Nicolai felt that the 24th annual 
tournament was one of the best 
ever. “It was a complete success,” 
he said. “It was well received and it 
was a pleasurable experience.”

And with the help of a 
wonderful article by Sandy Irvine 
which appeared in the May/June 
1989 issue of Britain’s The Ecolo- 
gist, the mystery unfolded.

A “technological fix” is the word 
I believe I used in regard to de- 
gradable plastics earlier this year. 

In 1976, same magazine, Paul 
Ehrlich and John Holdren 
wrote,”those that believe science 
will pull a technological rabbit out 
of the hat to save us at the last 
minute suffer from an inability to 
learn. Technological rabbits usu- 
ally have large appetites and abun- 


. dant.noxious. dropping.” ......... 


My, what a quote. 


So, you say, what can I do, Witt? 
Doesn’t seem like anything I do is 
right. 

Well, that’s not entirely true. But 
I’m asking that we change our 
habits. Now that’s not the easiest 
thing in the world. Let's face it, we 
live in a disposable society (I write 
as I spread cream cheese on my 
bagel, recently encased in plastic, 
with a plastic knife and wipe my 
hands on paper napkins). 

Yes-environmentally sound 
products will help. 

No-they won’t save the world. 

We're just going to become de- 
pendent on another product, likea 
heroin addict using methadone. 

“Because of the diffuse and vari-

credits per semester, resulting in a later graduation date. The 
reasons for this decline included the controls in enrollment, in- 
creased special students, and students taking co-ops, internships, 
and working. Yet, in some programs the FTE’s are going up. This 
means that the teachers will be worked harder, teaching more 


classes with more students. 


Alotis expected of our teachers to accommodate this problem. 
Our instructors teach an average of 4 to 5 courses a semester, as 
compared to UW-Madison’s 3 to 4. This seems odd, since Stout is 
supposedly a “hands on” training environment. Our guess is that 
the instructors are not so happy about this either.

Approximately six miles 
south of Menomonie on State 
Highway 25 lies the small, unas- 
suming town of Downsville, Wis- 
consin. Once an active logging 
area, this tiny unincorporated 
village is now 
home to about 
200 residents. 

But, 
Downsville is ac- 
tually home to 
much more. Lo- 
cated near the 
edge of town on 
County Highway 
C is the building 
which once 
housed the 
Downsville Coop- 
erative Creamery. The creamery, 
which opened in 1904, operated 
for nearly half of a century be- 
fore it finally closed in the early 
50s. After closing as a creamery, 
the building served various pur- 
poses, including housing a used 
car lot, an auction house and an 
implement dealership. In 1978, 
the building and adjoining land 
was purchased by the Thomas 
family with the plans that they 
would eventually open a restau- 
rant. After nearly eight years and 
a million dollar restoration proj- 
ect, their plans were realized 
when the Creamery Restaurant 
and Inn opened its doors in Sep- 
tember of 1985. 

The family run business is 
now operated by the Thomas 
family’s brothers David, Richard 
and John, and sister Jane. The 
restaurant still clings to fulfilling 
its original purpose to serve 
“simple food prepared with care”. 
As an example, the restaurant 
serves only fresh vegetables with 
its entrees, many of which are 
picked from it's own garden.

Most rapists are not psychotic 
strangers lurking in back alleys. In 
fact, according to many studies, 
most rapes are committed by 
someone a woman knows - her 
date, an acquaintance, a classmate, 
even her boyfriend. No matter 
who the rapist is, rape is an act of 
violence and a violation of a 
woman’s rights. It causes great 
emotional and physical injury. 

Although four rapes have been 
reported on the Stout campus, this 
figure can not be taken as com- 
pletely accurate because new fig- 


have been numerous complaints 


about the road conditions this year.

The Menomonie City Highway 
Department has approximately 80 
miles of city roads to maintain.

ures show that 90 percent of rapes 
go unreported. Working with the 
new figures, it can be assumed that 
40 rapes may have occurred so far 
this year. Last year there were 16 
reported cases of rape at Stout, 
meaning that possibly more than 
160 actually occurred. 

In a study of 32 campuses con- 
ducted by Mary Koss at Kent State 
University, it was concluded that 
one out of four women between 
the ages of 15 and 24 will be raped. 
Stout’s student population falls 
within this range, therefore, these 
findings concern the students here. 

Acoording to the study, of those 
who were assaulted, 42 percent 
told no one, 30 percent considered

According to Miller, funding for 
the highway department is impor- 
tant. More funds could be used to 
purchase new equipment, more 
resources, or pay overtime work- 
ers when needed which would 
help to maintain favorable road 
conditions. 

Hearings for the 1990 budget 
have already been held, but will 
begin again in August for the 1991 
assessment. The evaluation period 
will last approximately four 
months. 

Stout students and the commu- 
nity may get involved. Anyone 
may voice their opinion at City 
Council meetings on the first and 
third Monday of every month.

Mexico cracks down on drugs 


Two Mexican drug lords were sentenced to 40 years 
in prison each for the murder of U.S. Narcotics agent 
Enrique Camarena. Rafael Caro Quintero and Emesto 
Rafael Fonseca Carrillo were found guilty of killing 
Camarena and his Mexican pilot in 1985. They will 
have to serve 74 and 53 years respectively because of 
other sentences. They are not eligible for parole be- 
cause in Mexico, there is no parole for drug-related 
cases. Ten other men were sentenced to the maximum 
term of 40 years for taking part in the killings.

Officer supports colleague 


A rookie police officer in Miami was reprimanded 
for covering his badge with black tape as a show of 
support for a colleague convicted of manslaughter. The 
symbol usually is reserved for slain officers. The 22- 
year-old Alefandro Mendez was cited Friday for 
“unbecoming conduct” in support of William Lozano, 
convicted last week in the deaths of two black men. 


Judge solicits drug legalization 


In a speech at the Cosmopolitan Club in Manhat- 
tan, N.Y., U.S. District Judge, Robert Sweet, called the 
war on illicit drugs “bankrupt.” Sweet called for the le- 
galization of all drugs, including marijuana, heroin 
and crack. Others making this argument include for- 
mer Secretary of State George Shultz, economist and 
Nobel Prize receipient Milton Friedman, the conserva- 
tive columnist William F. Buckley Jr., and Baltimore 
Mayor Kurt Schmoke.

Hotel access for 18-year-olds 


Governor Tommy Thompson signed into law a bill 
that would prohibit hotel owners from discriminating 
against adults 18 years and older in obtaining access to 
lodging. The former law allowed innkeepers to deny 
accommodations to anyone between the ages of 18 and 
21. Under the new provisions, innkeepers may still 
deny someone a room if the owner has reasonable 
belief that underage drinking or illegal substances will 
be used in the room. The bill passed both the Assembly 
and Senate by unanimous votes, and is scheduled to 
take effect by Dec. 20.

The AB431 bill would also re- 
quire sexual assault information to 
be mailed to every student.

The UW-System opposed 
AB431, according to Virginia Wolf 
atthe Affirmative Action Office, on 
the grounds that they did not want 
to mandate each school to have a 
sexual assault program. They felt 
each school should individually 
deal with it. Efforts continue, 
however, to combat the problem of 
sexual assault. 

According to Stephenson, rape 
is an issue that men and women 
must acknowledge in order to 
stop. “The more we talk about it, 
the bigger chance we have of 
avoiding it,” she said. “Education 
is the key.

This explains why the liberals 
attacked Mr. Bork so ruthlessly. 
They have an agenda to push on 
the Supreme Court. Bork’s argu-

. Many people complain 
about the commercialization 
of Christmas and how the true 
spirit of giving and love has 
been lost to materialistic 
desires and idiotic television 


specials. These television 
specials do have some impor- 
tant lessons to pass on, 
simple as they may be.The 
story of Rudolph is a perfect 
example. Here is a character 
who sees himself as a failure 
because his nose is not like 
all the other reindeer noses.

Rudolph finally proves

and others that his nose can 
be beneficial when he guides 
Santa’s sleigh through the 
storm on Christmas Eve.

Michelle* came to UW-Stou with high expectations, like 
everyone else. In high school she took cooking and culinary 
classes to prepare herself for an education in Hotel Restaurant 
Management. 

She didn’t mind leaving her home town of Milwaukee, 
since she didn’t get along with her parents very well. She 
looked forward to starting a new life in Menomonie, making 
new friends, and getting an education. Her future looked 

bright. 

It took only one semester for those hopes and dreams to 

almost be shattered, along with her life. 

Michelle was confronted with many obstacles upon arriv- 
ing at Stout. She didn't get along with her roommaie and 
had a hard time sleeping in her room. She also realized 
quickly that her mSjor was not what she had expected, 

and was unhappy with her decision. 

Problems snowballed when she decided to go home 
for a weekend, to find that her parents did not want 
her there. Instead of leaving, she spent that night in 
Kim's*, her resident advisor whom she had became 
friends with, room. The next morning she told Kim 
that she didn’t think she would have made it 
through the night wkhout her support. 
With strong encouragement from her hall 
Gitector and Kim, Michelle retucianily began 
to see Shicley Murphy, a counselor 
at the Stout Counseling Center. 
But, her predicament only 
worsened. By mid-Novem- 
ber, a few days before Mich- 
elle was to go home for 
$ Thanksgiving, she suddenly 
* felt like the world feli on top 
of her. Kim found no other 
option but to call security 
when she found Michelle with 
500 Advil pills in her hand. 
Campus Security took her to the 
Dunn County Human Se:vices 
Menta! Health Clinic, an experi- 
ence which Michelle described 
as cold, confusing, and the most 
horrible thing that had ever 
happened to her. 

Although she was able to 
leave the next day, Michelle 
didn't share Thanksgiving din- 
ner with her family. 

After months of counsel- 
ing with Murphy, Michelle 
seemed to be improving, ex- 
cept when she would have 
one of hermoods. "It wasn’t 
even a mood, I would get so 
depressed, nothing wouid 

phase me,” Michelle said. 

Christmas, that year, 
didn’t feel like Christmas to 
Michelle, and she felt uncom- 
fortable around her parents, 
who had found out about her 
traumatic experience through 
a friend. 

The beginning of the 
new year did not bring Mich- 
elle many more opportunities 
to overcome her emptiness, 
with the exception of her 
weekly meetings with 
Murphy. In the beginning of 

©, April, one week before par- 


came overcome with depression, an 
empty feeling that she didn't understand. 

Once again, she was taken away by 
security to place where she couldn't harm 
herself, after telling Kim that she was 
afraid to go back to her room because 
she had a boule of liquid drano there, 
and didnt know what would happen if 
she was ieft alone. 

This time she was taken to Sacred 
Heart Hospital in Eau Clzire, which she 
said was worse than the first time. She 
spent the next three days feeling as 
though she were in a prison. Quiet and 
withdrawn, Michelle didn’t understand 
how she fit in with the other patients, 
some of whom were strapped in their 
beds and hollered out during the night. 

When she retumed, the Dean of Stu- 
dents tried to persuade her to quit school, 
go home were she wouid be safe and 
could overcome her depression. Her par- 
ents were hurt and didn't understand, 
which only made her feel guiley. She was 
worried about what her friends knew 
about the situation, and what they were 
thinking; she just wanted to blend into 
the woodwork, forget the pain she was 
feeling and the troubles she had caused 

Now 18, years old, Michelle had hit 
an all time low. But, instead of curling up 
and letting her problems and depression 
consume her, she decided to fight back. 
She was not only fighting to win an inner 
battle, she was fighting for her life. With 
the heip of Murphy, Michelle decided to 
finish schooi, *...because I knew I could.” 

College is a stressful period of a per- 
sons life. And sometimes, the things that 
shouid bring students happiness are the 
things that bring the most pain. The holi- 
day season, a time when giving and shar- 
ing are commonplace, often becomes a 
time of stress and anxieties. 

Most of the students stressed out 
about going home during Christmas 
break (or other occasions) come from ei- 
ther a dysfunctional family, or an over 
protective one, according to Murphy. In 
Michelle's case, her father was physically 
abusive. For her, going home was more 
of a punishment than a time to get away 
from the stresses of college. 

Students who come from a chaotic 
family often find college an escape from 
their problems at home. Those coming 
from a guarded, protective family, a!- 
though it may be stable, find schcol a 
way of gaining independence. 

In both situations, going home 
means returning to the old rules, the ones 
that no longer seem to apply after being 
out and on their own. 

“There is a lot of worrying about 
‘how arn I going to get back into this 
family, get used to It?’,” Murphy said. A 
problem students run into is the shifting 
of roles while they are away at school. 
When gone, the family system changes, 
and when they return, it shifts again. Be- 
cause of this, many feel they may lose the 


independence they've gained while away, 
or wonder whether or not they will fit in. 

“Cne of my biggest problems was 
that I didn’t know who I was, if i was a 
good or bed pzzson,” Michelle said. “Basi- 
cally, I perceived myself as a bad person 
because of the negztive feedback I was 
getting, especially from my pzrents.” 

Add to that the stress of classes. es- 
pecially at the end of the semester, a time 
of deadlines, when everything is catching 
up to you; add to that going back to a 
chaotic or controlled home. It equals a lot 
of stress. 

This time of year is 2 combination of 
multiple stresses. NX only are students 
bombarded with finals, but aleo tend to 
put a Ict of “shoulds” on themselves, 
(such as ‘I should buy all of my family 
members gifts’) which leads to guilt be- 
cause expectations are often set too high. 

Although most students can balance 
these stresses, some go on cverload, or 
come to Stout with a history of problems. 
These stresses, added with low self es- 
teem and lack of coping skills, equals 2 
student who may be suicidal, Gaithough 
Murphy noted that some students are so 
busy this time of year, they don’t have 
time to think about suicide). 

Another factor which Murphy feels is 
prominent in causing stress or depression 
for studenis, is alcohol."If students are 
stressed out and depressed anyway, alco- 
hol will just bring them down,” Murphy 
said. Some students use alcohol to forget 
their problems, a short term curz that 
may cause more harm later. In the long 
run, the effects of alcohol may stay in 2 
person's system for 72 hours, which af- 
fects ther persons cognitive reasoning. 
This means that students drinking on 
weekends mayexperience the harmful ef- 
fects mid-week. 

For others, loneliness is another 
cause of depression. The Suicide Preven- 
tion Center in Eau Claire noted that stu- 
dents who are newly married, or are 
young pzrents and have no place to go 
for Christmas, are often more succeptable 
to being lonely. 

To some, obstructions like these, 
which college students are faced with 
during the holiday season and throughout 
the year, may seem too overwhelming to 
conquer, But, according te Michelle, these 
obstacles can be overcome. "The stress 
doen't semm so bad anymore,* Micheile 
said. “I look back and It's like looking at 
a different person. | feel really good 
knowing I could overcome everything. 
It's So scary to think about suicide, it’s 
just a permanent solution to a temporary 
probiem. It’s so scary thinking about it 
because now I really have meaning in my 
life.” 

Today, Micheile is a junior in Child 
Development and Family Life. She is ex- 
tremely happy with her major, and hopes 
to someday work in a counseling center. 
She is looking forward to giving someone

Steve Sherman, who plays the male lead 
feon, needs to do several other preparations 
for the rehearsal. He not only put a temporary 
manent wave in his hair, but also wears a 
ake beard; his face is covered with liquid 
alex to age himself. “It’s not the most comfort- 
able thing to wear,” Sherman said. “It kind of 
sm ells.” 

Another actor across the room yells, “Ya, 
like dead fish.” The cast laughs and teases 
each other, seemingly to relieve some of the 
anxiety of the soon to come opening night. 
Meanwhile, down the hall, costume de- 
Signers are stitching rips and tears in the 
tunics, Others are ripping Tiresias’ dress, which 
needs to be torn and dirty. Upstairs, the tech 
crew is testing the lights and checking the 
props, while someone else is lighting an in- 
cense burner created with from a coffee filter. 
Two flights down, in the basement of 
ey Hall, the cast can hear all the action 
g on in the balcony. The entire theater is 
d, so that during a performance the actors 
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and actresses 
can here exactly 
what is happen- 
ing and know 
when it is their 
turn to enter the 
stage from the 
vaum. 

Final 
touches are 
being made on 
the masks, 
which are worn 
by Eteocles and 
Polyneices, 
played by Mark Weiss and Scott Lundh. Masks 
are a tradition in Greek theatre, which were 
worn to distinguish characters, since the 
ampitheatre used to hold 5,000 plus people. 
To create the masks, the two actors spent al- 
most an hour with their faces covered in 
plaster, unable to move, much less laugh. 
Kimberly Steen, who plays Tiresias, went 
through a similar adventure to make a latex 
mask which she wears to make her appear 
old. 


The play, which involves the death of two 
brothers, is also about balance and a time of 
being out of balance. The men’s masks are 
worn only in the first scene, but are left on the 
set to symbolize the presence of the two 
brothers in which they play. One of the 
brothers was buried, and his mask is hung on 
a balance which hangs from the set (putting it 
out of balance); the mask of the other brother 
is left on the floor. Both masks are left on the 
set during the performance, symbolizing their 
presence, and the unequal balance represents 
that things were out a alignment, a taboo in 
those times, which meant nature was out of 
harmony, as well. 

The costume construction closely repre- 
sents traditional Greek costume. Costume 
designer, Diane Rhody, a Clothing, Textiles 
and Design student at Stout, made to patterns 
from researching historical Greek costumes. 
Tunics are worn, with long, loose flowing 
veils. The fabric is a rich satin, with the color 
of each costume symolizing the personality 
and status of each character. 

The swords are made of real metal to 
achieve a more authentic appearance. Kathy 
O’Dennel, who is gluing and painting the 
swords, is using this experience to fulfil time 
requirements for her Intro to Theatre class. 
Students in this class, who need 15 hours of 
work on the play to receive an A, make-up 
much of the tech crew, although many are 
avidly interested in theater anyway. For most, 
it is a learning experience that they enjoy. “I 
learned to use an electric screwdriver,” O’Den- 
nel said. 

It is clear that the technical crew put as 
much time and effort into the production of 
Antigone as did the actors and actresses. “It 
was a challenge, every night was different,” 
Director James Miller said. “I had a glaze in my 
eyes seeing the set grow. 

The stage is unique to UW-Stout, since 
this is the first time one has been built in the 
balcony. The tech crew started building the set 
one week after the last play ended. “It can be 
kind of dangerous,” Aaron Wilson, one of the 
set builders, said. “We had to crawl under the 
set and fix the creaks.” The rest of the build- 
ers joked that it took lots of nails, lots of two 
by fours, and many hours and hard work to 
create the Greek amphitheater simile. 

The stage is set essentially as a classical 
Greek amphitheater would have been, with a 
bare platform and the audience at an intimate 
distance sitting at an incline (pseudo steep 
hill). “The action is right in your lap,” Miller 
said.

A lot of experimenting was involved in 
the design of the stage, such as where the 
people would come in, how to secure the set, 
etc...”A lot of ‘try it and see’ was going on,” 
Miller said. 

Simplicity is the buzz word, in keeping 
with the theme of the traditional Greek trag- 
edy, with the costumes being the only area 
were any extravagance was hinted. 

The original music for the play was writ- 
ten by Miller, which is sung by the chorus. The 
only other music will be played by the cast 
themselves, who play instruments like a drum, 
triangle, finger symbols, and even sticks. The 
chorus, which makes up eight of the cast 
members, spends much of their time speaking 
in unison, a difficult task since they are split on 
opposite sides of the theater. 

People who are familiar with Greek trag- 
edy will be surprised by the play, according to 
Miller. “These are real people, not stuffed 
museum statues,” Miller said. “People will be 
surprised to discover the fire and passion 
these people had 2,500 years ago.” 

Antigone is a story about doing what is 
right verses doing what is legal...a common 
plot even for a 1989 drama. 

The play lasts only one hour and 20 
minutes, keeping with the theme of Greek 
plays, which traditionally are sparse, with 
short scenes, tightly 
constructed and to 
the point. “You will 
watch human beings 
interact in a short 
period of time and 
come to a boil 
quickly,” Miller said. 

Antigone, 
which was written 
by Sophocles and 
translated by Dud- 
ley Fitts and Robert 
Fitzgerald, was writ- 
ten in 440 B.C. Al- 
though it has been 
interpreted in Eng- 
lish, the wording was 
not changed as to 
keep the original 
story the same. 

Auditions for 
the play were on No- 
vember 2, and re- 
hearsals began im- 
mediately after. Soon 
began the work on 
the set design, color 
decisions, costume 
design, lighting, 
sound, etc...”There 
has been a lot of 
activity involved in 
the show for the last 
five weeks,” Miller 
said. 

Soon it will be 
opening night. The 
set will be done, the 
costumes will be in 
place, and all the 
lines will be learned. 
Miller, or “Doc” as 
the cast and crew 
call him, is busy 
checking the entire 
process, making 
sure everything is in 
place. Those who 
are first to appear on 
the stage are nerv- 
ous. “The split sec- 
ond before you go 
on stage you have to 
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go the bathroom,” Witt said. “Everyone is 
going like this, (crosses her legs, several of the 
other actresses join in, striking the same pose).” 

Now, it’s time. The hours of hard work, 
the time and dedication to prepare for this 
Greek tragedy, is completed. __ 

It’s opening night, the lights are dimmed 
and a hush falls across the theater, a strange 


- serenity that hasn’t been heard since the last 


production. Music begins, but can only be 
heard faintly, until it crescendos into a roar as 
the actors come rushing onto the stage. The 
lights are up and the show has begun. The cast 
of Antigone is in show mode. 

Antigone opens tonightand plays through 
the 16th at 8 p.m. with a matinee at 2 p.m. on 
Sunday Dec. 17. Students and staff pay $3, 
others pay $4.

The trees are being ordered 
through the city, and once they are 
purchased, they will be donated to 
Menomonie parks. Yoss feels that 
this gesture will promote good re- 
lations between the university and 
the community, as well as aid the 
environment. 

Yoss has spent many hours re- 
searching the possibility of buying 
these trees, and she feels it will be 
very possible with the help of the 
students at Stout. “I’m hoping we 
can raise enough money for all the 
trees. | would liketo set up the fund 
raiser like a donation drive.

The “Cool It!” committee has 
other projects in mind as well. One 
of these is to create a campus-wide 
ban on styrofoam products. Styro- 
foam contains CFCs which are 
destroying the Earth’s ozone layer. 
There are some difficulties with 
this idea however. Styrofoam 
products are supplied to the uni- 
versity by state stores. The state 
stores are supplied with foam 
products which are manufactured 
at the state prison in Waupun. 
“This makes the foam products 
economical and feasibly sound for 
the university to buy,” Yoss said. 

Setting up a recycling program 
on campus is another goal of the 
committee. The Rec Center has 
already set up a container for 
empty aluminum cans, and by the 
end of the semester, “Cool It!” 
hopes to have one of these contain- 
ers near every pop machine on 
campus. 

One more idea is to get the uni- 
versity to buy all recycled paper 
products. The: University Book- 
store does feature some recycled 
paper products already, but Yoss 
would like all areas of the univer- 
sity to use recycled paper. The 
problem is cost , it is very expen- 
sive and the university can not af- 
ford to buy it. According to Yoss, if 
the state were to set up a state-wide 
recycling program, the cost would 
go down. 

Through her research in the 
“Cool It!” project, Yoss also discov- 
ered that Gaylord Nelson, a forme: 
U.S. senator from Wisconsin who 
introduced the legislation for Earth 
Day, will be speaking in Eau Claire 
during April to promote the twen- 
tieth anniversary of Earth Day. 
Yoss is hoping that the Student 
Speaker Series will be able to bring 
him to Stout as well.

Some places will 
charge $25 a day if you have a pet. 
Then look at the place, look at it 
good and get everything in writ- 
ing. If you go to the house and a 
door is broken and you want it 
fixed, get it in writing. It’s also a 
great idea to get renter’s insurance. 
It’s inexpensive, but people don’t 
think of it. Twenty-five dollars a 
year with a $100 deductible is 
worth $2,000 of coverage.”

The Midwestern Compromise 
consists of two main elements, 
with the first being the acid rain 
problem in the upper Wisconsin 
area. The problem with this stems 
from the determination of unsafe 
levels of acid rain. “Which year do 
we pick to be the ‘trigger’ level 
from which to calculate our stan- 
dards?” Gunderson said. 

The second issue in the Mid- 
western Compromise deals with 
the problem of large plants using 
coal. Coal usage is contradictory to 
the very basis of the clean air bill. 

The third issue discussed in rela- 
tion to the clean air bill is that of 
funding for the acid rain program 
asa part of the bill. “Should it bea 
tax on the whole country or some 
other method?” he said. 

The topic of education was 
touched on and Gunderson feels 
that the focus next year will be in 
two specific areas. One, the re-au- 
thorization of vocational educa- 
tion would mean an increase in the 
percentage of funding to high

school vocational education. 

“The Senate is adopting rules 
that say 65 to 75 percent of the voc.

Selz added, “I think it is impor- 
tant for the students to know that 
the profits are going back into the

In addition, the lack of funds 
does not allow the station to oper- 
ate the way Matthews, whois retir- 
ing at the end of May, would like to 
see it.

According to Bob Johnson, di- 
rector of the student center, each 
student pays fees to support the 
student center. These fees amount 
to approximately $96 each year per 
student. Therefore, a profit in sales 
would result in a decrease in stu- 
dent fees to the center. As Johnson 
put it, “The dining service actually 
subsidizes student fees.” 

According to Selz, Stout’s prices 
are less than other UW schools. In 
his 1988-89 price comparison of the 
UW system dining facilities, Stout 
came out ahead. Ninety-five per- 
cent of the items in our student 
center dining services were priced 
lower than any other branch uni- 
versity. 

At this point there is no talk of 
further price inflation.

Summer school 
faces budget cuts

The UW-Stout summer school 
budget is going to be cut during the 
1990-91 academic year in order to 
make room for an “all university 
reserve fund” being devised by 
Chancellor Sorensen. 

The summer school program 
will lose 12.5 percent or $115,000 of 
its almost one million dollar 
budget. “At this point, my staffand 
I are looking at summer school 
with a critical eye and determining 
how well it is being used,” 
Sorensen said. 

Last year 3,350 students at- 
tended summer school at Stout. 
This number exceeds the national 
average and has been growing 
every year in the number of stu- 
dents attending and the number of 
credits available. As of yet, 
Sorensen is not sure how the 
$115,000 cut will affect summer 
school students. He said there will 
probably not be a change in the 
number of courses offered, but 
there will be fewer faculty mem- 
bers hired to teach the summer ses- 
sions. 

According to Vice Chancellor 
John Van Osdale, director of sum- 
mer session, there will be the same 
number of class sections available 


as in the past. “My assumption is 
that the out of class activities and 
non-related classroom activities 
are the areas which will be feeling 
the cut,” Van Osdale said. 

Last year, there was an addi- 
tional $66,000 allotted for summer 
faculty raises. This, added to the 
base budget of $900,000, brought 
the summer school budget to a 
total of $966,000. This is the total to 
be cut by 12.5 percent. 

Decreasing the summer school 
budget is the first step in develop- 
ing a reserve or emergency fund 
for the university. “Right now we 
have little flexibility in the budget; 
if an issue were to come about, we 
would have no money to resolve 
it,” Sorensen said. In the next two 
years, he hopes to have a base 
budget reserve of $500,000. Ac- 
cording to Sorensen, none of UW- 
Stout’s $32 million yearly budget is 
being lost, this reserve fund is 
simply an overall budget re-alloca- 
tion. 

“Having summer school is not 
good for the university, budget- 
wise, because we don’t get any of 
that money back,” Sorensen said. 
The Chancellor will be reviewing 
the new budget cut with the possi- 
bility of making changes again 
next summer.

money is concentrated in post- 
high-school education, and we 
probably have the best post-secon- 
dary voc. ed. program inthe coun- 
try.” 

The second issue in education 
that Gunderson foresees as being 
prominent in this next year is that 
of the Job Training Partnership 
Act. This act deals with economi- 
cally disadvantaged, not dis- 
placed, workers. Many people 
who fall into the category of eco- 
nomically disadvantaged have no 
basic working skills, and fre- 
quently are not English speaking. 

A few questions were asked 
regarding the national debt and 
what type of programs will be 
implemented to pay it off. Concern 
centered around defense spending 
and Gunderson calmed those con- 
cerns by announcing that over the 
next five years, 100 to 135 billion 


dollars will be cut from defense 
spending. 

Gunderson feels that more im- 
portant than reducing the deficit is 
the management of a growth econ- 
omy. “A one percent decrease in 
the gross national product adds 
$42 billion to the deficit, and a one 
percent increase in unemployment 
adds $26 billion to it,” he said. “We 
can do all the deficit reduction we 
want, but if we don’t see to it that 
we have a growth economy, we've 
added $68 billion to it.” 

One question that was presented 
to Gunderson was why he upheld 
the president’s veto to ban the use 
of Medicaid for funding abortions 
in the instance of incest or rape. 

“To your surprise, even though I 
am pro-life, I will vote for funding 
of rape and incest abortions, pro- 
viding the rape or incest is 
proven,” he said. 

Other issues discussed included 
space technology, spearfishing, 
property taxes (state issues), social 
security, and health insurance.

The UW- Stout Wrestling team is 
looking forward to the Conference 
championship which will be held 
Feb. 16 and 17 in River Falls.

I met a guy named Dave about 
two years ago. He was about my 
age, 19 or 20 at the time, intelligent 


and ambitious. Except when I 
knew him, he was trying to get off 
cocaine. 

Dave voluntarily went into a re- 
habilitation hospital exactly one 
year after his introduction to co- 
caine. It amazed me that in one 
year, he could do enough damage 
to himself to get help. 

I asked him why he started 
messing with cocaine. He said he 
was bored. 

“Thad a great job. All this money 
and nothing to spend it on,” he 
said. “And I was bored.” 

He had tried college for a year 
but it didn’t appeal to him. Not 
that he couldn’t have made it, but 
he wantec ‘o get into the real world. 
So he got a good job supervising a 
loading dock at a Milwaukee com- 
pany. 

But it was boring. 

I met Dave's parents and his two 
little sisters. They are probably the 
most middle-class, all-American, 
nicest family I'll ever meet. Dave 
plays soccer. 

Dave told me what the rehab 
hospital was like. One guy in his 
group checked himself in after 
only three months of using co- 
caine. 

How did you know when to go 
in, | asked? 

“When I realized I couldn’t stop 


whenever I wanted to,” he said. 
“That’s when called the hospital.” 

The hospital didn’t like to give 
out medicine to the patients, 
maybe for fear that prescribed 
drug addictions would develop, 
but every night for the first few 
weeks, Dave had to take medica- 
tion. 

He said it was to stop the night- 
mares addicts get when they’re 
coming off cocaine. 

And that stuff about how coke 
increases your sex drive, Dave 
said. It’s a lie. I haven’t even 
looked at a girl for months. 

One time he told me about this 
research some scientists did on 
monkeys. If a monkey pressed a 
lever in a cage , a pellet of mari- 
Juana would drop into the cage. 
Once the scientists believed the 
monkey was addicted, they’d cut 
off the supply. The monkey would 
press the lever a couple hundred 
times before giving up. 

The same experiment was done 
with cocaine. The monkey became 
addicted and then its supply was 
cut off. 

_ The monkey pressed the lever 
13,000 times before giving up. 

Powerful stuff, I said. 

Dave nodded. There are a lot of 
cocaine addicts who relapse, he 
said. A lot. And he sounded 
scared. 

I haven't talked to Dave for a 
long time. I don’t know how he’s 
doing, but I hope he’s okay. 

No. There’s not an exciting end 
to this story. No tragedy. No ro- 
mance. 

Just a friend who was bored. 

I guess I thought everyone 
should know that it’s not the poor 
people or the problem kids or the stars 
who get addicted to cocaine. Most 
addicts never have their stories 
printed in People magazine. 

Addicts are just plain people - 
like you and me. 

I just thought you should know.

Jerry Buckley, director of Protective Services, said Applied 
Arts has the least amount of thefts of all buildings on this 
campus, but some artists such as Sottin have not filed reports. 
Buckley says there are only two reports of stolen artwork. One 
was Of a print which was stolen from the art gallery case. The 
case had been broken, and blood was even found on the 
scattered shards of glass. 

Fortunately, the police got a chance to follow through on 
the other report; the report for Jessica Klysen’s painting. 

Klysen said she received a phone call from someone who 
refused to state their name. The person knew who had stolen 
Klysen’s painting and said the thief had been bragging about 
it. The anonymous caller also said she/he would “rather like to 
see the guy nailed.” 

Klysen immediately called the police, and the next day the 
police went to the culprit’s house. The painting was 
safely retrieved and the thief was issued a $95 fine. 

I had the opportunity to speak with “the thief” 
(as he shall be called) to find out why he stole the 
painting. Our agreement was for his name to remain 
anonymous, but let the records show— he is a Stout 
student. 

Apparently, the thief was ending a late-night 
drinking binge when he stole the painting. 

“I was at a party, and 1 was coming back ham- 
mered,” the thief said. “It was cold out that night, and 
I stopped in (Applied Arts) to warm up. I was looking 
around, and I saw the painting. I thought it was a neat 
painting, and I took it. It wasn’t a malicious attempt 
or anything. I took it because I liked it.” 

Klysen knew the thief had taken 
the painting when he was drunk, but 
‘she was enraged by what the anony- 
mous caller told her. “I guess the thing 
that really bugs me the most about it is 
that I heard this guy was walking around 
bragging about it, even after he had 
sobered-up,” Klysen said. “There’s not 
even any excuse for that.” J 

The thief was also upset by what 
the anonymous caller said, but in a dif- 
ferent way. He could not seem to figure 
out who would have told. He insisted 
he had not bragged about it. “It’s not 
exactly the sort of thing you run around 
and tell people about,” he said. 

When asked if he felt bad 
about stealing the painting he replied, 
“No, because she got it back, and it was 
in one piece and everything; and that 
was it. I was going to return it, but it 
would be kind of hard. My roommates 
and I were trying to figure out a way to 
do it. But we got beat to it.” 

Klysen and many others were 
upset by the minute fine the thief re- 
ceived. “I could have nailed him,” Kly-

sen said. “I probably could have had him kicked out of school 
if 1 wanted to. I probably could have sued him too. 

“Ninty-five dollars just doesn’t seem like enough for what 
that puts a person through,” Klysen continued. “Not consider- 
ing that drinking charges are basically the same; and that’s just 
for hurting yourself.” 

Many art and design students were concerned about 
whether the thefts would affect their studio time. Rumors were 
flying that the painting studios would be closed outside of class 
periods, making it next to impossible for students to finish their 
work. 

But Gene Bloedorn, chair of the Art and Design Depart- 
ment, does not seem to think there is a problem. 

“I do not see this as a pattern,” Bloedorn said. “I think we 
have had a very fortunate past and have not had many 
examples of theft. But we are going to be more watchful of this 
in the future. We want to make sure that everybody under- 
stands we do not take theft lightly.” 

Bloedorn also had an interesting view of the thefts. “In a 
way it is kind of an ugly, back-handed compliment because 
(the thiefs) did not steal the paintings to have a prank and 
throw them away. They stole them because they wanted to 
keep them.” 

Klysen strongly suggests for anyone with stolen artwork 
to hang posters around school and to file a report with the 
police. If she had done neither of these, she might not have her 
painting today. 

Klysen’s final comment was, “I’m totally grateful to the 
(caller) because if it wasn’t for her/him, I probably never would

i assume that the people in Hollywood finally started losing money on 
those icw budget iame-o police cartoons, that they had to find some other 
way to let the film industry's worst screen writers to make another movie.

So Maris, realizing Lance's desire tc rid the ski patrol members, uses him 
and a couple of pretty boy thugs to sabotage the place. This would cause 
the ski hill to be shut down, and Pops to loose his lease. Bored yet? Wait, 
it gets worse. 

Tine Police Academy type casting continues with a colored man who 
does impressions, a Hispanic guy who plays with explosives, a geek with 
unusual talents, a female inspector who can beat up any guy, and a 
mailadroit ski patrol instructor who is the object of paltry, insignificant 
practical iokes. 

The writers of this film must have made it up as they were filming, 
throwing in obnoxious slapstick wherever they felt like tt, and incorporating 
asinine characters, like a schizophrenic ski monger, which only distracted 
from an already retarded movie. 

Without totally tearing into this torturous spectacle, Ski Patro/did offer 
some quality ski tootage including some impressive stunts on the siopes.

Menomonie may not rank as one 
of the top 100 culturally distinct towns 
in America, but there are a number of 
decent activities to keep the college 
student enthused. However, many of 
these activities require money, some- 
thing the average student has little of. 
So, as you sit there wondering what in 
the world you can do before or when 
the money runs out, realize that with a 
little imagination, there are millions of 
FREE things to do in Menomonie. 

Let's take nature for instance, since 
many of you partake of its wonderful 
bounties. Sight-seeing is generally a 
free activity around this area and one 
of the most unique opportunities for 
such an adventure is the Devil's 
Punchbow!. Some of vou have been 
to the Punchbowl and are aware of its 
special beauty, but for those who have- 
n‘t, there are probably questions as to 
why this area is so unique. 

For one thing, the Punchbow! 
boasts as having the highest, largest, 
and only natural waterfail during 
spring in all of Dunn and Eau Claire 
counties. This is due to the large 
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amount of water that collects there 
from the spring thaw. During the 
spring and summer months, one can 
find interest, if one is scientifically in- 
clined, in the different botanical habi- 
tats that abound there. One of these 
habitats would be the moist and 
shaded cliffs covered with mosses and 
ferns. 

The Punchbowl holds interest for 
geologists-at-heart also. According to 
Jim Eggert, associate professor of So- 
cial Science/ Economics, most of the 
underlying structure is sandstone that 
years. This gives the adventurer an 
opportunity to seek out any fossil re- 
mains in the area. Because of the soft 
nature of sandstone, the force of the 
water dropping from the cliffs during 
the spring run-off has carved a deep 
hole. The technical term for this struc- 
ture is a plunge pool and it can be 


compared to a large punchbowl. Why

the name Devil's Punchbowl is given 
to this area may be due to how deep 
the pool will eventually extend. 

The Punchbowl is located on Para- 
dise Valley Road, which is the first left 
off county Road P. Previously, this 
land was privately owned, but the city 
finally acquired all of it by 1961. Ac- 
cording to the Dunn County Park 
Manager, the county tried to have it 
established as a park, but was never 
very successful due to a significant 
amount of vandalizing. 

Now, however, Jim Eggert, who is 
aiso a member of a group called 
Friends of the Punchbowl, has helped 
change the ownership status from the 
county over to the Stout Foundation. 
The main goal of Eggert’s group is to 
preserve, maintain, and improve the 
Punchbowl. “The Punchbowi can be 
appreciated for its delicacy, and our 
goal is to keep it as a primitive and 
natura! area. We would like to move 
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its image away from a party place and 
mere towards a scientific study area,” 
Eggert said. Eggert has even consid- 
ered creating a sand prairie out of 
some of the area. 

So, when you visit the Punchbowi, 
there won't be any picnic tables or 
barbecue pits. It’s also advised by 
Egyert that visitors not build fires as 
that destroys the delicate surround- 
ings. “You can take a picnic but be 
sure to pack out what you pack in,” 
Eggert said. 

The Punchbowl may seem like a 
great place for scentific observation 
during the warmer months, but it 
holds interest for any individual dur- 
ing any season. During the winter it is 
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4 wonderful, natural ice sculpture gar- 
iin dine i the Gecned Aiea cs 
water seepage coming from the sur- 
rounding cliffs. For that reason alone, 
it is worth braving the cold. 

Why not take a trip through the 
Devil's Punchbow!? Or, make it an 
adventure of study, wnatever your 
preference.

The art community of Stout 
gathered together last Tuesday 
to admire and criticize the work 
of the art faculty. Artists repre- 
sented in the exhibition include 
Paul DeLong, Gene Bloedorn, 
Sally Bowker, Dion Manriquez, 
Pat Zontelli, Scott Wallace, 
Humphrey Gilbert, John Perri, 
Doug Cumming, William 
Schulman and Charles Wimmer. 

Scott Wallace offered some 
comments on the ideas behind 
the images he used for one of his 
metal sculptures. “I used peren- 
nials which is a very simplistic 
idea and a garden trellis, which 
is very literal,”"Wallace said. 

The garden trellis is a com- 
missioned piece to become part 
of Stout’s permanent art collec- 
tion. The small scale work, found 
in the exhibit may not be exactly 
what students will see once the 
larger piece is installed. “It’s kind 
of a tough one to paint because 
you have to go with red for the 
brick,”Wallace said. “The forms 
are going to change too some- 
what. This is pretty much what's 
going to happen, but as I work 
on it I change things. I change 
scale or paint thingsas it’s going. 
It allows for spontaneity.” 

The scale is approximateiy 
one inch equals one foot, which 


makes the piece about 20 feet 
long. The large sculpture is being 
fabricated out of hollow steel. 
The finished piece will be brought 
up to the building by crane. 
Doug Cumming’s large litho 
print may be one of the most 
entrancing pieces in the show. 
Because of it’s size, the question 
of how it was made is raised. “It 
was hand drawn on transparent 


~ paper. That’s then burned onto 


a large plate,"*Cumming said. 
“These were printed in West 
Germany. A friend of mine 
bought an old press. Each color 
had to be drawn separately. 
There are nine colors; nine huge 
sheets of transparent paper. I 
like to print first blue and then 
black, slightly off register so you 
get this little blue glow. The artist 
has to be there when they are 
printed, especially for something 
like this because you change 
the color and adjust the 
registration,"Cumming said. 
Jan Coker, Stout student, 
pointed out that Cumming’s 
lithos must be about butter- 
flies. “Butterflies are to me a 
good symbol of the ecology be- 
cause it’s the cycles of butter- 
flies from the beginning to end. 
I like to do things that have to do 
with the ecology,”"Cumming said. 
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The large print, Ecobalance, is 
about a balance between ecol- 
ogy and the industrial direction 
and man’s responsibility to the 
environment, Cumming said. 

“I more or less want to dero- 
manticize almost everything I 
look at, but putting it on a 
pedestal still romanticizes it, 
"Cumming said. “Youreally can’t 
get away from it.” 

“This (Ecobalance) is a 
puzzle, and if you look at it long 
enough you can start putting it 
back together; as it was origi- 
nally before it was torn apart, 
placed and arranged,”°Cumming 
said. “I like it when I can get the 
viewer to share in that studio 
experience. 

“I built this still life in Ger- 
many. | painted it, slopped it on 
the floor and hung it up on the 
wall,,;Cumming said. “Then I 
looked at it, and drew it just 
from looking at it. That to me is 
sort of like this realists’ creed. 

“Right now I'm interested in 
history, even the history of how 
it was made. Therefore, the 
puzzle. As you start to share in 
putting it back together, "Cum- 
ming said. “It’s like tracks in the 
snow. Ever since I was a little 
kid that was a really fascinating 
thing. If you know anything

about nature, you know the spe- 
cies. You could follow mouse 
tracks until you see wing marks 
in the snow, and there's the 
whole drama right there.”

Probation a problem

Last semester 211 UW-Stout stu- 


dents were put on academic proba- 
tion and 193 were academically 
dismissed. What exactly is aca- 
demic probation, and how do both 
of these figures reflect the admis- 
sion standards as well as the stu- 
dents of this university? 

The term “academic probation” 
is used when a student’s grade 
point average (G.P.A.) does not 
meet the required academic stan- 
dards set by the university. Instead 
of being immediately dismissed, a 
student is given one semester to 
raise his or her cumulative G.P.A. 
in order to remain in attendance. 
This system is based on semester 
credits attempted, rather than 
credits earned. 

For example, a student comes to 
Stout and is classified as a first- 
semester freshman (0-14.5 credits 
attempted). At the end of the se- 
mester, their G.P.A. must not be 
lower than 1.0 or he will be dis- 
missed from the university. This 


policy holds true for all student 
classifications. If a G.P.A. is be- 
tween 1.0 and 1.8, a student will be 
put on academic probation, and 
will have until the end of freshman 
year to bring the cumulative G.P.A. 
up toa 1.9 or he will be dismissed.

Author Salman Rushdie said he considered emerg- 
ing from hiding for the first time in almost a year to 
deliver a lecture in London condemning the impact of 
religious fundamentalism on freedom of expression, 
but was dissuaded by his police protectors. Instead, his 
text was read by a friend. The late Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini of Iran said last year that Rushdie blas- 
phemed Islam in his novel “The Satanic Verses,” and 
demanded his death.

Fast food containers banned 


Portland Ore., has the right to ban food containers 
made of polystyrene foam, a state judge said in dis- 
missing a challenge by McDonalds, Kentucky Fried 
Chicken, other restaurants and recyclers. The city ar- 
gued foam containers fill up waste-disposal sites and 
take generations to decompose. Opponents of the ban 
said foam containers can be recycled and alternative 
paper products also end up at landfills.

But as had been 
mentioned earlier by Siedlecki, 
the SSA has until the end of this 
school year to decide on a final 
budget. 

Frelke feels that the current 
budget will require additional ad- 
justments. “As president, | have 
no voting power, but Ido have the 
power to influence, and I do have 
the power to veto the budget as it 
currently stands,” she said. “If 
they chose to pass the budget as it 
is right now, I will definitely veto 
Ata 

But, Cohorst commented that 
although the budget has been 
going through revisions ever since 
the original budget hearing, many 
of the decisions were made at the 
hearing itself. 

According to Siedlecki, some of 
the factors that determined how 
the money was divided among 
groups were: how many people 
are involved in the organization, 
how detailed their budget is, and 
how well they presented them- 
selves at the budget hearing. 

The motion was tabled and no 
decisions were reached. The 
budget discussion will resume at 
next Tuesdays meeting.

If a student becomes a first-se- 
mester sophomore (30-44.5 credits 
attempted), he will be expected to 
maintain a G.P.A. at or above 2.0 in 
this semester, and in all semesters 
to follow, or he will be put on 
probation. 

It is important to keep in mind 
that although students must main- 
tain a 2.0 to meet the university 
standards, some majors require a 
G.P.A. that is higher than 2.0 in 
order to graduate.

What causes students to drop to 
the probation level? According to 
Joseph M. Larkin, associate dean of 
students, each case depends onthe 
individual. A large number of 
students on probation are fresh- 
men who do not have a solid aca- 
demic background from high 
school, or have difficulty adjusting 
to college. Other students have 
personal problems they are not 
able to cope with, and their G.P.A. 
falls as a result . 

This year, Larkin wanted to 
make sure that students on proba- 
tion got the attention they needed 
in order to bring their G.P.A.s up to 
university standards. He met with 
the Peer Advisement for Stout Stu- 
dents (PASS ) staff and gave all the 
advisors copies of probation stu- 
dents’ transcripts. The advisors 


then knew the academic back- 
grounds of the students and were 
able to help them make reasonable 
class choices. 

Larkin also said that residence 
hall advisors (R.A.s) are informed 
of the status of students on proba- 
tion. The R.A.s are asked to watch 
and help those students to make 
sure they do not become disrup- 
tive forces in the halls. “We do not 
want to pick on them or stand over 
their shoulder,” Larkin said. “The 
bottom line is we are all concerned 
and we care for students.” 

Celene Frey, PASS program di- 
rector, feels that there has been a 
good rapport between the PASS 
advisors and students on proba- 
tion. She advised 25 freshmen last 
semester, five of whom are now on 
probation. “This semester | will 
give these students priority to 
make sure things are going well for 
them,” Frey said. 

She also said that most students 
on probation know what they did 
wrong, but they do not understand 
all the options open to them. 
“Some students believe that in 
order to retake a class, they have to 
have the same teacher. I like to 
explain the facts, give alternatives 
and let them know that someone is 
there to give them a boost,” Frey 
said. 

If a student on probation does 
not raise his or her G.P.A. above the 
probation level, there are some 
options available aside from dis- 
missal. One option is summer 
school which is open to anyone. If 
a student on dismissal can prove 
himself during summer school, 
then the university might let him 
back in on probation the following 
semester. 

Another alternative is to appeal 
the dismissal. To do this, a student 
must submit a written appeal, and 
appear in person in front of an 
appeals committee, made up of 
voluntary faculty members repre- 
senting each of the four schools at 
Stout. Students are given a certain 
amount of time to talk with the 


committee about their academic 
performance, then the committee 
decides whether the student 
should be given another chance. 

Bill Siedlecki, associate director 
of the Student Center, has been 
asked to sit on the appeals commit- 
tee several times. He feels it is a 
very difficult task, but he and other 
members of the committee do it 
because they care about students 
and they want students to have a 
fair chance. “If the institution did 
not feel that students had legiti- 
mate reasons, there would not be 
this operation,” Siedlecki said. 

Many times parents do not 

know how their son or daughter is 
doing in school until it is too late. 
Larkin often hears parents wishing 
for some sort of warning signal, 
and feels that Stout should send 
out mid-term grades. He also said 
most faculty disagree. Preparing 
midterms would be a big hassle 
and if a parent wishes to know his 
or her child’s grades, the student 
should tell them. 

Statistics show that there are 
always more probations and dis- 
missals during the first semester of 
each year because there are more 
students attending school then, 
but on the whole, numbers have 
been decreasing. This is partially 
due to the fact that Stout raised its 
admission standards in 1988, and 
they are decreasing enrollment.

Womack feels that extra lighting 
on campus would assure safety of 
students on university grounds 
and would avoid any kind of law- 
suitsand negative publicity forthe 
campus. 

UW System supports the light- 
ing project and is discussing the 
program with DSFM. “This pro- 
gram has gotten a good deal of 
attention at the state level,” Wom- 
ack said. “Someone was out here 
from DSFM looking at our need 
for lighting, which is definitely a 
positive sign.” 

Later this month the project will 
be presented to the Building Com- 
mission, whichis chaired by Gov- 
ernor Thompson. “It is also a posi- 
tive sign that the request is going 
on to the Building Commission to 


determine if it will be approved,” — 


Womack said. 

This is the first request that 
deals with exterior projects. 
“DSFM needs to reconsider those 
projects eligible for health and 
safety funds,” Womack said. 

If this request is approved it will 
add a greater number of light fix- 
tures in high traffic areas on cam- 
pus, where personal safety may be 
at risk.

with a peer model from a similar 
ethnic background, a Guided 
Work Experience Program, which 
is very similar to internships, anda 
variety of workshops and seminar 
programs. 

“It is also part of our goal to 
make minority people more visible 
on this campus. Inthe library, or in 
the student center, offering food 
samples and cultural exchange,” 
Torres said. “We encourage stu- 
dents to get into different clubs.” 

A plan for the future includes a 
survey of those minority students 
who have left Stout, to help deter- 
mine how Stout can improve mi- 
nority relations and address the 


attrition rate among minority stu- 
dents. Pheng Thao graduated 
from Stout in 1988 with a degree in 
Applied Technology and is in his 
first year of graduate studies in 
Management Technology. 

“My decision to come to Stout 
was based on education,” Thao 
said. “I think you can be a success 
by chance, but the only way to bea 
true success is through education.” 

According to Torres, attitudes 
must change toward multicultural 
acceptance. “It may take a couple 
of generations, being exposed to 
different cultures, providing more 
diversity,” Torres said. 

Stout is taking a pro-active role 
by setting a minority enrollment 
increase goal of 50 percent by 1993 
and 100 percent by 1998, according 
to the Design for Diversity Annual

Report, 1989-90. More hiring of 
minorities is happening in all de- 
partments. 

“We need to see minorities in 
jobs other than in the kitchen,” 
Torres said. “We need to see them 
behind the library desk and in the 
student center.” 

Stout is also beginning to require 
students to take some cultural or 
minority studies credits as part of 
each academic major in hopes of 
changing biases through teaching. 
Plans to incorporate this curricu- 
lum change will be in effect by the 
fall of 1990. 

“Some people view these efforts 
as reverse discrimination. They 
are wrong,” Bill Siedlecki, associ- 
ate director of the Student Center 
said. “We are working together for 
a total university-wide attitude.” 


Technology changing

“The Future of Technology” 
was theme the at the West Central 
Wisconsin Consortium (WCWC) 
last weekend. UW-Stout hosted 
the three day event which was held 
for students in the UW System aca- 
demic honor societies. 

Approximately 60 students 
from UW system schools, includ- 
ing Eau Claire, La Crosse, River 
Falls, and Stout, attended. 

Lecturers were brought in from 
area schools, all of whom deal with 
technology on a day-to-day basis. 

“At the present rate, technology 
is doubling every four years. When 
you come in as a freshman in col- 
lege and graduate four years later,

James Bensen, president of the 
Dunwoody Institute, said. 

Kelly Cain, assistant professor of 
Plant and Earth Science from River 
Falls, was another speaker at the 
conference. Cain also spoke on 
subject matter related to techno- 
logical change. 

“Technology brings with it con- 
sequences of choice, sometimes 
good and other times bad,” Cain 
said. “Just because technology 


produces a new product, 
not mean it is safe. We need 
weigh the consequences.” 

Darryl De Clute, presidental 
Stout Academic Honor Soci 
seems to agree with Cain.

Our history month 


Mind Games

Approximately 33 years ago, 
something remarkable happened. 
Nine kids went to school. 

It took quite a lot of hard work 
and persuasion to get these kids to 
go. Don’t get me wrong - the kids 
wanted to go to school. 

No, they didn’t need any per- 
suasion. It was the people of Little 
Rock, Arkansas who needed per- 
suasion. 

You see, these nine high school 
kids were black. They wanted to go 
to a well-staffed, properly funded 
school. 

It took 11,000 soldiers and a 
declaration from President 
Dwight Eisenhower to get those 
nine kids safely into the school. 

February is Black History Month 


and this week I chose to write 
about nine black high school kids 
and one white woman who 
worked to change the segregation 
policies in a high school in Little 
Rock, Ark. 

Mrs. Daisy Bates was one 
woman who realized and acted 
upon the basic concept that all 
Americans should have the same 
freedoms. All American children 
should be allowed to go to good 
schools and be well-educated. One 
fundamental concept. 

During the course of her 
struggle, Mrs. Bates and her hus- 
band lost their newspaper, the 
State Press, which they had run for 
16 years. There was no question as 
to why advertisers suddenly with- 
drew their funding. 

Mrs. Bates was arrested and 
threatened countless times, and 
yet she knew she couldn’t back 
down. 

_ The nine teen-agers had a rough 

time as well. When they couldn’t 
be physically abused, after the 
state troopers were brought in, 
they were mentally abused. One 
student was expelled for finally 
fighting back. 

Yet Daisy and her kids pressed 
on, until that one day the Arkansas 
State Troopers kept those nine kids 


from entering Central High 
School. A hundred grown men felt 
so threatened by these nine teen- 
age kids that they physically kept 
the kids from entering the build- 
ing. 
That’s when Eisenhower called 
the national troops in. 

Ina short play by Denise Hamil- 
ton, Daisy Bates’ character says,”I 
was excited the troops were sent, 
but not happy. Any time it takes 
11,000 soldiers to assure nine Ne- 
gro children their constitutional 
rights in a democratic society, I 
can’t be happy.” 

And so over 30 years ago, the 
battle at Little Rock was fought. 
Over 30 years ago, nine black kids 
and one white woman banded 
together and became ten Ameri- 
cans. 

Although Black History Month 
may mean something different for 
a Black-American, for this white 
kid it means a chance to celebrate 
the coming together of black and 
white American history. It means I 
can admire Dr. Carver, Rosa Parks 
and Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr.and 
be proud because they were great 
Americans. They are part of the 
history, as much as George Wash- 
ington and Paul Bunyan, of this 
German-lrish kid.

money to purchase 100 osk trees. 

In past months, 242 trees have been cut 
down around Menomonie and 140 were 
removed because they were infested with 
Dutch Elm disease; tie others were cut down 
at the requests of the property owners. 

The new trees were to be planted in 
Menomonie's local parks and other areas that 
need aesthetic renewal because of the loss of 
trees. Each fledgling tree cost $30, so the or- 
ganization set their goal at $3000. 

This may seem high, but take into ac- 
count that it would only require a donation of 
50 cents by almost all Stout students. This does 
not even include help from faculty and local 
Menomonites. One can see how the peopie 
behind the Coo! it! campaign could assume a 
collection of more than $3000.

Dr. Leland Nicholls, s Hotel and Restav- 
rant Management teecher and a se!f<déescribed 
“old environmentalist,” ts not surprised by the 
weak response to the Cool It! campaign. “We 
do not have a history on this campus of 
audent involvement in environmental issues,” 
he says. 

According to Nicholls, the depressing 
turnout of supporters may have been caused 
by students’ monetary aituations and the ten- 
dency of the community to take « lot for 
granted. A majority of the citizens of Menomo- 
nie, “feel like we're conservationists,” because 
the issue has been getting attention in the area 
lately, said Nicholls. 

The twentieth anniversary of Earth Day 
will occur on April 22 and there are many 
events planned for the occasion. A panel, in- 
cluding Al Baldus, will meet to talk about 
environmental topics such as loca! landfills 
and recycling opportunities. 

Activities such as a children's parade, a 
largest tree contest, and an open house at the 
Depot (the start of the Red Gedar Trail) are all 
planned for what is being termed as Earth 
Week in Menomonie.

Some researchers 
claim that polystereneis recyclable 
and free of chlorofluorocarbons 
while others say it is not. One pos- 
sible alternative to the polysterene 
cups would cost five times as much 
as the cups now utilized, Johnson 
said. “Are you willing to pay 20 
percent more for coffee if it’s in a 
different cup?” Johnson asked. 

“Tt (new waste laws) is going to 
hit us,” Johnson said. “My feeling 
is that it’s going to come, but it will 
be a while. There are too many 
special interest groups (lobbying 
against new waste laws). I think 
we're prepared. What we need is 
some direction.” Johnson said that 
direction ultimately must come 
from legislation. 

Yet an increased effort in recy- 
cling aluminum cans does not off- 
set the increased use of plastic 
containers, plated and eating uten- 
sils in both the Terrace Cafe and the 
Pawn. “Using plastics is cheaper 
than covering the cost of theft and 
breakage of ceramic dishes,” 
Johnson said.

Center helps students beat drugs

Students whose lives are in a 


whirl wind because of drug and 


alcohol abuse havea place to go for 
help. 

There are programs designed 
through the UW-Stout Counseling 
Center that students may take 
advantage of. One of the programs 
developed by the center is the 
Alcohol and Other Drug Educa- 
tion Program (AODEP). It is de- 
signed to help students deal with 
problems they, or others close to 
them, may have with drug or alco- 
hol abuse. 

The program AODEP supplies 
concerned students with support 
groups, or one-on-one counseling. 
It also offers educational classes 
concerning drug and alcohol 
abuse. The program may also refer 
students to more qualified reha- 
bilitation services if necessary. 

The AODEP emits a comfort- 
able, non-judgmental atmosphere. 
“We do an assessment of peoples 
involvement with alcohol and 
drugs that is non-threatening and 
confidential, ” Alien Ebel, coordi- 
nator of the AODEP said. “I en- 
courage people to feel free to come 
in. The results (of the assessments) 
do not go on any records.” 

The program received $43,000 
for program developments this 
year. They received $18,000 for the 
development of a State Alcohol 
and Other Drug (AOD) Consor- 


tium, which meets once a month. 
Finally, AODEP received $1,500 for 
academic staff wages. 

According to Richard Anderson 
there is currently one full time 
employee working on the AODEP, 
Ebel, and one quarter time em- 
ployee, Shirley Murphy. 

The center also relies heavily on 
graduate students. They help run 
the classroom education discus- 
sions and counseling groups. 
“They are extremely valuable to 
our program,” Ebel said. 

The program AODEP is de- 
signed to change*drinking styles 
and train students how to use 
moderation skills. There are pre 
and post-class evaluations to see 
how much progress is actually 
made. 

According to Ebel, the majority 
of the students who take advan- 
tage of the AODEP are referred by 
others, such as parents, friends, or 
in some cases, the courts. 

In the past two and a half years, 
350 students have been referred to 
the counseling center by the courts. 
These students are required to at- 
tend an eight hour class regarding 
AOD abuse. 

There are a number of self re- 
ferred students taking part in the 
AODEP. These students normally 
attend the classes for children of 
problem parents. Last semester 
approximately 20 students at- 
tended these sessions. 

Ebel feels confident about the 
alcoholand drug abuse programat 


Stout. He said it has made definite 
progress. The program is receiving 
grants from Funding Improve- 
ments for Post Secondary Educa- 
tion (FIPSE). They also have a se- 
lection of classroom courses avail- 
able for students regarding AOD 
abuse and they are now able to do 
more advertising for the center. 
There are other programs begin- 
ning at Stout for AOD abuse. The 
Inter-Greek Council had requested 
that a chapter of Students Against 
Drunk Drivers (SADD) be in- 
formed. They now have a list of 
students interested in helping to 
get the program off the ground.

Canadians taken hostage 


Three armed men commandeered a school bus, 
taking the driver and up to 18 students hostage.

A judge ordered a murder defendant muffled be- 
cause of two outbursts.

Deputies also taped 
Morris’ hand to the armrests and shackled his feet to 
the legs of the chair. The tape was padded to prevent it 
from sticking to Morris’s mouth and neck. 

Morris is charged in the Aug. 16 shooting death of 
Kevin Young outside a Houston food store.

Stout coach loses fight 


A jury deliberated for six hours and concluded that 
a UW-Stout athletic director did not injure a tennis 
coach by cutting his pay and requiring him to quit his 
coaching assignment after the coach tussled with a 
player. 

After three days of testimony, the jury decided that 
the former Athletic Director Warren Bowlus did not 
deprive tennis coach Robert D. Smith of due process. 

Smith had an altercation with a tennis player dur- 
ing a meet on March 25, 1988. Smith urged the player to 
change strategy, and the player reacted loudly and 
profanely on the court. 

After the match, according to testimony, Smith took 
the player toa janitor’s room, shut the door and bawled 
out the player. Then the confrontation became physi- 
cal. 

It is unclear whether Smith ever struck the player, 
but the player filed misdemeanor battery charges 
through Dunn County Circuit Court. 

Smith’s performance was evaluated as a result and 
his salary was lowered as well. Smith eventually ten- 
dered his resignation as coach. 

The trial resulted in the jury awarding Smith 
$19,000 in damages although they are uncollectible be- 
cause of the verdict.

The results of the survey were 
varied. Although many students 
agreed that the amount of money 
SSA was proposing was adequate, 
many others did not. 

The organizations which re- 
ceived the greatest percentage of 
votes in the “more than the pro- 
posed amount” category include: 
American Culinary Federation, 
University Speaker Series, Special 
Events Commission and WVSS/ 
C-Rock. While other organizations 
received higher percentages over- ' 
all, these results were compared to © 
the number of students that an- 
swered for those particular organi- 
zations. 

While some organizations were 
voted to receive more than the 
proposed amount, two organiza- 
tions received unfavorable re- 
sponses. Students stated that For- 
eign Film and the Hmong organi- 
zations should receive less than the 
proposed amount. Again, the re- 
sults were compared only within 
that particular question. Other 
organizations received higher or 
comparable percentages in that 
same area. See the accompanying 
graphs for more details. 

“Part of the reason we did the 
survey was to give students a 
chance to react to SSA’s budget,” 
Stoutonia Editor-in-Chief Doug 
LaPoint said. “We would hopethat 
SSA would consider the student 
opinion since they are supposed to 
be acting on behalf of the stu- 
dents.” 

At Tuesday night’s meeting, it

Goldberg struggled for two 
years. With the support of friends 
and professional help she fought 
the feelings of being lost. “The pain 
was literally lifted,” she said. 

According to Kupfer, those who 
experience a major depression epi- 
sode have a 40 to 50 percent of 
experiencing a second episode. It 
can be predicted that of those who 
do havea second episode, they will 
have an 80 to 90 percent chance of 
experiencing many more episodes 
and may need long term treat-

ments to cure them. 

There has been a lot of progress 
made in the last 20 years. “We can 
clearly define depression and are 
more able to recognize the signs 
and can treat it accordingly,” 
Kupfer said. 

Psychotherapy and the use of 
anti-depressant pills are the two 
effective ways of curing the illness. 
“The way of the future is combin- 
ing the two together,” Kupfer said. 

The drug used affects moods, 
sleep and appetite. “The drug has 
no addictive properties,” Kupfer 
said. It takes approximately 10 to 
14 days before a positive change is 
noticed. 

“A depressed person may turn 
to drugs and alcohol when the ill- 
ness is undefined. It can also work 
the other way, those who use first 
may then become depressed,” 
Kupfer said. 

There has been a steady increase 
inthe reported cases of depression. 
“I believe that it is due to the in- 
creased awareness of the illness. 
There is hope, there are answers,” 
Kupfer said.

All UW-Stout students are re- 
quired by the Board of Regents to 
live on campus for their freshman 
and sophomore years. In some 
instances, students can apply to be 
released from their housing con- 
tract and live off-campus sooner. 
There are 2,927 on-campus slots for 
students, and this semester there 
are 2,713 students living in the resi- 
dence halls. 

Of the approximately 7,000 stu- 
dents attending Stout, nearly 60 
percent live off-campus, either in 
Menomonie or from out of town. 
According to Joel Kotchevar, direc- 
tor of landlord tenant city affairs 
for the Stout Student Association 
(SSA), the number of students liv- 
ing off-campus has been increas- 
ing every semester. The number of 
students living on-campus has re- 
mained relatively stable. 

Students choose either the resi- 
dence halls or off-campus housing 
for a variety of economic, scholas- 
tic, social and individual reasons. 
“For me, I want to have my free- 
dom to come and go as I please, 
without having to check in with 
anybody,” Jim McMahon, a stu- 
dent living off-campus, said. 
McMahon is referring to the resi- 
dence hall requirement to stop at 
the front desk and show a picture 
I.D. if coming into the dorm after a 
certain time. 

“People want a little more pri- 
vacy; they want their own place. 
Also, students don’t want that feel- 
ing of being babysat,” Kotchevar 
said. 

Accidents are a concern to stu- 
dents living both on and off cam- 
pus. Accidents are going to happen 
everywhere, and some of those 


that are typical of residence life 
include getting locked out by 
roommates, slipping in the 
shower, or small hot plate burner 
fires, to name a few. “A typical 
accident of new students in the 
dorms is hitting their heads on 
their bunks. Sometimes I’ve been 
called to assist a student that cut 
themselves on their own garbage, 
too,” Robert Christoffel, South 
Hall residence hall director, said. 

Christoffel is a six-year veteran 
as residence director at Stout. He 
provides residence life orientation 
on issues such as protecting prop- 
erty and other serious concerns. 
“Theft kind ofruns in cycles. Right 
before an extended break, there’s a 
higher incidence of theft,” Christ- 
offel said. According to the 1987 
Annual Report by-the Menomonie 
Police Department, the MPD serv- 
iced 627 on-campus calls. “Primar- 
ily, we were called on campus to 
reports of crimes against prop- 
erty,” Dennis Beety, chief of police, 
said. 

Off-campus crimes frequently 
reported include burglary, theft, 
and vandalism. “Crimes reported 
off-campus parallel crimes re- 
ported on-campus. The main dif- 
ferences are animal complaints 


_ and domestic complaints occur- 


ring off-campus,” Beety said. “We 
are sometimes called on landlord / 
tenant disputes.” 

Kotchevar said that a problem 
that he sees frequently with stu- 
dents living off-campusis that they 
signa lease without knowing what 
they are getting themselves into. 
Primarily, the SSA position 
Kotchevar holds is that of referring 
and guiding students to the right 
information. 

Next fall, Stout will have an at- 
torney on campus to handle off-

campus housing problems. This 
position will become part of the 
SSA, and there may be a minimal 
charge each time the service is 
used. “It will be a test next semes- 
ter. If it works, we hope it will be 
permanent,” Kotchevar said. 
Costs are another concern for 
students when they look for hous- 
ing and it may cost more to live off- 
campus rather than living in the 
residence halls. “When we came 
back from Christmas break, our 
Northern States Power (NSP) bill 
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went up more than $50 for each 
month, and we weren’t even here 
most of that month,” Kotchevar 
said. Apparently, many students 
have commented to him about the 
NSP increase and that they didn’t 
even get a warning about the in- 
crease. 

According to Judy Spain, direc- 
tor of residence life, the costs asso- 
ciated with on-campus living are 
mostly fixed, which may make it 
easier to budget for a semester. 

“Tt costs $571.50 for a double oc-

Eau Claire slams Devils 
Blugolds depth too much for Stout

The house was jammed packed, 
with over 2,200 fans and intensity 
levels were high but the Blue Dev- 
ils could not overcomethe strength 
and depth of the UW-Eau Claire 
Blugolds. The Devils hit hard with 
a 69-37 loss which dropped their 
overall record to 10-13 and 49 in 
the conference. 

The Devils had a strong first half, 
as they were up 14-13 with 9:47 on 
the clock, but slowly fell behind 
and could not recover. They trailed 
at the half with a score of 34-24. 

They came out slow in the sec- 
ond half and never pulled it back 
together. The Devils only scored 
ten points in the second half, mak- 
ing just 5 of 28 from the field (17.8 
percent). They were also short two 
guards, Troy Hamilton and Willie 
Tucker, who are both temporarily 
out with ankle injuries, but should 
be back in full strength for the UW- 
Riverfalls game next week. 

“We had to slow the gamedown, 
it was the only way we had a shot 
against them,” Head Coach John 
Muraski said, “Eau Claire has 
great depth and it was like we were 
playing 5 on 12 out there.” 

Leading scorer for the Devils 
was Frank Goodman who pro- 
duced nine points. Thad Gabrielse 


and Boyd Wiff split seven apiece, 


Gabrielse pulled down four re- 
bounds and Wiffled in rebounding 
with nine. Chris Korba, Scott 
Gutzman, and Keith Stone 
chipped in four points each. 

The Devils went on a tough 
road trip last weekend as they 
went up against UW-Whitewater 
Friday night and UW-Platteville 
Saturday night. Both games 
proved to be tough losses for the 
Devils, as they fell to both teams by 
exactly 30 points.. 

“We played the worst two 
games of the season last weekend,” 
Muraski said, “We were not men- 
tally into the games and our play- 
ers went into the games thinking 
we were going to lose and that is 
exactly what we did.” 

The Devils fell 94-64 to the de- 
fending NCAA Div. III Whitewater 
Warhawks. They trailed 49-33 at 
the half and only made 24-68 (35 
percent) from the floor. 

Leading scorer for the Devils 
was Willie Tucker who fired in 20 
points and was the only player in 
double figures. Tucker isthe team’s 
leading scorer averaging 20.5 
points per game. 

Wiff dropped in nine points, 
Goodman had eight, Korba seven, 
Gutzman and Stone had five 
apiece, Kurth four, Schwantes and 
Gabrielse with three. 

Korba, Wiff, and Gutzman each 


had six rebounds each and Gabri- 


else grabbed five rebounds and 
dished out five assists. 

The number one WSUC ranked 
UW-Plattevillehada packed house 
with over 2,400 fans as they tried to 
break 100, but could not penetrate 
the Devil’s defense the last few 
minutes of the game ,winning 99- 
69. The Devils trailed 51-27 at the 
half, but improved on their field 
goal percentage from the previous 
night, making 23 of 49 (46.9 per- 
cent). 

Tucker was the leading scorer, 
pumping in 19 points for the Dev- 
ils. University of Minnesota trans- 
fer, Scott Gutzman, fired in 15 
points, grabbed five rebounds, and 
had two blocked shots. 

Keith Stone dropped in 12 
points, Goodman had six points 
and three assists, and Korba had 
four. Gabrielse scored four, pulled 
down five rebounds and had four 
steals. Kurth chipped in three and 
led in rebounding with seven. 
Mielke, Schwantes, and Wiff 
added two apiece. 

With a current overall record of 
10-13 and conference record of 4-9, 
the Devils are in eighth place and 
need to win at least one of their two 
remaining season games to stay in 
the bid for the District 14 play-offs. 

The Devil's final home game is 
Wed., Feb. 21 against UW-River- 
falls, tip-off time is 7:30 p.m.

football games for the North Cen- 
tral Conference, which is the 
NCAA Division II level. 

After a number of years work- 
ing in the smaller conferences, he 
moved up to the Big 10 conference. 
Before a referee is allowed to be 
considered for the National Foot- 
ball League (NFL), he must have 
ten years of collegiate officiating 
experience and is scouted for three 
years to make sure he is fully ca- 
pable to handle the job. 

Seeman was allowed into the 
NFLin 1975 and he is now entering 
his fifteenth year in the league. 

Last season, Seeman hit the 
highlight of his officiating career, 
as he was chosen to be the head 
referee of Super Bowl XXIII, be- 
tween the San Francisco 49 ‘ers and 
the Cincinnati Bengals. 

“It was one of the finest played 
games in football,” Seeman said. 
“It was very close - right down to 
the last 34 seconds.” 

When an Official first enters the 
league, he receives $650 for each 
game and moves up in compensa- 
tion thereafter. When an official 
reaches his twentieth year in the 
league, he receives as much as 
$2,000 per game. If an official is 
chosen to referee any of the play- 
off games, he receives $5,000 per 
game. 

It may seem like a lot of money 
for only three to four hours of 
work, but each of the officials’ 
positions is important to the game. 

For a Sunday afternoon game, 
the officials fly to the game site on 


Saturday morning and begin their 
preparation at 3 p.m. by watching 
videos of both teams’ games of the 
previous week. 

Seeman is a very busy person 
working asaschool administrator 
and a professional football offi- 
cial, so why does he also referee 
basketball games for small confer- 
ences, such as the WSUC? 

“Athletics is a way of life and I 
like to stay in condition all year 
round. I enjoy working with the 
athletes and coaches. Working 
with different sports adds multi- 
dimensions to my career,” See- 
man said. 

He feels the WSUC is one of the 
finest small college conferences. 
“It has great success and leader- 
ship and that is why it runs so 
well,” Seeman said. 

He says he will not move up in 
the ranks as a basketball official 
because his other jobs do not al- 
low him the time to do so, but he 
looks at life from an interesting 
perspective. 

“Success is not a destination, it 
is a journey,” Seeman said. 

He has just completed four 
years of working with the Na- 
tional High School Federation 
Rules Committee, which involves 
establishing the rules for high 
school basketball. 

Aside from his job and officiat- 
ing, Seeman likes to golf in the 
summer and participate in other 
types of athletics.

Who cares? 


Earlier this week, The Stoutonia polled over 500 stu- 
dents to discover their views on the Stout Student Associa- 
tion’s proposed budget for 1990-91. The results of this 
survey may or may not help the SSA in budgeting the stu- 
dent’s money, but it has made it clear to us that apathy isa 
major problem at UW-Stout. 

The survey consisted of 29 questions, with the first 
asking the grade level of the participant. The rest of the 
questions stated the amount of funding that each organiza- 
tion requested and the amount that SSA proposed (see story 
on page 3). 

The responses were varied, but one point was made 
quite clear by the survey; many Stout students are oblivious 
to what is going on around them. Most students at one time 
or another have complained about having nothing to do, 
but almost 50 percent of the students surveyed were unfa- 
miliar with the University Programing Board (UPB) and the 
Campus Music Promotion (CMP). Do these groups need a 
new advertising campaign or do students just need an 
attitude adjustment? 

Can it be possible that although this campus is partici- 
pating in the design for diversity program, a student can be 
unfamiliar with the Black Student Union? The fact is, almost 
25 percent of the students we surveyed were, one student 
even asked, “Where’s the Black Student Union?” Over 20 
percent were unfamiliar with Amnesty International. This 
is even more surprising when you consider that over half of 
those surveyed were upperclassman. 

Although some of these people may have just felt that 
they did not know enough to answer the survey effectively, 
many are just too lazy to become informed and just like to 
complain about being bored. Maybe if these people would 
get involved they would have far less to complain about. 

We would like to thank everyone who participated in 
the survey especially the instructors who let us come into 
their classrooms. Hopefully our opinions as students will 
finally be recognized by our student government.

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lege because there is more time to 
spend together.

Sharon B., also a junior, states that 
time was a factor in a previous relation- 
ship.

Third is the need to be able to ac- 
cept and affirm differences between 
you and your partner.

to who has the creative 

freedom to say what 
should or should not be done in a 
motion picture, it's the right of the 
writer and director. Last summer’s 
number two hit seller, Indiana 
Jones and the Last Crusade, is out 
in home video now, with a little 
controversy concerning videc pro- 
duction rights. 

Steven Speilberg, the writer 
and director of The Last Crusade 
insisted the home video version be 
in letterbox style. Now, for you who 
don’t know what the letterbox style 
is, I'll explain. This is the latest in 
home video to try and keep the pic- 
ture true to the theatre screen. 
That is, two black strips are seen 
on the top and bottom of the televi- 
sion screen and the movie is 
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viewed between them. 

Paramount Video said they 
didn’t want The Last Crusade in 
the letterbox format. They said the 
format was disliked by customers 
and video stores. The fact is that 
Paramount didn’t really research 
very well. This being so new, not 
a lot of people have been subjected 
to the letterbox styie. Two videos 
recently released in this style are 
Ghosibusters I] and Karate Kid II. 

Paramount and Steven Speil- 
berg agreed to put The Last 
Crusade in the letterbox style on 
Laser Disk and Super-VHS, while 
the full picture format is on VHS. 
The thing is, they didn’t ask us, 
the consumer, whether we wanted 
to see The Last Crusade in letter- 
box style or not. 

I myself don't like the pan- 
screened version at all. Take the 
scene in the German headquarters

He is the 
man in charge, not Paramount. 

Since the invention of the 
Video Cassette Recorder and 
player, people have been trying to 
come up with a way to achieve the- 
atre acoustics in your own home. 
Hi-Fi Stereo Surround Sound was 
born, and it, in some cases, 
sounds better than it does in the 
theatre. But we are still left with 
the pan-scanned viewing of mov- 
ies. 

It seems the letterbox style was 
born and shunned by the indus- 
try. They say it reduces the televi- 
sion image. I see what they mean 
by this because with a twelve or 


thirteen inch screen you really 
have to get close to see everything, 
but for those of you with a large 
screen television, this should be no 
problem. With Hi-Fi and the letter- 
box style, the theatre is brought 
right to your living room. 

Within the next five years, we 
should see the trend ior letterbox 
style coming around in all forms of 
video tape. It should happen much 
sooner, but progress, as usuai, 
takes it’s time. So get out your 
popcorn popper and a couple cams 
of soda when you're about io enjoy 
Indiana Jones and the Last Cru- 
sade.

tions, said. “Only fairly recently 
we have received a demand for the 
Mac’s”. 

One area of Stout not using 
Macintoshes is Residence Life. The 
main reason, according to Joe 
Brown, assistant executive direc- 
tor of Auxillary Services, is that no 
one has ever voiced a need for 
Macintoshes in the residence halls. 

“Tf students would say that they 
want Mac’s in the residence halls 
and had a legitimate request for 
them, we would do it,” Brown 
said. If Macintoshes were to be 
implemented in the residence 
halls, the demand for Macintosh 
time would decrease all over cam- 
pus. Students living in the resi- 
dence halls could use the Macin- 
toshes in the halls, leaving the rest 
of the campus open to those stu- 
dents who live off-campus. 

William Bear, Graphic Commu- 
nications instructor, noted that the 
strong suits of the Macintosh in- 
clude: desktop publishing, text 
manipulation, and graphic ma- 
nipulation. The Macintosh has a 
base standardization for all of its 
software which means that the 
same command will work from 
program to program. The Macin- 
tosh is user friendly with its win- 


dows and drop down menus; there 
is no memorizing of commands 
and is therefore easy to use. 

IBM’s software does not have 
this base standardization and is 
not as consistent from program to 
program. IBM is known for its in- 
stalled base, auto cad, and mathe- 
matical applications. Recently, 
however, IBM has been coming out 
with new software similar to the 
Macintosh. “If we had to chose 
again, we would chose the IBM as 
long as we got the Laser Writer,” 
Steffen said. “At the time we were 
buying though, the Macintosh was 
the only machine with desktop 
publishing and Page Maker”. 

There are drawbacks to the 
Macintosh, the first of these being 
the price. A basic Macintosh runs 
for $2,500 to $3,000, with a top of 
the line model costing up to $8,000. 
This figure is double that of the 
IBM. “With the base standardiza- 
tion of the Mac, sometimes you 
lose some of the power because of 
the simplicity,” Bear said. 

“Depending on what you are 
doing, software is the key. Once 
you decide what software you 
want, all you have to do is find the 
hardware that it can run on. Any- 
one doing a lot of graphic manipu- 
lation, design, or pagination needs 
a Mac because IBM doesn’t have 
it,” Bear said. 
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Stout program gives 
academic support

The volunteer tutor program has 
grown considerably over the last 
year with the help of a new coordi- 
nator, Joan Thomas. The volunteer 
tutor program is a part of the Aca- 
demic Skill Program and consists 
of volunteer students and some 
faculty members who help other 
students. 

There were more requests for 
tutors this year than there were last 
year and over 80 percent of those 
requests have been matched to a 
tutor. 

The rising figures can be attrib- 
uted to Joan Thomas, who has been 
the tutor coordinator since last 
November. “The requests keep 
coming in all semester. We keep 
recruiting in tutors and we keep 
matching people up,” Thomas 
said. 

There are over 180 tutors who 
are giving an hour a week to help 
other students. “It is fun. I get sat- 
isfaction from helping out others. 
It is nice to know that I can help 
someone and hopefully make a 
difference,” Paul Homdahl, col- 
lege math tutor, said. 

These tutors work either on a 
one to one basis or have two stu- 
dents to work with. “We have been 
getting real positive signs from the 
small groups,” Thomas said. 

There are over 315 requests this 
semester in all subject areas. “Most 
requests are in the general studies. 
Right now we are in need of statis- 
tics, foods, and math tutors,” Tho- 
mas said. 


Tutors fill out logs to keep track 
of how many hours they have tu- 
tored. These logs benefit the tutor 
when writing out a resume. “It 
looks really good on a resume. It 
shows that that person has drive 
and since it is all volunteer, it also 
shows that they do not need to get 
reimbursed for helping out,” Tho- 
mas said, “We value our tutors.

Tutors need an A or B in that 
specific class, must be comfortable 
inthe subject areaand must beable 
to teach it to others. “It is good 
work experience.

“This is an academic support 
system. We are open to everyone 
on campus,” Thomas said.

“Cry Freedom” re-released 


A movie distribution company said Monday it will 
re-release the anti-apartheid film “Cry Freedom” in 
April. The film was confiscated the day it opened in 
South Africa almost 19 months ago. United Interna- 
tional Pictures said police returned the copies of “Cry 
Freedom’, seized July 29, 1988, when authorities said 
the picture was a danger to public safety. The film 
focuses on black activist Steve Biko, who died in South 
African police detention in 1977.

U.S. considers coca eating moth 


After years of despair over South America’s flour- 
ishing coca crop, the Bush administration is studying a 
new option in the Latin drug war: unleashing swarms 
of tiny insects into the jungles of Peru and Bolivia to 
devour the green shrubs that are the raw material for 
cocaine. 

At the urging of National Drug Control Director 
William Bennett, the administration increased the 
budget for a secretive Agriculture Department re- 
search program to $6.5 million. The focus of the pro- 
gram is the development of chemical and biological 
agents for the destruction of drug crops. The principal 
focus of the effort is the malumbia, a white moth that, 
in its caterpillar stage, gobbles the green leaves of the 
coca plant. 


Dead dolphins in Florida 


The deaths of 11 bottlenose dolphins in the past 
month in waters near the Florida-Alabama line have 
mystified a scientist who examined the carcasses. 

“Eleven in one month is historic, if not significant,” 
Gerald Regan, a biology professor at Spring Hill Col- 
lege in Mobile and a member of the National Marine 
Mamal Stranding Network, said.

Officers have arrested 15 people on drug-related 
charges in Winnebago County in what police called the 
third major drug bust in the area in the past year. 

Police say 44 warrants were issued, most for sus- 
pects living in the Neenah-Menasha area. Metropoli- 
tan Enforcement Group officers started arresting 
people Sunday night and continued Monday. 

Police have seized a house in Oshkosh as part of the 
sweep, and Winnebago County Sheriff Lee Burton said 
that several cars could probably be confiscated.

One definite move the county is 
planning to take is the establish- 
ment of seven collection sites for 
garbage throughout the county by 
Sept. 1. Individuals and disposal 
services would take refuse to these 
sites which would later be hauled 
to possibly another landfill or in- 
cinerator, Ferber said. “It’s not 
cheap,” Ferber said. “Seven collec- 
tion sites would cost $250,000 to 
maintain and operate, probably.” 

Although county residents 
would probably bring garbage 
directly to these sites, Menomonie 
residents may utilize curbside 
pick-up services. Ferber and Cala- 
brese agree that curbside pick-up 
would definitely create additional 
costs. In the curbside program, the 
city may require that garbage is 
sorted. 

“If the city made it mandatory, 


thatthe United States population is 
currently at a consistent rate. They 
fee] however that for this positive 
activity to continue, stricter immi- 
gration laws must be made and 
existing laws must be enforced. 

The main thrust of FAIR’s activi-

The chaotic situation on the 
Mexican-American Border is a 
perfect example of this. Stein 
claims that there are only 1700 
people controlling the border and 
any alien with a little persistence 
can continually try to cross the 
border and eventually make it. 

Even though these aliens are not 
legally allowed to gain employ- 


we would collect at every home 
two times,” Joann Peterson, co- 
owner of Menomonie Disposal, 
said. Peterson said one weekly 
pick-up would take recyclables 
while a second pick-up, probably 
later in the day, would take non- 
recyclables. “You’re looking at 
possibly doubling the cost,” Peter- 
son said. 

“We do not pick up (recyclables) 
door-to-door because Menomonie 
has not decided to go with a pro- 
gram yet,” Peterson said. Peterson 
mentioned the high costs involved 
in picking-up recyclables and non- 
recyclables separately, including 
different types of trucks than those 
used now and extra time involved 
inthetworuns. “Until itis manda- 
tory, we hate to spend a huge 
amount of money,” Peterson said. 

Implementing any one of these 
programs will be costly for the city 
and the county. According to Fer- 
ber, Menomonie and Dunn County 
will receive no money from the 
state. “We can not even go to the 
state trust fund and borrow 
money,” Ferber said. He suggests 
the money may come from either 
of two sources. The county will 
either have to borrow locally or sell 
abond issue. Whichever is decided 
upon, the cost will wind up on the 
property tax, Ferber said. “And 
that is just for the initial giereap,” 
Ferber added. 

Calabrese referred to items dis- 
cussed in Wisconsin Legislature’s 
recycling bill when he suggested 
that there may be taxes on packag- 
ing. Calabrese also foresees a prop- 
erty tax increase. 

“Right now we are in a state of 
flux,” Donald Dickmann, UW- 
Stout professor and county board 
member, said. “There are bills 
pending in Madison. We are wait- 
ing for something from Madison— 
looking for more direction.” 

“If there is not some leadership, 
then look for various townships to 
split off and do their own thing,” 
Dickmann said. “There will not be 
anything coordinated. What — a 
mess.”

played with great intensity, they 
knew what they had to do, and 
they went out and did it.

River Falls led at the half 44-37, 
and the score was tied 80-80 at the 
end of regulation. Four Lady Dev- 
ils fouled out in the game, which, 
compounded with regular starters 
Cathy Orgas and Lisa Wencl side- 
lined with injuries, put the game’s 
fate in the hands of the Lady Dev- 
ils’ bench.

Freshmen 
Julie Makiand Lori Brunner scored 
15 and 11 respectively, and sopho- 
more Sheila Reither 10. 

Last Saturday the Lady Devils 
started slow, and couldn’t recover 
in an 81-62 loss at UW-Platteville. 
Reither was the lone Lady Devil to 
reach doubles figures, pouring in 
18 points. 

Tomorrow night the Lady Devils 
host Macalester College in their 
final home game of the regular 
season, with a 7 p.m. tip-off time. 
“They have the third leading 
scorer in the nation (Division III), 
but I think we’re gonna go out and 
go after them,” Thomas said. 

Thomas’ assistant the past two 
seasons, Brian “Woody” Armitage, 
who will be graduating this spring, 
will be recognized for his contribu- 
tions to the women’s program be- 
fore the start of tomorrow’s game.

SJ- Sure, Okay. In one re- 
spect or another, that's 
definately true.

IN- Did you, or do you, 
consider yourself a beat- 
nik? 

J- Uuum, no. Although, 
well, let me see now. The 
thing i do remember is 
that one of the things that 
definately had an effect 
‘on me was reading On 
the Road, a book by Jack 
Keroac. And, not long af- 
ter that, I got on a motor- 
cycle with a friend of 
mine named Rip Nelson 
and we went to L.A. and 
then up to San Francisco. 
A while ago we were reminiscing about 
that...a couple of beers and all that, you 
know..talking & over, Well | thought- You 
know, when you add up what happened on 
that tip, and on other trips, Jack Keroac 
didn’t have the room for us. 

At the end of that trip I did spend 
three months, roughly, in North Beach of 
San Prancisco which was just barely the end 
of the Beatnik time. 

So whether I was a Beanik or not, I 
don't know what you call that, I was on the 
tail end of some of that in a way. But I've 
never really been able to identify with the 
groups. I couldn't be a hippie, and I 
couldn't really be a beatnik and I'm not 
anything now- and I never got political 
IN- The music that you're playing hasn't 
changed a lot since the very beginning.

point | took what I had known about guitar 
playing beforehand and tried to simplify it 
another step. I've been doing that ever 
since, which makes it fourteen years or so. 
1 would say that I did leam something, 
especially in the second pan of it, which is- 
If you do keep doing things the same way 
it gets real natural and subtleties start build- 
ing up into i; that is what folk is. 
IN-It seems that there's a return, or a ren- 
aissance of the blues coming around. It's 
been thirty years since the type of music 
that you play has been in the mainstream, 
and now it’s coming back. How do you 
think that's going to affect you? 
§J- Well, to tell you the truth, what I see of 
blues now is not what interested me when I 
was learning biues. Dave Ray and Tony 
Glover and myself were, for the most part, 
interested in what we called, loosely, the 
country blues. It’s considereably different 
than the blues you hear playing now, 
which is electric and citified and white- 
ified. To me, it's incredibly hyper compared 
to what I was interested in. What I was in- 
terested in was sometimes very quiet, very 
sube and very mysterious, Whai is hap- 
pening now has gone right by me.

‘The thing, that I've heard expressed a 
number of times, about people thinking 
that I should have been the one to make it 
instead.

under certain circumstances. Koch 
explained that scientists do not 
know for sure what causes the 
phosphorus to become toxic, nor 
do they know under what condi- 
tions it is so. 


“It is not known to be a toxic’ 


compound. All it causes is an over- 
abundance of algae,” Patrick W. 
Sorge, water resources planner for 
the DNR, said. He works for the 
Western District Headquarters in 
Eau Claire and said that phospho- 
rus is just a plant nutrient. 

Clausing has her own opinion. 
She lives on Tainter Lake and has 
gotten infections from swimming 
in the contaminated water. 

Clausing says that the large 
amounts of phosphorus may also 
be indirectly affecting the fish 
population. Oxygen in the water is 
eaten up by theabundance of plant 
life and there is little left for the fish 
to survive on, resulting in a de- 
crease of fish. 

Sorge said it is not likey that the 
phosphorus could get into the 
ground water. He explained that 
phosphorus does not move 


through the soil well because of its © 


ionic charge. 

Clausing and the PAC are work- 
ing to make a change. For this to 
happen, one of two things needs to 
be done. The legislature could de- 
velopa statute that would regulate 
the amount of phosphorus being 
discarded into the inland water- 
ways or-the DNR could set water 
quality rules and regulations.

Retirements create faculty reorganization

The UW-Stout Payroll Office has 
already received 11 official retire- 
ment notices from faculty. Accord- 
ing to Chancellor Charles 
Sorensen, that number may in- 
crease to more than 20 by May. 

The School of Industry and Tech- 
nology, as well as the School of 
Home Economics, will have the 
largest number of retirees. As of 
February 7, there were three and 
two retirement notices, respec- 
tively, from each school. 

Some of the faculty members 
who have announced their retire- 
menthave been at Stout for 20 years 
or more. “There is a huge amount 
of stability here at Stout among the 
faculty and I believe among the 
student body,” Sorensen said. 

“It’s going to be like the chang- 
ing of the guards - out with the old 
and in with the new,” Cass 


Gilbertson, Business Administra- 
tion senior said.

The retirement age, in addition 
to slight modifications in the retire- 
ment package, might have some- 
thing to do with the increasing 
number of retirees at Stout, accord- 
ing to Zenon Smolarek, director of 
the Management Technology pro- 


gram. 


“We expect the faculty to be about 
30 to 40 percent leaner by the year 
2001,” Sorensen said. 

According to Terry Brown, an in- 
structor in the School of Industry 
and Technology, Stout’s budgets 
are tight in all departments, and 
there is some planned attrition of 
faculty positions. 

Brown, who has been on staff 
since August of 1989, notes that he 
has seen no real drastic changes in 
the department. “Right now, fac- 
ulty positions are opening up ina 
scattered manner. With the current 
retirements, Stout has the opportu- 
nity to overlap instructors and add 
graduate assistantships. In the 
end, only 1.2 positions have opened 
up,” Brown said. 

The availability of classes will 
not be affected as a result of this 
loss in faculty. “I have not had any 
problems in designing my sched- 
ule for the summer or fall, in spite 
of faculty changes,” Michael Brit- 


ton, Management Technology 
graduate student said.

Military predicts AIDS growth 


By the year 2000, the military could be facing a $3 
billion health care crisis regarding AIDS within its 
ranks, and has made no provisions to deal with it, 
according to a study by the General Accounting Office. 
The agency said that AIDS has had a minimal impact 
on overall military operations, and its impact is un- 
likely to increase. However, AIDS has had a significant 
impact on military hospitals because of the strains 
imposed by the military’s mass screening program.

The body of a 20-year-old Winona, Minn. man was 
pulled from the Mississippi River near Winona on 
Monday, a day after an airboat he was operating 
flipped and sank in open water.

ger in his boat. The passenger, Jeff Praxler of Winona, 
was able to swim to a dam after the accident Sunday. 
He told authorities that Dotzler swam for a while but 
then told him he could not make it. The two had been 
on a fishing expedition. 

Divers searched until about 9:30 p.m. Sunday, but 
gave up after two divers suffered from hypothermia.

Jerry Buckley, director of Pro- 
tective Services, said there are six 
full-time police officers, one lead 
worker and one campus police 
supervisor that work for Protective 
Services. There is always someone 
on patrol 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week , protecting the cam- 
pus. 

Buckley stated that the most 
common incidents occurring on 
campus are alcohol related. Van- 
dalism in the forms of plugging up 


labs, as well as providing intern- 
ships and co-ops, and sponsoring 
classroom seminars. 

Change is inevitable. “When- 
ever you have change you have 
two sides: a problem and a chal- 
lenge,” Sorensen said. “The prob- 
lem is to fill the vacancies, while 
staying within our policy for Stout. 
The challenge is to fill those vacan- 
cies with the appropriate faculty.” 

Sorensen’s plan to fill faculty va- 
cancies is to lookat each individual 
position. “It will require a case-by- 
case review, involving the depart- 
ment chair, the dean, the Vice 
Chancellor and myself. We have 
an emphasis on hiring Ph.D.s. Of 
course, there will also be some 
readjustments to allocations,” 
Sorensen said. 

“Existing faculty members also 
face a challenge in working within 
the constraints of change,” Smo- 
lareck said. “The biggest challenge 
is the fact that this is going to cost a 
great deal of money.”

drinking fountains, poking holes 
in ceilings, and breaking beer 
bottles are weekly and costly oc- 
currences in the residence halls. 

Theft is another problem. Buck- 
ley stressed the fact that students 
who live in the halls should always 
lock their doors, even if they are 
just going out for a minute. “In 99 
percent of these thefts, there’s no 
forced entry,” Buckley said. Statis- 
tics show that during the 1989-90 
school year, there has already been 
$18,211 of property stolen from 
students within the residence 
halls. 

Protective Services receives 
most complaints from residence 
hall advisors and directors. “Those 
people are key people to us. We 
have a really good rapport with 
them and we work hard at keeping 
that,” Buckley said. 

Monte Gomke, CKTO hall di- 
rector, said most of the problems he 
deals with are related to alcohol 
and disorderly conduct, particu- 
larly noise. 

Gomke also realizes that steal- 
ing goes on within his hall, espe- 
cially around semester breaks and 
the end of the year. “There's a 
couple of really popular schemes 
for stealing,” Gomke said. 

One, which Gomke referred to 
as “Knock and Walk,” happens 
when a thief goes around the hall 
knocking on doors. If no one an- 
swers the knock, the thief will try 
the door to see if it is unlocked.

prominent women’s magazine 


stated that over 50 percent of the | 


high school boys surveyed and 42 
percent of the high school girls 
surveyed believed that it was ac- 
ceptable for a man to hold downa 
woman and force her to engage in 
sexual intercourse. The study also 
noted that young people tend to 
believe in myths concerning sexual 
assault. For example, that a 
woman deserves to be raped if she 
is dressed provocatively, and that 
rapes are only committed by 
crazed strangers. In 85 percent of 
the rape cases, the assailant was 
either a friend or a family member. 

According to the findings of a 
study at Kent State University, one 
out of four women between the 
ages of 15 and 24 will be raped. 
These findings concern members 
of certain Stout campus organiza- 
tions because this is the age group 
represented here. 

The Stout University Sexual 
Assault Task Force, which consists 
of the Residence Life Office, the

University Counseling Center, are 
going to be receiving some help in 
keeping the statistics down. As- 
sembly Bill 431 (AB 431) is a legis- 
lative bill which the Affirmative 
Action Office and Stout Student 
Association (SSA) Women’s Af- 
fairs Senator, Natalie Fisher, have 
been working on since last fall. 

Bill AB 431 will require each 
institution and center within the 
UW System and each vocational, 
technical, and adult education dis- 
trict to include information on 
sexual assault in their new student 
orientation program. The bill 
would require the following spe- 
cific topics to be addressed: the 
legal definition of, and penalties 
for sexual assault, national and 
State statistics on sexual and ac- 
quaintance sexual assault, rights of 
victims, and services available at 
the institution or center within the 
community to assist sexual assault 
victims. 

In addition, each institution and 
center would be required to annu- 
ally distribute printed materials 
conveying this information. Bill 
AB 431 will also require annual 
reports from the institutions to the 
legislature, detailing the methods 
being used to comply with the 


bill’s requirements. 

Estimated cost of implementa- 
tion of Bill AB 431 will be approxi- 
mately $74,300 state-wide, and 
approximately $17,000 to $25,000 
per district. So far, there is no 
money budgeted for this expense, 
according to Virginia Wolf, Af- 
firmative Action director. 

“The UW system is opposing Bill 
AB 431 because they did not want 
another program forced on the 
university during the already 
overloaded orientation time pe- 
riod,” Wolf said. “I think it is im- 
portant education and it is good 
that we are being forced to do 
more.” 

Starting next fall, the first of 
many sexual assault orientation 
programs will be put into effect. At 
the moment, the University Sexual 
Assault Task Force is in the process 
of finding facilitators (mainly fac- 
ulty and graduate students) who 
will help out in holding these pro- 
grams. 

“Sexual assault has such long 
lasting effects on victims; what- 
ever we can do as a university to 
help keep this from happening, we 
would liketodo,” SueStephenson, 
University Counseling Center 
psychologist, said. 


New wage hike creates good and bad circumstance

President Bush signed into law 
an increase in the federal mini- 
mum wage last November. Wages 
will be increased from $3.35 per 
hour to $3.80.per hour effective 
April 1, 1990. In one year, it will rise 
to $4.25. 

All UW-Stout student employ- 
ees who are currently below the 
new minimum wage will receive a 


UW-Stout students can look forward to larger paychecks in the future. The minimum wage increase will have 


raise to $3.80 per hour, beginning 
with the payroll period on March 
25, 1990. 

“At Stout we value the work that 
our student employees do. We are 
really pleased that there is an in- 
crease in the wages,” Beth Resech, 
student employment coordinator,

Currently 52.5 percent of stu- 
dent employees are below $3.80. 
Those student employees who are 
at or above $3.80 will remain at the 


same wage through the end of the 
academic year. The average wage 
of student employees, as of Octo- 
ber 1989, was $3.87 according to 
Resech. 

“I think itis great. It is about time 
that students get paid more. I be- 
lieve we (students) are underpaid. 
Who can live off $3.65 these days?” 
Tim Peterson, sophomore student 
employee, said.

The Runnin’ Blue Devils found 
that aggressive play and high in- 
tensity pays off as they defeated 
UW-Oshkosh 76-70 in their final 
game of the season. It was the first 

‘time in seven years that Stout has 
beaten Oshkosh on their home 
court. 

The Devils had just came off a 
disappointing loss against UW- 
River Falls, which nixed their 
chances to compete in the District 
14 play-offs. 

The Devils shot 57 percent from 
the floor, making 28 of 49, and they 
hit 16 of 21 (76 percent) from the 
free throw line. Leading scorer was 
junior Willie Tucker with 27 points. 
Tucker also grabbed six rebounds 
and dished out five assists. 

Troy Hamilton fired in 20 points, 
pulled down five rebounds, and 
had eight assists. Boyd Wiff 
dropped in 14 points with two 
slam dunks and grabbed six re- 
bounds. Scott Gutzman scored 11, 
Dave Schwantes and Thad Gabri- 
else chipped in two. 

“It was the first time since the 
win at La Crosse that we had ev- 
eryone back and healthy,” Head 
Coach John Muraski said. “We had 
lost four games back to back and it 
was amazing that we could travel 
four hours and pull off a win. Our 
team knows how to win on the 
road and we know how to act on 
the road. 

“We played the game with a lot 
of emotion and intensity; it was a 
great game and a great way to end 
the season.” 


Last Wednesday, the Devils 
hosted UW-River Falls. The hoop- 
sters played tough, but could not 
pull ahead as the Falcons went on 
to win 77-73. The Devils shot 52 
percent from the field, hitting 20 of 
38. They also had an impressive 
night at the free throw line nailing 
15 of 16 (93 percent). Even with an 
almost perfect record at the charity 
stripe, the Falcons won the gameat 
the line hitting 24-25 (96 percent), 
seven of which were in the last 
three minutes. 

Leading the Devils in scoring 
was Willie Tucker who lit up the 
score board with 22 points, 
grabbed five rebounds, and 
snagged three steals. 

Senior Boyd Wiff, playing in his 
final home game of the season, 
dropped in 19 points and pulled 
down five rebounds. Chris Korba 
scored 13 with four rebounds. 
Thad Gabrielse and Scott Gutzman 
split six a piece, Troy Hamilton had 
four, Frank Goodman two, and 
Keith Stone one. 

“It was the first close game that 
we had lost this season, we really 
needed this win to hope for a spot 
in the play-offs, but we blew the 
opportunity,”Muraski said. “We 
could’ve beat them if we were 
healthy; it was a hard loss to get 
over.” 

The Devils finished off the sea- 
son with an overall record of 11-15 
and a conference record of 5-11, 
improving from last season’s over- 
all record of 9-17. 

“This year was a survival year 
because the ones who couldn't 
handle it dropped out and the ones 
who really wanted it, put forth 


their best effort,” Muraski said. 
Muraski sees next year as a re- 
building one, and hopes for bigger 
things from new recruits as well as 
the returning players.

Hurray, hurrah, hurray! Daniel 
Ortega lost the Presidential elec- 
tion in Nicaragua. And that is not 
all. The Soviet Union announced 
on Monday that they will remove 
their military forces from Czecho- 
slovakia. Could it have been a bet- 
ter day? Especially since all indica- 
tions were that Ortega was going 
to steal the election. I can not imag- 
ine how. It is almost a miracle. 

I say almost a miracle because 
the Sandinista’s were bragging 
that 1.75 million people registered 
to vote in the election. But the 
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National Center for Public Policy 
Research has stated that an exami- 
nation of the demographics indi- 
cates that there are only 1.55 mil- 
lion eligible voters in the entire 
country. This means that at least 
12.9 percent of the registered vot- 
ers did not even exist. Analysis 
estimates that there were actually 
420,000 (24 percent of the total) 
votes stolen before the election 
even took place. This means 
Ortega only needed 26 percent of 
the vote to win. 

In addition, the National Oppo- 
sition Unity (UNO) in Nicaragua 
was complaining that the Sandin- 
istas withheld $1.8 million in U.S. 
campaign aid. There was also a 
number of unfair campaign laws 
and tactics. For instance, the Nica- 
ragua election rules (guess who 
made them up) state that only one 
candidate could have a rally in the 
same city on the same day. The 
Sandinista regime used this law as 
an excuse to cancel opposition ral- 
lies (like they did on January 16). 
Whenever a scheduled rally 
looked like it might become large,

the Sandinistas just scheduled a 
rally on the same day and forced 
the opposition to can¢el their rally. 
If the rally was held anyway they 
broke it up with clubs (or worse). 

And Daniel Ortega lost in spite 
of all this. 


Mrs. Violeta Chamorro is to be © 


the next President of Nicaragua. 
She is the head of a coalition of 14 
factions that came together to 
oppose Ortega. She was also.a 
member of the Sandinistas during 
their revolution and at the begin- 
ning of their regime. Her basic 
story seems to be that she and her 
husband (now deceased) left the 
Sandinistas once they realized that 
the peoples’ revolutigh was stolen 


by Ortega and the ofher commu- 
nists. It has been a | decade of

White Rhodesians in “Salisbury 
are still ready and able to hold 
cut, despite unemployment and 
financial problems caused by the 
multitude of economics sanctions 
on Rhodesia. 

Saigon, South Vietnam — 
Secretary of Agriculture Orville 
L. Freeman said President Jiohn- 
son has authorized that United 
States’ rice farmers’ increase 
their acreage to supply South 
Vietnam with as much of its sta- 
ple food as it needs. 


Paris, France — President 
Charles de Gaulle, in a letter to 
North Vietnamese President Ho 
Chi Mihn, has offered to “partici- 
pate actively” in a settlement of 
the Vietnamese war. The letter 
is regarded as a major step in 
President de Gaulle’s effort to 
place France in a position of 
neutrality to act as mediator 
when that time arrives.

‘According to Miller, who went 
oTapedek for the first time on Feb. 

4, “I heard the girl in front of me 
ay, 1 do not want bed number 
ree, and the guy behind the 
punter said, oh you have heard 
he rumors.” Miller tanned for 20 
minutes in bed number three and 
pot a small burn but did not think 
aything of it because it was her 
irst time tanning this year. 

She tanned again for 20 minutes 
m Feb. 16, but did not receive a 
burn. She was not in bed number 


mre. 

On Feb. 17, Miller felt it was safe 
enough for her to tan for 30 min- 
utes. Allegedly, she asked not to 
have bed number three, but took it 
because it was the only one open. “1 


suppose it was my fault for taking 
the bed, but it was the only one 
open and I had already been tan- 
ning two times before,” Miller 
said. It was not until she got home 
that she realized she had been 
burned. “When you are in there, 
you do not realize it, the fan is on 
and everything,” Miller said. 

Approximately 24 hours after 
Miller had tanned, she was taken 
to Myrtle Werth Medical Center. 
She was diagnosed by Dr. Nathan 
Rich as dehydrated with first de- 
gree burns on her face and second 
degree burns covering the front of 
her body from her chin to her 
knees. Miller has photographic 
documentation of her burns. 

Miller spent five days in the hos- 
pital and wastold by herdoctor not 
to go out in the sun for the next six 
months. “I was supposed to go to 
Phoenix for spring break and now 
I can not go,” Miller said. 

“No law suits have been filed,” 
Miller’s lawyer David Blackey 
said. Blackey has written a letter to 
Tapedek. “I am putting them on 
notice based on the claim that one 
of their beds is defective,” Blackey 
said. 

Trashoy Vetterkind, a Residence 
Advisor in Curran-Kranzusch- 
Tustison-Oetting (CKTO), also 
claims to have been burned in bed 
number three at Tapedek. Vetterk- 
ind went tanning at Tapedek for 
the first time on Feb. 16. “I went 


because they had a special on tan- 
ning,” Vetterkind said. “I was put 
in bed three because the other two 
people I was with had not tanned 
before. The worker told me that 
bed three tends to burn, and I did 
get burned.”

Vetterkind spent a total of 17 
minutes tanning and ended up 
with burns on his front side, but 
like Miller, received nothing on his 
back. He was taken to the hospital 
where Rich diagnosed him with 
first degree burns and dehydra- 
tion. “When | walked in the hospi- 
tal they all said, oh my look, an- 
other one that got burned,” 
Vetterkind said. He was put on an 
1.V. for three hours and then went 
home with his parents. “I had tight 
skin, | was nauseousand could not 
keep food down,” Vetterkind said.

CKTO Hall Director Monte 
Gomke was concerned for Miller 
and Vetterkind so he called 
Tapedek to notify them of the situ- 
ation. “I did not really know if 
there was a problem, I just wanted 
to express my concern,” Gomke 
said. “Tapedek did not really say 
much. I got the impression that 
there had not been a problem but 
that they appreciated my call. 
Someone from Tapedek called me 
be back later and thanked me for 
calling them.” 

Jodi Walton, a Sophomore: in 
Marketing Education, has been 
going to tanning beds at least twice 
a week for several years. She is a 
frequent tanner at Tapedek. “The 
attendant warns me, but I choose 
to go in bed three as much as pos- 
sible because I don’t feel like I’m 
getting anything in the other 
beds,” Walton said, “I go in for 30 
minute intervals and ] have never 
had a problem.” 

On two occasions, the Tapedek 
manager was contacted and given 
the opportunity to comment onthe 
alleged situation. He decided it 
was in Tapedek’s best interest not 
to comment. 


Agee paints 
ugly pictures 
of CIA

“America does not give a hoot 
about democracy,” Philip Agee 
said. “Ifa government is elected in 
a foreign country that does not 
serve theneedsofthe U.S.,theCIA, 
as the means of the National Secu- 
rity Council, works to make politi- 
cal changes in those instances.” 

Philip Agee, a former insider of 
United States covert foreign policy 
with the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA), spoke in the Great 
Hall at the Memorial Student Cen- 
ter Monday night. Approximately 
250 people attended the lecture. 


“Six million people 
have died as a result of 
CIA operations over the 
past 43 years.”

Agee’s employment with the 
CIA lasted for 21 years, until 1978, 
when he decided to leave the 
agency and start telling the Ameri- 
can public what he saw while on 
the inside of theCIA. His reason for 
leaving, according to Agee, is that 
the U.S. government via the CIA is 
supporting foreign governments 
that represent political repression. 

The National Security Act of 1947 
is the law that set.up the National 
Security Council (NSC), the policy- 
setting body that governs the CIA. 
As a result of this law, the CIA was 
also established. “The NSC was 
created so no secret attack could

occur against the U.S., like what 
happened at Pearl Harbor,” Agee 
said. 

According to the NSC, there are 
three main functions of the CIA. 
Foreign intelligence operations is 
the main function of the agency. 
Covertaction, through penetration 
and manipulation of political 
powers, is used to infiltrate all 
forms of media. Other covert ac- 
tions include placing foreign lead- 
ers on U. S. Federal government 
payrolls. Counter-intelligence 
operations are sometimes referred 
to as liason operations when work- 
ing with other countries. 

“Six million people have died as 
a result of CIA operations over the 
past 43 years. This is not so much 
the CIA’s fault, but the fault of the 
administration’s policies,” Agee 
said. The individual ultimately 
responsible for governing the CIA 
is the president of the United 
States. 

American attitudes towards 
Central America is a very contro- 
versial topic, in Agee’s opinion. 
“Apathy and ignorance is what 
allowed Reagan and Bush to get 
away with terrorist war in Central 
America,” Agee said. According to 
a recent poll cited by Agee, only 15 
percent of American citizens be- 
lieve that El Salvador has a demo- 
cratic government, even after U.S. 
military involvement there. 

“Only 33 percent of American 
citizens have the slightest idea. of 
what kind of government El Salva- 
dor has,” Agee continued. “Thirty- 
five percent of Americans believe 
that El Salvador has a pro-Soviet 
form of government.” 

Regarding the recent Honduran 
military activities, while Bush was 
the director of the CIA, “Bush 
bribed the Honduran president,” 


Agee said. “An illegal contra-aid 
program was run right out of 
Bush’s office. Bush deserves to be 
in a Federal prison instead,” Agee 
continued, in reference to Bush 
being in the White House. 

Agee provided the first expo- 
sure by a former CIA employee 
with his book entitled “Inside the 
Company: CIA Diary.” The two 
main reasons for writing the book 
and telling the American publicthe 
inside story were to help avoid 


. another Vietnam-type conflict, and 


to help arm people like us against 
organizations like the CIA, Agee 
said. 

“I was not always a rebel. I used 
to believe in the familiar American 
dream; a crusader against the holy 
war of communism,” Agee said. 
At 22, heentered the ClAand spent 
more than a year at the secret CIA 
military training and started his 
professional career in South Amer- 
ica. 

There are 26 other intelligence 
agencies as a part of the U.S. gov- 
ernment. Some of these agencies, 
like the CIA, are active in on-cam- 
pus recruiting for new hires. 
“There are cooperating professors 
and faculty people that give infor- 
mation to the CIA directly,” Agee 
said, responding to covert CIA 
recruitment. Some of those univer- 
sities successful in getting the CIA 
off their campuses are Northwest- 
ern, University of California-Santa 
Barbara, and New York University. 

UW-Stout instructor, Robert 
Evans, suggested his students at- 
tend this lecture. One of his stu- 
dents, Marc Wynne, a senior in 
business administration, attended 
the lecture. “I wanted to find out 
more what he (Agee) had to say 
and to find out the truth,” Wynne 
said. Mark Gust, a senior in busi- 
ness administration said that be- 
cause of his prior military experi- 
ence, he was interested in hearing 
him. 


Stout seeking new 
look for campus

Providing a physical atmos- 
phere that is functional, accessible 
and aesthetically satisfying is one 
of UW-Stout’s goals for the year 
2000, said Gloria Bjornerud, insti- 
tutional planner of Planning and 
Information Management. 

During the last five years, Stout 
has been working with the Meno- 
monie City Council to get permis- 
sion to close certain streets off to 
city traffic. A few years ago, the city 
relinquished Fourth Street E. be- 
tween Applied Arts and the Me- 
morial Student Center to be used 
for additional student parking. 
“We would like to close this street 
off completely to make it a safe 
walkway for students, but the 
parking space is needed too badly 
right now,” Bjornerud said. 

The city recently handed over 
Second Street E., between Johnson 
Fieldhouse and the yellow parking 
lot. Developments on this mini- 
mall walkway system will begin 
the summer of 1990 and will hope- 
fully be finished for the fall. 


One street Stout is looking to 
close is 10th Avenue between Third 
and Fourth Streets in the area south 
of the Library Learning Center and 
north of the Memorial Student 
Center. According to Bjornerud, 
Menomonie is hesitant to hand 
over this street to Stout because 
they feel the city needs it right now 
as an alternate route for traffic 
flowing east and west. 

The purpose for renovating the 
Stout campus is to provide a cam- 
pus landscape that is safe to pedes- 
trians, attractive, conducive to 
learning, convenient to use, and 
efficient to maintain said 
Bjornerud. 

Costs for the renovating have 
not yet been determined, but the 
money is coming from operating 
budget funds and not student 
money. 

“Stout is a campus with a small 
amount of space, we really need to 
capitalize on all the green space we 
can,” Bjornerud said. “Stout is 
coming together quite rapidly, the - 
mini-malls will pull everything to- 
gether.”

Stewart said 
that some administrators want to 
keep in tact the special assistance 
granted to student athletes. 

“Our kids have to practice,” 
Richard Lawrence, head football 
coach, said. “We try to work 
around this time and make their 
lives a little easier.” 
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According to Lawrence, student 
athletes with less than 30 credits 
meet to organize and submit their 
general education classes the night 
before the other students in that 
credit group are permitted to regis- 
ter. 

Celene Frey, assistant director, 
Peer Advisement for Stout Stu- 


‘ dents (PASS) Office, said that the 


credit limits may vary from semes- 
ter to semester. Working closely 
with the Stout athletic department 
to determine the number of stu- 
dent athletes qualified for early 
registration, the PASS Office at- 
tempts to determine where there is 
the largest division of students 
between credit ranges. “We realize 
that if we took ina large number of 
students, it would not negatively

affect upcoming students register- 
ing,” Frey said. 

According to Frey, the number of 
student athletes realizing early 
registration benefits is about 100, 
depending on the semester. “This 
semester we are limiting to 18 cred- 
its. The lower the credit limit, the 
lesser the impact on the total stu- 
dent population of approximately 
7,000,” Frey said. 

The Registrar’s Office is very 
concerned with forged permits to 
register and add/drop slips. Some 
students may be using these means 
to bypass the acceptable registra- 
tion process at Stout. “Forged sig- 
natures are dealt with very harshly. 
The consequences for the students 
are very serious,” Stewart said.

Security numbers not secure

According to the Federal Pri- 
vacy Act, citizens of the United 
States have the right to withhold 
their personal social security num- 
ber from anyone they wish. 

UW-Stout students use their so- 
cial security numbers daily as a 
form of identification. These num- 
bers are printed on student identi- 
fication cards, required on checks 
at the University Bookstore, and in 
some cases are used to display 
grades by professors. 

According to Larry Knuth, Serv- 
ice Representative at the Federal 
Social Security Department, if 
someone has your social security 
number and access to a computer 
system, they are able to check into 
your credit history, your financial 


status and your bank accounts. 

Knuth also mentioned that 
names and social security numbers 
are sold daily by companies to 
people for mail listings. That is 
how many students acquire junk 
mail. Vice Chancellor Sam Wood 
explained that the university does 
not authorize the release of student 
identification numbers for such 
purposes. Wood added that it may 
be possible for these companies to 
obtain mailing addresses from the 
student directory, but nothing can 
be done about that. 

If a person wishes to withhold a 
number from anyone or any or- 
ganization, it is possible, but the 
organization may then refuse to do 
business with such a person. 

At Stout, if a student does not 
want their social security number 
used for identification, the univer- 


sity assigns the student a number. 
The first three digits of the number 
would be a 900 number so as to 


distinguish it from a government 


issued number. 


Wood added that most students ; 


do use their social security num- 
bers for identification because it is 
required for the students receiving 
financial aid. Approximately 70 
percent of Stout students receive 
some sort of financial aid. 

Although withholding a social 
security number can be acceptable 
at some institutions, if a person 
were to use a pseudo social secu- 
rity number in a government of- 
fice, he would most likely be un- 
successful because of computers 
that are able to detect fake num- 
bers.

TV Marti to broadcast in Cuba 


Angry Cuban officials and worried U.S. radio 
broadcasters are bracing for the start of TV Marti, the 
U.S. government's controversial experiment that will 
beam TV programs to Havana. 

TV Marti’s three-hour daily test run will carry a 
U.S. produced newscast, re-runs, Spanish-language 
game shows, Miami Heat basketball games and the 
latest music videos from MTV International. 

“The Cubans have taken TV Marti as a litmus test 
of U.S.-Cuban foreign policy,” Penn State Professor 
John Nichols said. He visited Cuba witha group of U.S. 
broadcasters.

Scholarship fraud untrue 


Ascholarship search firm marketing its services to 
students nationwide was under investigation by the 
Federal Trade Commission. 

The U.S. Postal Service had imposed temporary 
restraining orders on all mail sent to the Academic 
Council on Financial Assistance (ACFA) on the 
grounds of false representation. The ACFA had 
claimed that for a $60 fee, they would guarantee at least 
a $300 scholarship for students who apply or their 
money will be returned. 

On March 8, U.S. District Court Judge Judith Keep 
ruled favorably for the ACFA. 

The court found no probable cause to issue a pre- 
liminary injunction that would have put a postal serv- 
ice hold on the incoming mail of ACFA. The judge 
stated that a hold on the mail would not only harm the 
company, but also the students, by not allowing them 
to participate in a beneficial program for financial aid. 

During this hearing, the director for the Financial 
Service of the University of California in San Diego 
testified that ACFA is providing a truly valuable serv- 
ice to students and that it does offer source information 
that financial aid offices can not.

Minnesota lottery begins 


The Minnesota State Lottery will open its gambling 
window April 17, selling the tickets of its first lottery in 
about 4,000 retail outlets around the state. 

Lottery Director George Andersen has scheduled a 
news conference Friday to announce the opening date 
and display copies of the 55 million scratch-off tickets 
that make up the first game. 

The April 17 date was selected because it is after 
Easter and, perhaps more significantly, after the in- 
come tax deadline; a day when Minnesotans might feel 
too tapped by the tax man to take a chance with the

“The majority of 
students on the Rec Commission 
board will have come up through 
the ranks of their own clubs,” 
Buttke said. “They are well trained 
and well versed in what needs to be 
done.” 

Buttke explained how the Rec- 
reation Commission has evolved 
over the years from a campus wide 
programming organization to a 
programming/support unit 
which unifies all recreation and 
sports organizations at Stout. 
“Without the support of the com- 
mission, the clubs would be basi- 
cally on their own to get going. It 
would be a much slower process 
and they would be running into a 
lot of dead ends,” Buttke said. 

Once a month, the board holds a 
meeting with representatives of all 
clubs. The board offers tips on 
budgeting, leadership develop- 
ment, risk awareness, and univer- 
sity procedures. The meetings in- 
crease communication between 
the different organizations. 

“Bringing all the clubs together 
has been a big success. All the club 
leaders have participated very 
well,” Chairperson Mike Ginter 
said. “I would like to emphasize 
that we are a support group. We 
really try to keep all the smaller 


organizations together so they 


have a little more communication 
with each other.” 

Cory Wiegel, treasurer, also 
stressed the supportiveness of the 
organization. “Anyclubcan havea 
bad year with the turnover of new 
people,” he said. “When the Com- 
mission is strong, as we are, we can 
make that transition a lot 
smoother.” 

The Commission is especially 
supportive in helping new clubs. 


Greg Goltz, vice-president of the 
Nordic Ski Team said if the Recrea- 
tion Commission had not helped.

Make yourself count 


April 1 is Census Day andStout students can leave their 
mark on Menomonie and the state of Wisconsin for years to 
come if they complete and return the census questionnaire. 

In accordance with Article I, Section 2, of the United 
States Constitution, a census is taken every ten years. The 
1990 Census will be the twenty-first in the nation’s history 
and marks 200 years since the first census was taken. 

A full count is very important to the state of Wisconsin 
since the state risks losing one of its nine seats in the House 
of Representatives because of nationwide population 
changes. 

An accurate count of the students in Menomonie is 
important because the allocation of millions of dollars in 
annual federal and state aid to communities like Menomo- 
nie will be based on this census. Both the public and the 
private sectors will use census data for planning, marketing 
and delivering services into the twenty-first century. 

The success of the census depends on the accurate 
completion and timely return of questionnaires. Inaccurate 
counts can curtail projects, cause lower funding for commu- 
nity programs and services, and result in flawed decisions. 
Often, those who could benefit most are the ones who lose 
out when there is an undercount. 

College students are enumerated in the census as inde- 
pendent adults residing in the city where they attend 
school. Only students who live with their parents and 
commute to school are counted at their parents’ home. 

It is important for Stout students to be counted here, 
where you live now. You won’t be counted any place else. 
The census is a national “snap shot” for April 1, 1990. Make 
sure you're in the picture. 

We encourage all students to be sure to return your 
census forms. If you are missed in the census, it will affect 
everyone. The nation is counting on you!

What a catchy little phrase that 
is. It's even succeeded in working 
its way into the vocabulary of 
Americans from the streets of 
Brooklyn to the Aston Martin deal- 
ership in Lake Forest.

“Everything we say we are 
going to do, we will do to make it 
work,” Wood said. “It is going to 
become an active part of our work 
here at Stout.” 

Chancellor Charles Sorensen 
added that to implement this pol- 
icy, an intensive campaign of edu- 
cation will be undertaken. “I can 
not say strongly enough how 
much we abhor racial and discrim- 
initory conduct,” he said. “We will 
take every step we can to eliminate 
it on this campus.” 

Wood has already begun a series 
of meetings with organizations 
and groups on campus and will 
also be meeting with members of 


for Women and Minorities” in the 
West Central Wisconsin Consor- 
tium (WCWC). 

Sadker, along with her husband, 
have conducted research over the 
past two decades on classroom 
interaction at the elementary, sec- 
ondary and post-secondary levels. 
The Sadkers are currently profes- 
sors of Teacher Education at 
American University in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

According to the Sadkers, the bi-

James Lindsey, program man- 
ager of African American Student 
Services, believes that the policy 
itself may not curb the intentions 
or the attitudes of students. “Those 


minorities, include eye contact, 
physical closeness in the class- 
room, certain questioning, and 
criticizing. The Sadkers go as far to 
say that these subtle behaviors and 
certain teaching techniques may 
make classrooms sexist and racist. 

The couple has discovered that 
in all levels of education, white 
males receive the most attention 
from both male and female instruc- 
tors. The second group, receiving 
less attention, are minority males. 
Third on the list are white females, 
followed by minority females. 

“If the cure for cancer is in the

Intentional conduct, viewed as 
racist and discriminatory, may be 
subject to discipline in accordance 
with university policies and proce- 
dures. The policy recommends 
three options to any individuals 
who believe they have been the 
victims of intentional racial or dis- 
criminatory conduct. 

The first approach involves con- 
fronting the individual allegedly 
responsible for the discriminatory 
act(s) to discuss and clarify the 
experience.

less likely to find the solution,” 
Myra Sadker said. “We need to 
develop skills and sensitivity so we 
can combat subtle biases.” 

“People would be surprised,” 
Stout’s Affirmative Action Direc- 
tor Virginia Wolf said. “I have been 
committed to classroom equity 
since the 1960s. I find that when I 
teach, however, I do pay more at- 
tention to the male students. I give 
them harder questions and more 
encouragement. We are so condi- 
tioned.”

West Germany aids cocaine 


West Germany became the top supplier to Colum- 
bia of chemicals used to process cocaine last year after 
U.S. agents cracked down on American suppliers, 
Drug Enforcement Administration (DEA) officials say. 

According to the DEA, West German shipments 
jumped nearly 500 percent in 1989 as Colombian traf- 
fickers turned to Europe for solvents used by cocaine 
laboratories. However, total U.S. chemicals shipped to 
Colombia also climbed 40 percent last year, mostly 
before new U.S. controls came into full force.

of leakage. 

According to Johnson, the bur- 
nished block that is seen through- 
out the Memorial Student Center is 
also relatively inexpensive to 
maintain because it never has to be 
repaired. Some other energy-sav- 
ing features include 16 inches of 
ceiling insulation, one story under- 
ground, covered canopies at each 
entrance, and the heat from the 
refrigerators is reclaimed and used 
in the building. 

An added advantage Stout has 
over other college unions is thatthe 
Memorial Student Center is fairly 
new, which provided accurate rec- 
ords available for submission. It 
took six years of planning and 22 
months to build the facility, which 
opened in Aug., 1985. 

The architects involved in the 
planning were from Eau Claireand 
had won a Peoples Choice Award 
for the Memorial Student Center. 
The judges were non-architects 
which would eliminate any archi- 
tectural bias. 

By April 1, the Association of 
College Unions-International will 
have published a reference guide 
of the top 22 unions of the world for 
other college unions to review. The 
guide will include construction 
data, equipment specifications, 


drawings, pictures, and furnish- 


ings. 

Many schools have come to look 
at Stout's facility in the past and a 
few have brought their architects 
with them.

nary actions against the accused 
may be established by the advisor. 

Finally, the student has the op- 
tion to initiate complaint and/or 
grievance procedures. 

If a student was the perpetrator 
ofa racist or discriminatory act, the 
incident would be governed by 
Chapter 17 of the UW-system dici- 
plinary procedure for non-aca- 
demic misconduct. But, according 
to Wolf, if a student brought a case 
against a member of the staff or 
faculty, grievance or complaint 
procedures will be followed as 
they are mandated by the faculty 
and staff handbook and union 
grievance procedures. 

Linda Torres, director of Ethnic 
Services, feels that the policy may 
have a positive effect on the cam- 
pus once people have been prop- 
erly educated about it. 

“The students of today were not 
raised in an era of conflict like in 
the 60s and 70s with the great 
amount of political activists,” she 
said. “Because they have become 
desensitized to the issues due to 
lack of exposure to them, they do 
not know that many of their ac- 
tions and words are discrimina- 
tory.” 

Sorensen stresses that education 
is essential to fighting ignorance. 
“A turn-around of attitudes will 
not be easy, but we have to make 
this a total university goal,” he 
said. “Students, faculty and ad- 
ministration will all have to be 
involved in the lift-up.” 
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Recycling efforts progressing

This is the fourth in a series of 
articles on waste management. 

Although Wisconsin may be 
Waiting for Governor Thompson's 
stamp of approval on the recycling 
bill passed last week by the Legis- 
lature, Dunn County is moving 
ahead with its plans for seven 
waste collection sites which are 
slotted to open Sep. 1. These sites 
would allow for sorting of recy- 
clable and non-recyclable materi- 
als, and the shipping of wastes to 
other areas. 

One proposal made in the recy- 
cling bill states all local govern- 
ments must be involved in a recy- 
cling program by 1995. Another 
proposal coincides with this, stat- 
ing that $33 million would be dis- 
tributed to local governments, 
beginning July 1, to help fund recy- 
cling programs. 

Edward Ferber, head of Dunn 
County Board’s waste manage- 
ment committee, estimated they 
would need $250,000 just to main- 
tain and operate the collection 
sites. 

Dunn County recently ap- 
pointed a solid waste coordinator, 


Steve Palzkill, who currently 
works with the Department of 
Natural Resources to manage the 
collection sites as well as other 
recycling programs beginning 
May 1. 

The collection sites, Palzkill 
explained, will each havea station- 
ary compactor. The compressed 
materials are more cost effective to 
transport long distances, Palzkill 
said. Palzkill also said non-recy- 
clable materials would need to be 
landfilled or incinerated. One of 
the closest sites accepting wastes 
from outside counties is in Black 
River Falls and Cirona. 

The recycling bill sent to Th- 
ompson also proposed morethana 
dozen items, including aluminum 
containers, corrugated paper or 
boxes, foam polysterene and office 
paper, be banned from landfills 
and incinerators by 1995. 

In order to meet those recycling 
standards, Palzkill is considering 
various recycling options. Resi- 
dents of Ladysmith are currently 
charged for each bag of garbage 
that must be picked up. However 
recyclables, stored in clear bags, 
are picked up free of charge. 

“The per bag, per can charging 
system allows you to control waste 


by reducing the amount you cre- 
ate,” Palzkill said. “Hopefully, 
we'll get paid for recyclables, 
which will aid the programs.” 

Palzkill would like to see money 
go toward composting facilities. 
Roughly 20 percent of an urban 
area’s waste is from leaves, grass 
clippings and other cut brush, 
Palzkill said. Palzkill also men- 
tioned implementing a system 
which shreds plastic for animal 
bedding, stating that the rural area 
in Dunn County would make such 
an operation profitable. 

Government funds would also 
be earmarked for industries who 
use recyclable materials in order to 
develop markets for recycled 
goods. Palzkill mentioned incen- 
tives such as low-interest loans and 
tax breaks for companies using 
recycled materials. 

Another proposal requires 
newspapers to use from 10 percent 
recycled newsprint in 1991-92 to 45 
percent recycled newsprint after 
2001. Dunn County News, which 
prints the Stoutonia, currently 
uses recycled newsprint. The re- 
cycled paper sells at the same price 
as virgin paper.

Public hearings will be held 
through Jan. of 1991 to gain sup- 
port for the bill. Clausing feels that 
people must put pressure on their 
legislators to sponsor the bill. 

Clausing has written a second 
petition asking people and state 
legislators to support the bill to 
limit point-source discharge of 
phosphorus and provide water 
quality protection in Wisconsin’s 
inland waterways. 

The Wisconsin Lakes Conven- 
tion will be held on Friday, March 
30. Clausing intends to present a 
poster created to dramatize the 
effect phosphorus is having on the 
lakes. 

“All we need now is the support 
and sponsorship of the bill,” 
Clausing said.

(Drum roll, please...Ahem.) Wis- 
consin’s recycling bill, called the 
most comprehensive and costly by 
the Milwaukee Sentinel, has been 
growing steadily smaller over the 
last few months; however, it has 
finally reached Governor Tommy 
Thompson’s desk. (Crash! Thank 
you.) = 

Okay. Now what? 

Well, we wait until Tommy has 
been wined and dined by Wiscon- 
sin Manufacturers and Commerce 
until his tonsils are floating, and 
then we hear his proclamation. 

For those of you who haven’t 
been following the trail of eraser 
crumbs left by the legislature’s 
Joint Finance Committee, here are 
a few proposals that didn’t quite 
make it. 

The committee “dropped a pro- 


posed ban on products made of 
polyvinyl chloride, polystyrene 
foam, containers made of two 
kinds of metal, and containers 
made of two kinds of plastic” 
(Associated Press). However, the 
committee did retain the banning 
of over a dozen items from landfills 
and incinerators, including foam 
polystyrene products. 

The amendment to change a 
one-cent tax on disposable diapers 
bit the dust early on as well. This 
tax would have been channeled to 
help pay for recycling programs. A 
five-cent deposit on aluminum 
cans was also rejected earlier. 

One important proposal that did 
make it to Thompson’s desk stated 
that “businesses with annual sales 
of morethan $1 million would each 
pay between $335 and $3,950, 
depending on their sales, begin- 
ning in 1992” (Milwaukee Senti- 
nel, March 21, 1990). These fees 
would help pay for recycling pro- 
grams. 

Needless to say, Wisconsin 
Manufacturers and Commercé 
isn’t pleased. “This thing’s a 
mess,” said WMC official James 
Buchen. “It’s a good thing the 
governor is there to clean it up.” 
Hmm. Rather a cocky and ironic 
thing to say. 

What absolutely kills me is that 
manufacturers are the latest group 


to jump on the green bandwagon. 
With one hand, they pay for envi- 
ronmental programming and with 
the other, they pay for lobbyists to 
kill environmental protection bills. 

Probably my favorite example of 
this is DuPont. Beautifully shot 
commercials with blonde Ameri- 
cans explain that plastic plates can 
be recycled into benches. (How 
many benches do we really need? 
Perhaps they can use those re- 
cycled benches in the new County 
Stadium.) 

However, in the production of 
their all-purpose, all-American 
plastics, DuPont has made itself a 
“world leader in the production of 
ozone-depleting CFCs.” (Green- 
peace, March/April 1990) 

This depicts the attitudes of 
most governments and compa- 
nies. No one is saying “cut back 
usage” or “conserve”. That’s what 
we really need to hear. Recycling is 
only one part of our attempt to 
clean up our mess, but because we 
don’t want to give up a single 
“convenience” product, recycling 
is the only alternative we feel like 
using. 

Senator Charles Chvala said, 
“For me, it’s disappointing we 
weakened the bill as much as we 
did.” 

For me, too.

Enlightened self-interest can 


help eliminate the welfare state

There are more than one million 
millionaires in the United States. I 
think we can accept as a given that 
the majority of them are republi- 
cans, and they are not fulfilling the 
implied responsibility that their 
wealth places on them. That re- 
sponsibility is what I call enlight- 
ened self-interest. By this, | mean 
that they have a duty to create 
more wealth for themselves while 
at the same time empowering oth- 
ers to do the same. This is a little 
confusing, but bear with me while 
I explain. 

This responsibility can be dis- 
charged in a great many ways. On 
a national level it can be done by 
lobbying hard in congress to passa 
bill that creates enterprise zones all 
over the country. The size of the 
zone depends on the circum- 
stances. For example, rural West 
Virginia will have zones much 
larger than the city of Minneapolis. 
Zones are chosen on the basis of the 
per capita income for the area (a 
zone might be any area with an 
average income that is less than 
70% of the national average (see 
note 1 at the end). 

Any company or individual 
who opensa business within oneof 
these zones can do so tax-free for 10 
years. If they employ over 100 
people (within that zone) they re-

ceive one more year tax free. For 
every additional 100 people em- 
ployed, they receive another year 
tax-free (see note 2). 

There should be absolutely, 
positively no bureaucracy formed 
as partof this plan. Companies will 
file a tax return (as usual) with the 
Internal Revenue Service, and just 
deduct those tax-free earnings. The 
plan will not be cumulative. In 
other words, if you have busi- 
nesses in two different zones they 
are considered to be independent 
in terms of how long their tax-free 
status will continue. For example, 
two businesses in two different 
areas with 75. employees each 
would not add upto 150 people for 
the purpose of extending their tax- 
free status. But two businesses in 
the same zone would. 

A zone will revert back to being 
normally taxed as soon as the per 
capita income equals 85 percent of 
the national average three years in 
a row. At this point no additional 
tax breaks will be given, and the 
present ones will end in and of 
themselves (by definition this will 
occur). 

This ideais the response republi- 
cans should give to the legitimate 
complaint that the “Reagan Revo- 
lution” has not helped the poor (as 
much as it could or should have). 
And wealthy Americans who be- 
lieve in capitalism are the only 
group of individuals with the be- 
lief, the time (by making time and 
having the circumstances to be 
able to do so), and the money to 
bring about such a situation. 

Working on a national level is 
the safe thing to do (sounds almost 
funny, does it not). The tough part 
is having the courageto workat the 
local and individual level when 
dealing with people that are 
understandably hostile and dis- 
trusting when first approached. By

going into the trenches (so to 
speak) and doing battle with 
honor will be the difficult duty. But 
this responsibility can be fulfilled 
regardless of what happens atana- 
tional level. 

Wealthy individuals, or small 
partnerships (see note 3), can ap- 
proach community leaders in de- 
pressed areas and work with them 
to determine what kind of busi- 
nesses should be started. By 
searching out clergymen, mem- 
bers of the Parents & Teachers 
Association, any other leaders in- 
cluding the business people al- 
ready present, can avoid pitfalls, 
build valuable networks, and 
demonstrate that their motives are 
good. 

Right from the beginning it 
should be explained to these indi- 
viduals that profit is a large mo- 
tive: no businesses will be opened 
if they do not have a good chance 
of success. And part of the plan 
should include a means for em- 
ployees to buy out the business. 
Not just because it is good for the 
community to have role-model 
businessmen living there, but be- 
cause that is how venture capital 
plans work best. You invest, make 
a very healthy profit, and move on 
to something else. 

In my mind this is capitalism at 
its best: Investors make money, a 
great many jobs are created where 
most needed, new success stories 
are created, the community is 
improved, and needed capital is 
made available for other uses 
(maybe in the same area or neigh- 
borhood). 

If those who can afford to enact 
plans like this continue to choose 
not to do so, then we (I hope to join 
this group) have only ourselves to 
blame when the democrats /liber-

als offer and push through their 
nutty ideas (nutty because they 
probably do not work -the national 
situation since the “Great Society” 
plan started has become worse and 
has cost us over $1 trillion). 

The answer to our problems, 
although not a panacea, is before 
us. It is our responsibility to do 
something about them. We can not 
continue to answer the liberals by 
only saying their ideas are wrong. 
We must offer and implement our 
ideas instead. When they work, 
others, out of self-interest, will fol- 
low behind. This is the only way I 
see for us to dismantle the present 
welfare state. (I am saying that it is 
very inefficient and does almost as 
much harm as good, and costs way 
‘oo much.) 


If we do not do this, our inner 
cities, and many rural poor areas, 
(large portions of West Virginia 
and Louisiana come to mind,) will 
continue to disintegrate. At some 
point they will explode. And those 
of us who could have done some- 
thing about it will also be to blame. 

Note 1: I have not researched the 
statistics on this. On a pragmatic 
basis (so that the worst areas re- 
ceive the most help) it may be best 
to give tax breaks on a scale basis; 
with the poorest areas being com- 

letely tax-free and other areas (a 
ittle better off) receiving only par- 
tial tax breaks. Taxes would thus be 
slowly brought back as the area 
improved (new entrants receive 
less tax breaks because they are 
entering a situation that has al- 
teady improved to a considerable 
extent, but still needs a lot of kelp). 

Note 2: One purpose of tax 
breaks (beyend an incentive to 
bring in business) is to help cover 
the higher costs in these enterprise

zones. An example of one of these 
co3‘s wouid be security. Their are 
some poor areas that have no busi- 
nesses what-so-ever within a mile 
(not even a grecery or convinience 
store). Every new business is 
robbed repeatedly until it goes out 
of business. However, if a group of 
small businesses open at about the 
same time, they could hire security 
firms or off-duty police to “patrol” 
their small neighborhood, with the 
added safety benefits to the resi- 
dents. 

Note 3: Some people will rightly 
state that most millionaires have 
their assets tied up in their homes 
and businesses. While this is true 
to an extent, it does not mean that 
they have no obligation. They can 
form small partnerships with each 
partner investing a relatively small 
amount. Remember that this is 
enlightened self-interest. The idea 
is to make a healthy profit while 
empowering others and discharg- 
ing a duty and responsibility.

$2000. The one photographer 
featured, Bruce Warren from 
Eau Claire, has four black and 
white pictures of different comi- 
calsituations including one with 
an unusual optical effect involv- 
ing a llama, and one with tough 
guys in drag. A three piece se- 
ries of graphite and water color, 
entitled “Church, Steeple, and 
People”, portray the three stages 
of the famous finger trick with 
arrangements of bananas. 

Some other works that are 
ondisplay include Kachina dolls 
whichare paper constructs used 
insome obscure ritual ceremony, 
twoceramic tiles entitled “Cows 
- At Home on the Range”, 
“Tanned Cowhide” featuring 
cartoon-like cows sitting on an 
oven sunbathing, and a sculp- 
ture built with pieces of colored 
glass entitled “The Jesters.” 

The exhibit itself is unset- 
tling. One walks into a room in 
the basement of this grand archi- 
tectural monolith, and is hit with 
mixed reactions. 

All of the works are dis- 
played about a large room, 
possibly once used for storage. 
It has the same carpet it has had 
for years, the same fireplace, the 
same unhidden plumbing and 
tew windows ina small circular 
cul-de-sac in the corner. 

Then it occurs to the visitor 
that the room has probably been 
maintained in this way for au- 
thenticity. One might also con- 
sider the fact that there is proba- 
bly no other place in the theater 
to display the works of art. 

The mantle of the fireplace 
is adapted to the purpose, and 
tables have been brought inand 
covered with drapes to imply a 
sort of professional appearance. 
In addition, the paintings, pho- 
tographs and relief sculptures 
have been carefully placed 
about the room with an eye for 
aesthetics. The construction of 
the exhibit made the best pos- 
sible use of the limited space. 

The exhibit has been named 
“The Whimsical Art Show”, and 
one can see why. The subject 
matter in these varied forms of 
artistic expressionism is meant 
to be frivolous and should be 
viewed accordingly. But this 
showcase of talent should not 
be taken lightly. This is an im- 
pressive display of Jpcal and 
professional work, and is cer- 
tainly worth the time you would 
take to see it.

Student life under Harvey was 
somewhat constricted however.

During World War I, Stout’s enroll- 
ment dropped by half because many 
men were called to arms. On-campus 
activities included military drills for 
men, Red Cross training for women, 
and a student Army Training Corps 
unit was organized in 1918. After the 
war, enrollment reached a record level 
of 589. 

During the 1920's, President Burton 
E. Nelson formed the Stout Student 
Association which distributed activity 
fees, scheduled student activities, and 
acted as a student government. In 
addition, 1922 saw the first homecom- 
ing held in conjunction with a football 
game, and Phi Omega Beta became the

Antrim Hall 

Sara Keturah “Kit” Antrim served 
as director of women’s physical educa- 
tion from 1936 until 1964. 

Antrim was a true believer in physi- 
cal education, especially for women. 
She felt that good posture was espe- 
cially important. In her freshman 
physical education classes, Antrim 
would take pictures of each female 
student at both the beginning and end 
of the semester to determine the 
amount of progress they had made on 
their posture. 

Antrim also served as dean of 
women for 19 years until her retire- 
ment in 1974 with the title of professor 
emeritus. 

Callahan Hall 

Gertrude Callahan came to Stout in 
1928 as chair of the English depart- 
ment. Her students held a great respect 
for her serious concem for literature 
and succinct writing. She retired in 
1961 as emeritus professor of English 
after 33 years of service to Stout.

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Chinnock Hall 

Dwight Chinnock initiated Stout’s 
first program for the off-campus 
supervision of student teachers in in-

Stout Manual Training Schools 
1891-1908 


In 1891, manual training and domestic science 
training was introduced through the Stout Manual 
Training School, which began in the 1890's. In 1894, ths 
school saw the introduction of kindergarten classes. In 
1899, the Kindergarten Training School began to pre- 
pare kindergarten teachers. The School of Physical 
Culture opened in 1901, and in 1903 training schools for 
manual training teachers and domestic science teach- 
ers were added. By 1907, a homemaker’s school had 
opened and a trade school was planned. 


The Stout Institute 
1908-1955 


To simplify administration and clarify ownership 
and responsibility for the various public and Stout 
Training Schools, The Stout Institute was formed in 
1908. In 1911, following Senator Stout’s death, owner- 
ship transferred to the State of Wisconsin. 


Stout State College 
1955-1964 


The Stout Institute Board of Trustees was abolished 
and the institution came under the jurisdiction of the 
Board of Regents of the State Colleges, a move that the 
institute board resisted, fearing a loss of prestige from 
being a special college. In retrospect, joining the 
“League,” as President Fryklund expressed it, proved 
to be a distinct advantage to the school and its faculty. 


Stout State University 
1964-1971 


The name change was authorized by the Board of 
Regents who believed that the “state colleges had 
reached another plateau in their development.” In- 
creased enrollment brought new and enlarged facili- 
ties. A traditional focus was maintained even while 
new majors were added and new directions were given 
to established majors. 


University of Wisconsin-Stout 


1971 to present 


The Wisconsin State Universities and the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin campuses merged to form the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin System. Stout was designated by 
the Board of Regents as one of only two special mission 
universities in the UW System. Stout was to offer 
focused programs related to professional careers in 
industry, technology, home economics, applied arts, 
and the helping professions. 


In the beginning... 


The Stout Manual Training building began construction in July of 1892. The modern stru 
was destroyed bya furnace explosion on Feb. 2,1897. The community, with contributions from] 
Stout, pulled together to build what stands today as Bowman Hall. The three story steel and con 
building was constructed with locally made bricks and houses a 7,000 pound bell purchased by 


citizens of Menomonie.

Stout developed a personal 
interest, which over the years, be- 
came a compulsion to further the 
kind of education represented by 
the school. 

Eventually, Stout returned to 
Menomonie. It is believed that he 
did so because it was the head- 
quarters of the great lumbering 
firm which his father had helped 
establish. 

At age 42, Stout was married to 
27 year-old Angeline Wilson on 
June 12, 1889, at the Menomonie 
home of the bride’s father, William. 
In 1892, Wilson died and left his 
estate to the Stouts. The colonial 
style Wilson home was what is 
now the present Wilson Place Mu- 
seum. 

Over the years in which the 
Stouts lived in the mansion, the 
family entertained guests in a lav- 
ish style characteristic of the Victo- 
rian Age. There were dancing par- 
ties, and frequently, the Mabel 
Tainter Memorial Orchestra was 
hired for occasions. 

In his new home, Stout became 
immersed in public affairs and 
business affairs of his own choos- 
ing, and carried out ideas which he 
may havealready been harboring — 
ideas which he finally had the abil- 
ity to administer. 

One idea emerged in an institu- 
tion which made the name Stout 
synonymous with a new brand of 
education. The education whose 
purpose was to better prepare 
young people for work and for life. 

Stout sought to broaden the 
education system by introducing 
his philosophy of “learning 
through involvement” with the 
Menomonie Board of Education. 
He offered to fund the construction 
of Wisconsin’s first school devoted 
exclusively to the areas of manual

there, Fairchild opened his own 
general litigation private practice 
in Menomonie. 

Before graduating from William 
Mitchell Law School in 1983, 
Fairchild was the editor-in-chief of 
the law school paper. Both 
Fairchild and his wife are origi- 
nally from Wisconsin. 

The selection process for hiring 
an attorney spanned the Dunn 
County area. According to Frelke, 
a letter of inquiry was mailed to all 
the attorneys in the county. Four 
letters of interest were received, 
and all four candidates were inter- 
viewed. 

“We were looking for individu- 
als with extensive experience in 
student/landlord issues and civil 
issues,” Frelke said. “We were also 
concerned with finding the right 
match for our environment.” 

According to SSA Director of 
Landlord and Tenant Affairs Joel 
Kotchevar, the new legal service 
will be a much-needed enhance- 
ment to his position. “Because lam 
not an attorney, nor have I been 
trained as anattorney, I get stuckin

Al- 
though these ideas were consid- 
ered revolutionary for their time, 
the board accepted his proposal 
with great enthusiasm. 

The Stout Manual Training 
School, located on the present 
grounds of the Menomonie Public 
School, opened its doors in the 
early 1890’s. Students attended 
their regular classes at the public 
school, and spent part of each day 
in manual and domestic arts 
classes at the manual training 
school. 

This project was so well received 
by students and members of the 
community that Stout decided to 
build a larger school. In 1893,anew 
three-story wooden structure, 
complete with a clock tower, was 
built. Stout never revealed the 


‘’ amount he had invested in the 


project, but estimates run up to 
$50,000, a considerable sum in 
those days. 

Stout was elected to the Wiscon- 
sin State Senate in 1895. He was 
soon appointed chairman of the 
Education Committee, a position 
he held for 15 years. 

Stout was in Madison on Feb. 3, 
1897, when he was informed that a 
fire had destroyed the manual 
training schooland the high school 
building adjacent to it. The com- 
munity’s reaction to the fire re- 
vealed their pride and strong at- 
tachment to the school. 

Under the condition that the city 
of Menomonie would rebuild the 
high school, Stout agreed to fi- 
nance the construction of an im- 
proved manual training school on 
the same site. This three-story 
brick structure still stands today as 
Bowman Hall. 

A tower was constructed on the 
north end of the building and was 
supplied with a 7,000 pound bell 
purchased by the local citizens. 
The tower serves as a landmark in 
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James Huff Stout's philosophy of learning through involvement has 
been maintained throughout the century. 


the community and inthe memory 
of every Stout graduate. 

In 1899, the Stout Manual Train- 
ing School took another important 
step. Lorenzo Dow Harvey, state 
superintendent of schools, sug- 
gested to the Menomonie Board of 
Education that a two-year kinder- 
garten teacher training program be 
offered in the Menomonie schools. 
Stout, president of the board of 
education at the time, played a 
major role in the enactment of this 
proposal. 

By 1903, four additional schools 
were established which included 
facilities for the instruction of 


manual training and domestic sci- 
ence teachers, a school for home- 
makers, and a school of physical 
culture which housed a swimming 
pool and gymnasium. 

In 1908, the six schools, all built, 
equipped and staffed by Stout, 
were incorporated and named The 
Stout Institute. The state took over 
the institute after Stout’s death in 
1910. 

Stout has grown considerably, 
but remains true to Senator Stout’s 
original philosophy — learning 
through involvement.

A new organization has formed 
on campus with the goal of creat- 
ing more excitement at UW-Stout. 
The group has named themselves 
the Big Band Committee, and their 
sole purpose is to promote a con- 
cert that features headline per- 
formers who normally play in 
large cities. 

@ committee was formed by 
several individuals expressing the 
need for bigger events at Stout. 
“We felt it was time for a change,” 
Brad Mersereau of the Beat Box 
Club (BBC) said. “Instead of con- 
centrating on several small con- 
certs that cater to only a few stu- 
dents, we wanted to bring in big- 
time acts that would have people 
talking.” 

The diverse group consists of 
individuals representing several 
different campus organizations in- 
cluding: BBC; Campus Music Pro- 
ductions (CMP); the Sales and 
Marketing Club; University Pro- 

taming Board; Black Student 

nion; The Stoutonia; the Stout 
Technical Crew; and the campus 
radio station C-Rock. 

The origin of the Big Band Com- 
mittee began in the fall of 1988 
when CMP expressed interest in 
obtaining the rock band, Living 
Cclour. Atapproximately the same 
time, BBC was interested in pro- 
ducing a large show featuring DJ. 
Jazzy Jeff & The Fresh Prince. In 
addition, students from The Stou- 
toniaand C-Rock were passing out 
a petition to obtain Living Coiour 
after hearing rumors about CMP’s 
interest in the group.

Eventually all crganizations in- 
volved began communicating 
with each other and made up a 
proposal to have a large produc- 
tion featuring both Living Colour 
and DJ. Jazzy Jeff. 

“At the time, both groups were 
relatively unknown,” Mersereau 
said. “Besides DJ. Jazzy Jeff's 
single [Parents Just Don't Under- 
stand}, both were not very big, but 
we saw the potential in the groups, 
and for a great show.” 

Because of their growing status 
at the time, the total concert could 
have been produced for under 
$25,000. Now that price is Living 
Colour’s performance fee alone. 
Both groups went on to win 
Grammy Awards. 

Theconcert was never produced 
due to several different reasons, 
according to Student Activities 
Advisor Derrick Gibson. First, the 
new committee that was formed 
was not completely organized and 
were new at setting up a large 
production. 

The second reason: red-tape. 
“We had a very difficult time ob- 
taining funds to put on the con- 
cert,” Gibson said. “We had to meet 
several different times with several 
different groups, and we had tosell 
them the idea.” 

The third reason terminated the 
whole concert. According to Gi- 
bson, there was a conflict between 
the groups as to who would be the 
headline act. D.J. Jazzy Jeff, who 
was more expensive at the time, 
agreed to open, but wanted to be 
the headlining act in the marketing 
of theevent. Living Colour wanted 
lead billing also, and thet wo could 
not come to terms. 


The committee then decided to 
obtain DJ. Jazzy Jeff only because 
at thetime, they had better market- 
ing power. However, by the time 
contracts could be negotiated, the 
group won the Grammy for Best 

ap Performance which drasti- 
cally increased their fee. This then 
made the show impossible to fi- 
nance. 

The committee decided to set 
their goals a littie lower and ob- 
tained the Minneapolis-based 
band, Mazzarati, who played in 
the Memorial Student Center 
Great Hall last year in front of lim- 
ited attendance. 

“We were very pleased with the 
production and quality of the con- 
cert,” Mersereau said. “But it was 
not what we originally set out for. 
In that sense, we were somewhat 
disappointed.” 

The committee did not stop 
there, however. According to Gi- 
bson, they decided to regroup, 


-learn from their mistakes, and re- 


cruit additional expertise from 
members of other interested cam- 
pus organizations. 

The Big Band Committee is now 
in full operation and has just fin- 
ished final contract negotiations 
with the group that recently re- 
ceived the Grammy nomination 
for Best Rap Act, De La Soul. The 
group will be performing live in 
the Johnson Fieldhouse on Friday, 
April 20th.

The 1990-91 segregated fee 
budget was resubmitted to the 
Stout Student Association (SSA) by 
the Finance Committee at their 
meeting Tuesday night. Each or- 
ganization requesting funding 
was required to attend the meeting 
and was able to ask questions 
about the budget. 

Some of the more noteworthy 
changes in the budget are that 
funding for the Hockey Ciub has 
been cut from a requested $13,640 
to $4,480. Director of Financial Af- 
fairs, Kelly Cohorst explained that 
theSSA supports the Hockey Club, 
but could not continue to support 
them at the level they have been 
due to budget restrictions. They 
also sighted that other club sports 
have to go through the recreations 
commission to be funded. 

The intramural budget was 
fixed at a level of 16 percent of the 
segregated fee budget. This is a 
new policy which was approved 
by the senate and can only be 
changed by the senate. This is de- 
signed to give the department 
some stability from year to year. 

The original budget was pro- 
posed on Jan. 30, and was dis- 
cussed and amended until it was 
passed by the Senate on Feb. 22. 
The following week, SSA Presi- 
dent April Frelke vetoed the 
budget which sent it back to the 
finance committee. 

Since that time, the finance com- 
mittee put together a new budget, 
quite different from the last. The 
revised budget provided no fund- 
ing for state, regional or national 
conferences or tournaments. A 


special nationals fund has been 
created to accommodate this area. 
This fund has $8,035 and can be 
drawn upon by any recognized 


student organization. 
Also absent from this budget is 
any funding for s . The fi- 


nance committee suggested that 
organizations who wantto bring in 
speakers do so through the coop- 
erative programming fund. This 
fund was allocated $10,000. Sev- 
enty percent of this fund for the 
1990-91 fiscal year will be used for 
Design for Diversity program- 
ming. This will still allow organi- 
zations to have the diverse pro- 
gramming that they requested, but 
will force them to program coop- 
eratively. : 

The SSA did conduct other busi- 
ness during the meeting. Four new 
senators were approved by the 
senate: Valerie Anagnos, Steve 
Ketcham, Tony Reese and Paul 
Zobel. These people will be on the 
senate for the remainder of the 
year. 

Women’s Affairs Senator Na- 
talie Fischer announced that a sex- 
ual assault and rape prevention 
program will be going on today in 
the Great Hall. She also made a 
motion that the SSA officially back 
bili AB 431 which is the sexual 
assault orientation bill. In the last 
part of her report, Fischer stated 
that the Faculty Senate has given 
approval for the escort service. 

Frelke also announced that U.S. 
Congressmen Steve Gunderson 
will be at UW-Stout on April 11, 
from 9:30 to 10 a.m.

Floyd Keith served as chair of 
the Stout metals department for 
several years as well as teaching 
welding, foundry, machine shop 
and general motor maintenance. 

“Pappy,” as he was also known, 
hadastrong and sturdy frame. Stu- 
dents rarely entered his class with- 
out their assignments done. 

Keith was both a skilled crafts- 
man and a dedicated teacher. 
Those students who were willing 
to work received unlimited help 
from him in order to meet his high 
standards. 

Keith retired in 1960 after 38 
years of service. 

Kranzusch Hall 

Ray F. Kranzusch taught radio, 
electrical work, auto mechanics 
and general shop. He created the 
first driver’s education program at 
Stout. 

His work with the Craft Club al- 
lowed many students to develop 
hobbies and crafts, and participate 
in social events. Kranzusch had a 
genial manner which endeared 
him to all. 

He retired in 1964 after 40 years 
of service. 

Milnes Hall 

Harold Milnes was a skilled 
craftsman and a devoted, person- 
able teacher who expected a great 
deal from his students. 

“Copper Milnes,” as he was bet- 
ter known, would often perform a 
certain ritual on what was called 
“iron heat day.” As the first iron 
melt ran from the furnace into its 
receiving ladle, he would run his 
wet index finger through the mol- 
ten stream and pretend to taste it. 
After this he would exclaim, “Puta 
little more salt in it!” 

Milnes retired in 1954 after 38

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years of service. 
Oetting Hall 

Erich Oetting was the first dean 
of the school of education. He or- 
ganized and developed its curricu- 
lum and program of professional 
courses. His experience as a 
teacher, principal and superinten- 
dent prepared him well to develop 
teacher education at Stout. 

After 24 years, Oetting retired in 
1969 with the title of dean emeri- 
tus. 

Tainter Hall 

Andrew Tainter settled in Meno- 
monie in 1846. He was involved in 
the lumber business and eventu- 
ally became a partner in the 
Knapp, Stout and Co., Company. 
Tainter was both a businessman 
and philanthropist. In 1890, he 
donated the Mabel Tainter Memo- 
rial Theater to the city of Menomo- 
niein memory of his daughter who 
died at age 19. 

Captain Tainter’s wife, Bertha, 


‘ inherited the estate upon his death 
‘ and sold the property to James 


Stout forthe purpose of converting 
it into a women’s dormitory. These 
two large houses, knownas Tainter 
Hall and Bertha Tainter Annex, 
were later torn down to make way 
for the present Jeter-Tainter-Cal- 
lahan complex. 

Tustison Hall 

Francis F. Tustison developed 
the four-year physics and mathe- 
matics programs at Stout. He was 
also known in the industrial edu- 
cation field for his job sheets in 
home mechanics and for several 
books. 

“Tusty,” as he was better known, 
liked to give the impression of 
being tough. His colleagues en- 
joyed telling the story of his alleged 
glass eye. It was said one could 
always tell which was the glass eye 
because, if Tusty was told a sad 
story, the glass eye was the onethat 
cried. 

Tustison retired as a full profes- 
sor of math and physics in 1951. 
Wigen Hall 

Ray Wigen is credited with gain- 
ing nationwide recognition for 
Stout’s graduate college. 

Wigen started teaching shop- 
work at Stout in 1933, and then 


became a supervisor of student 


teacher training. In 1946, he was 
appointed dean of the graduate 
college. 

Wigen was a good friend of 
many graduate students. He is re- 
membered for his dry sense of 
humor, and somewhat odd laugh 
which most people found more 
amusing than his jokes. 

He retired in 1966 after 33 years 
of service.

Placement office 
claims record year

“If we do not make a record this 
year, it will be darn close to last 
years total, which was a record,” 
Robert Dahlke, career planning 
and placement director, said about 
UW-Stouts’ campus recruitment. 

Reasons for the higher numbers 
are contributed to Stout’s mission. 
“Stout spends a greater percentage 
of its budget on career and place- 
ment activities and it shows,” 
Dahlke said. 

According to Dahlke, recruiters 
are quick to say that not only are 
Stout students top notch, but that 
the Placement Office itself ranks 
high. 

A survey ran last year revealed 
that the Placement Office stands 
between excellent and outstand- 
ing from the recruiters stand point. 
“I do not know if that is good,” 
Dahlke said.” I would like us to be 
at number one.” 

Dahlke also contributes his staff 
to their success. “These people are 
so dedicated,” he said. “They go 
home tired and witha good feeling 
knowing they have helped out.” 

Theannual report will show that 
Stout is producing graduates at a 
continuously increasing percent- 
age, according to Dahlke. 

“There are a lot of jobs out there 
in graphic arts management, and 


hotel and restaurant management, 
and we are short of graduates in 
those two areas,” he said. 

Dahlke has seen steady employ- 
ment in the industry as a whole for 
seven to eight years, and believes 
the job market for next year will 
tighten up. “Ihopelam wrong,” he 
said. “Those students who are 
graduating in Dec. 1990 need to get 
in the office in the next month and 
register themselves in the place- 
ment office. Those students need to 
get ahead of the game.” 

Many companies will be coming 
to recruit early next fall, and the 
Career Conference will be held in 
Oct. 

Dahlke also stresses the value of 
an organized work experience, 
such as aco-op or internship. “This 
cannot be over emphasized,” he 
said. “Those with work experience 
usually get hired first. Not those 
just with work experience, but 
those with good quality work ex- 
perience.” 

The structure of the Placement 
Office will be undergoing revision 
next semester because Dorothy 
Dale, co-op office placement direc- 
tor, and Ken Erickson, assistant 
director of placement, are retiring. 

“This will allow me to reorgan- 
ize some job descriptions in the 
office,” Dahlke said. “I plan to 
mainstream co-op education with 
career planning and placement.”

first fraternity on campus in 1927. 

Although the school received 
thousands of dollars from the 
Work Projects Administration, all 
construction stopped as well as 
faculty members having to take 
pay cuts during the Great Depres- 
sion. 

World War II brought back war 
time activities to the campus in- 
cluding pilot training and nursing. 
Due to a lack of male students, 
(only 44 in 1943,) intercollegiate 
athletics were halted, and tradi- 
tional homecoming games were 
replaced by kitten ball and picnics. 


The school’s administra- 
tion bought several 
poorly heated and venti- 
lated barrack-style 
homes to solve the 
housing shortage. 


After the war, enrollment 
doubled and President Verne C. 
Fryklund was challenged to find 
more housing, faculty and class- 
rooms. The school’s administra- 
tion bought several poorly heated 
and ventilated barrack-style 
homes to solve the housing short- 
age. If tenants were not careful, on 
cold nights their hair would freeze 
to the walls. 

Following the Korean War, en- 
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rollment reached 1,000. Dynamic 
growth continued throughout the 
1960's and topped 5,000 by 1970.To 
meet enrollment needs, President 
William J. Micheels began a build- 
ing program which included addi- 
tions to the old student center, the 
Johnson Fieldhouse, six new resi- 
dence halls and a heating plant. 
The Vietnam War did not play as 
significant a role at Stout as it did 
on other campuses. Micheels met 
the needs of the students by giving 
them opportunities to express 
their concerns. 
During 1973, however, there was 
a student sit-in at the administra- 
tion building. For nearly 30 hours, 
students demanded hearings for 
non-tenured faculty members re- 
leased from the university. 
Chancellor Robert Swanson and 
other administrators listened, the 
sit-in ended peacefully, and efforts 
were made to change the Board of 
Regents policy on tenure. 
Throughout the 1970’s and 
1980's, thousands of students were 
turned away due to capped enroll- 
ment. However, the number of 
international, non-traditional, 
minority, learning disabled and 
physically disabled students in- 
creased. In addition, several 
hundred students studied abroad. 
Stout has seen many changes 
over the past 100 years. The cam- 
pus, once a two story frame build- 
ing, now encompasses 24 build- 
ings. Over 41,000 students have 
graduated within a century’s time, 
and a spirt of innovation continues 
to carry more than 7,000 students 
annually.

Yes, I 
think Dunn County could have 
taken some sort of action a little bit 
sooner.

I’m trying desperately to be opti- 
mistic, but when I talk to city, 
county and university officials 
only to find they haven’t talked to 
each other, I tend to get discour- 
aged. Quitethelack of communica- 
tion. Everyone wants to go their 
own way and do their own thing. I 
don’t see the city and university 
working together to set up pro- 
grams. It’s just not happening. 
Everyone’s waiting for someone 
else to make the first move. 

I was, falsely, under the impres- 
sion that universities were sup- 
posed to be leaders in their com- 
munities. Guess I was wrong.

at his work. “I choose to 
project art the way it is done 
anywhere,”Adeoye said. 

Tom's sculpture is such 
that everyone who looks at it 

aay have completely differ- 
ent interpretations of its 
subject matter. While most 
of his sculptures are based 
on recurring themes of build- 
ing structures, monuments, 
and the rusting of metal, each 
piece is uniquely different in 
its message. 

The rusting of the metal 
in Tom's work shows dete- 
rioration and, in effect, rep- 
resents environmental prob- 
lems. Also, when observing 
his work, pay special atten- 
tion to titles and details in 
order tocatch his use of puns. 

A sense of humor is evi- 
dent in Tom's “Holy Shit 
Aunty Em, It'sA Twister” This 
piece incorporates the same 
use of repetitive forms as his 
other metal sculptures, but 
this time in torsion. It is 
almost as if the piece was 
created and then the window 
was put in to turn it into a 
house. It shows evidence that 
creativity was present from 
the beginning to the end of 
the piece’s evolution. 

Tom's photographs re- 
late to his sculptures, or at 
least compliment them. His 
appreciation for form is evi- 
dent, whetheron photo paper 
orin metal. The photographs 
use cast light to illuminate

shapes of individuals with 
high contrast. Light is con- 
centrated heavily on faces te

The photographs create 
a feeling of sensualiy and 
ease that is almost sexual.

“I was sleeping and awoke to find some 
guy crawling on top of me with his hands 
around my throat,” the first victim said. 

According to the victim and the police 
report, she screamed and fought as best she 
could and finally scared him away. “My 
first thoughts were, ‘Who is he? Does he 
know my roommates?” the first victim 
said. 

As it turned out, her roommates did not 
know him but, as he fled from the house, 
one of her roommates saw him and was 
later able to describe him to the Menomonie 
Police Department’s (MPD) resident artist. 
“We are fortunate that her roommate saw 
him because neither victim was able to see 
anything more than a silhouette,” MPD In- 
vestigator Frank Bammert said. 

After the suspect fled from the first 
house, he entered another residence ap- 
proximately two blocks away. As with the 
first incident, he entered the home through 
an unlocked door and attempted to sexu- 
ally assault his second victim. The second 
woman was able to fight him off and 
scratched and possibly bruised the left side 
of his neck. 

Although neither victim was raped, they 
told the policethat hedid and said things to 
indicate that it was an attempted sexual 
assault. “From time to time, we do have 
instances where drunks somehow get lost 
and enter the wrong residence,” MPD As- 
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sistant Chief of Police Christopher Langlois 
said. “But this was not the case in this 
situation based on what he said to the vic- 
tims.” 

Bammert found it interesting that the 
suspect knew that girls lived in both resi- 
dences. “We are thinking that he is familiar 
with the area,” he said. “We are also recom- 
mending that students lock their doors, 
even bedroom doors if that is possible.”

Langlois wanted to add that when they 
are discussing ways to prevent an incident 
likethis from happening, they arein no way 
implying that because the girls did not take 
such precautions, they are to blame for 
what happened. 

Both Bammert and Langlois agreed that 
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this type of assault is not common in this area. 
“Most of the sexual assault cases that are re- 
ported to us are acquaintance type assaults,” 
Bammert said. Langlois also commented that 
he had not seen anything of this naturein the 15 
years he has been with the MPD. 

The first victim discussed the changes that 
have taken place in her life as a result of this 
attack. She said that many people have been 
less sympathetic as they may have been if she 
would have been raped. “It does not matter 
that he did not fully rape me because now feel 
powerless,” she said. “Now I amafraid.] runto 
and from my car and I lock my door right 
behind me. I shouldn't have to be afraid to do 
things. 

“I am very sensitive to men coming up be- 
hind me and keep thinking to myself that he is 
going to come up behind me and ask me how 
the other night was,” she continued. 

“This man is sick,” Bammert said. He also 
added that they hope that somehow, some 
student will be able to identify him from aclass 
by remembering someone who had a notice- 
able scratch on the left side of his neck. 

The suspect is described as being a white 
male in his mid 20's, six feet tall and approxi- 
mately 170 to 180 pounds. His hair is dishwater 
blond and longer inthe back, near the collar. He 
was wearing a black leather-type jacket with 
blue jeans and tennis shoes. If anyone has any 
information regarding this suspect, contact the 
MPD.

The UW-Stout Martial Arts Club 
has been doing its part in the fight 
againstsexual assualt on Stout's 
campus by forming a rape and 
assault awareness committee of 
their own. 

According to Steve Mella, presi- 
dent of the Martial Arts Club, the 
committee was formed to assist 
and promote the prevention of 
rape. The committee will conduct 
rape and assault awareness pro- 
grams for any group who wishes to 
take advantage of their services. 

The committee’s demonstra- 
tions last approximately two 
hours. They consist of three main 
parts. In the first section, partici- 
pants are introduced to local and 
national rape statistics. 

According to Mella, some of the 
facts include that a rape occurs 
every six minutes in the United 
States; one-half of the women 
polled say that they have been 
sexually abused (or fondled 
against their will) by a dating part- 
ner; most rape victims are between 
the ages of 16 and 19; 54 percent of 
rapists are friends, acquaintances, 
or family members; and one out of 
every four women will be raped at 
some point in her life. 

In the second part of the pro- 
gram, the committee gives the 
participants tips on how to protect

themselves from rape. Mella sug- 
gests that the main thing people 
should remember is to use com- 
mon sense. Also, keep home doors 
locked, curtains closed, use only 
first initial on mailboxes or in the 
telephone book, and leave lights 
on for yourself. 

Other safety tip: stressed in- 
clude not walking alone at night, 
having keys out and ready to open 
specific doors, beware of potential 
hiding places, and, if attacked, do 
not be afraid to hurt someone that 
you know.

Afghanistan suffers famine 


As many as 500 people starved to death last month 
in northwestern Afghanistan because of famine caused 
by war, weather and locusts, according to Western dip- 
lomats in Islamabad, Pakistan. Humanitarian aid 
workers based in the border city of Peshawar, Pakistan, 
began issuing famine warnings late last year. One 
agricultural expert said the situation is so bad it might 
not be possible to save those who remain in the stricken 
areas of Herat, Badghis and Faryab provinces.

Man dies as car sinks in pool 


An 81 year-old St. Louis, Mo., man was fatally 
injured Sunday morning when he backed his car out of 
his garage, crashed through a stockade fence across the 
alley and plunged into a swimming pool, according to 
authorities. 

The pool owner, police and firefighters jumped into 
the pool and tried to get the man, John Faust, out of the 
car. Faust had lost consciousness by the time the rescu- 
ers smashed the rear window and pulled him out. He 
was pronounced dead at the hospital.

Church burglaries investigated 


St. Paul police are investigating a series of recent 
church burglaries, including two in one week at a 
church where satanic symbols were painted on hall- 
way walls. 

All but one of about 10 of the burglaries in the city 
this year have occurred in the Macalester area, accord- 
ing to Lt. Dick Dugan, burglary commander. 

The total number of church burglaries so far is 
twice the estimated figure for all of last year, he said. 

A 17-year-old boy has been linked to four church 
burglaries that occurred one night in Jan. He was 
arrested and charged in juvenile court, Dugan said. 

The other incidents are unsolved, although juve- 
niles are suspected in most of the cases. “Churches are 
easy to hit,” Dugan said. “Almost all of them have 
ground-level basement windows you can get 
through.”

sexual assault and in other states it 
could proven to be 3rd degree, 
which is a felony, depending on 
how long the woman was held and 
where she was touched.

Rape is intercourse without con- 
sent and Weinberg stressed that the 
consent must be verbal. “People 
need to be responsible and aware 
of the issue of consent,” he said. 

‘NVerbalization is a license,” 
Nancy Fride Biele, executive direc- 
tor of the Sexual Violence Center of 
Hennepin and Carver Counties in 
the Twin Cities, said. “A rape vic- 
tim usually knows when the mo- 
tive of the other has changed.” 

A survey conducted at Harvard 
University asked 3,000 females if 
they had ever been raped and 3.4 
percent responded yes. The ques- 
tion was then reworded to, have 
you ever had intercourse without 
your consent. Over 20 percent re- 
sponded yes. “That is rape,” Biele 
said. 

A Penn State research study 
reported that from a sample of 
7,000 college students throughout 
the United States, one in 15 male 
students has committed rape and 
one in 10 females were raped. 

“ All of the studies are real. They 
show facts and one of the great 
issues of sexual assault isthe denial 
factor,” Biele said. 


Approximately one in 10 rapes _ 


are reported. “If one in three 
women are sexually assaulted in 
their lifetime, we all know one of 
those women,” Biele said. "They 
are our sisters, cousins, neighbors, 
girlfriends and co-workers. Ina 
sense we are all victims." 

Rape is an issue of control, 
power and ego. “The more women 
a guy gets, it is an achievement,” 
Weinberg said. “It is also a way for 
them to express their feelings.” 

Half of the rapes reported are 
done in the victims homes and 80

percent of rapes are committed by 
someone the victim knows. “You 
need to look at classmates, ex-boy- 
friends, people you work with and 
even your relatives,” Biele said. 
“Most rapes are planned. I had a 
guy tell me that he planned his 
whole day around it.” 

According to Biele, rape is 
highly stereotyped. “On televi- 
sion, victims are never shown as 
being handicapped or mentally 
retarded,” she said. "You never see 
toddlers raped either. It is always 
the pretty girl who is slim, wearing 
a mini skirt and has a sexy walk. 

“People think that there are 
many classes of rapable women, 
anyone who is breathing is ra- 
pable,” Biele said. “And it is not 
only women who are raped. 4 
Approximately 10 percent of vic- 
timized men are assaulted by men. 

Biele also contradicted another 
highly believed myth. “If you are 
about to be sexually assaulted, you 
can fight back. Studies show that 
you may not get hurt. People say 
and have heard you will get hurt. 
That is simply not true,” she said. 

“I hear a lot of rumors,” Chris 
Potten, Stout sophomore, said.

Facts and figures will now be 
publically known. The Sexual As- 
sault Orientation Bill was signed 
last Monday by Governor Th- 
ompson.

Stout has one more game at 
Gustavus and then they are 
headed to St. Cloud State for Con- 
ference. Their record is going to be 
the key as this is what determines 
their seed at the Conference meet. 

“Our goal is just to place well 
and give us another point in the 
plus column for doing what we set 
out to do,” Bare said. “This can 
only draw more support and fund- 
ing for us in the long run.” 


Coach Steve Terry said. “I was ex- 
tremely pleased with Brian Adler’s 
performance inthe hammer throw, 
Lee Laboy hitting a team and per- 
sonal best in the high jump, Trevor 
Kehoe in the 400, and distance 
runner Kevin Scherer placing in 
two out of three events.” 

The Devils will not be hosting 
any outdoor meets this season, but 
they will be traveling to UW-La 
Crosse on April 20 for the Schurr/ 
Bremer Open and on April 28 for 
the Pepsi Relays.

Gas explosion kills 80 in India 


A leaking gas cylinder exploded in a moving 
commuter train Monday and ignited a fire that killed at 
least 80 people and injured 65 others, news reports and 
Officials said. 

Fire swept through two of the train’s 16 cars as it 
traveled near Kumrahar in the Bihar state, 500 miles 
southeast of New Delhi. 

Mathew John, the director of safety for the Federal 
Railway Board in New Delhi, said one of the cylinders 
was leaking and apparently ignited when someone lit 
a match.

Ringleader stands on trial 


The man accused of being the ringleader in a racial 
slaying last year in New York City carried a pistol and 
bragged that he was going to “shoot blacks,” the prose- 
cution said at the start of his murder trial in the state’s 
Supreme Court. 

Prosecutors say Keith Mondello did not shoot 16- 
year-old Yusef Hawkins, but created the circumstances 
that caused his death at the hands of a mob of “bat- 
wielding whites” in the mostly white Bensonhurst 
section of Brooklyn.

Date rape bill vetoed 


Governor Tommy Thompson, on Monday, vetoed 
a bill that would require public schools to teach stu- 
dents about date rape, saying younger students did not 
need to be exposed to such lessons. 

The bill passed by the Legislature during the winter 
session, calling for schools to provide instruction three 
times during a student’s career in the recognition and 
prevention of sexual assaults, particularly those that 
can happen with an acquaintance on a date. 

The governor said he feared the bill might force 
teachers in grades one through three to instruct stu- 
dents about date rape.

We want to own the 
lumbing business. What about 
hose who just aren’t cut out to 
hanage or (horror) have no real 
desire to? Failure is a strong word, 
but often the “non-manager” isn’t 
onsidered as “successful”. And 
y God, you had better be success- 
ul 

m a Reader’s Digest article, 
harley Reese wrote about his visit 
0 underdeveloped countries. 
The longer I stayed, the clearer it 


became that one missing element 
of prosperity was a skilled work 
force. Most Third World countries 
aren't short of university gradu- 
ates, intellectuals, writers, artists 
and soldiers. They lack carpenters, 
mechanics, bookkeepers, nurses 
and all the other skilled people 
who are so abundant here.” 

If I’ve heard it once from my 
dad, a foreman at Case Interna- 
tional, I’ve heard it a hundred 
times. “We've got a ton of engi- 
neers who design the machinery, 
but no one who can fix it.” 

Believe me, it’s no cut on engi- 
neers. But shouldn’t we regard the 
mechanics as important as well? 
Mechanics, graduated from per- 
haps a two year tech school, are as 
integral a partas any MIT graduate 
in the creation and upkeep of any 
piece of machinery. But remember, 
the mechanic isn’t as “successful”. 

Let’s go to the visual ladder in 
our minds, with CEO on top and 
worker on the bottom. Remember 
what we were taught not so long 
ago - “climb the ladder of success.” 
No one ever said, “Stop when 
you've reached the rung that satis- 
fies you.” Keep moving to the top 
as defined by society. 

I think there is far too much 
emphasis placed onnot only reach- 
ing thetop, but onthe actual ladder 
as well. 

Our preoccupation with man- 
agement must be a reflection of the 


-attitude America has created. In- 


stead of getting away from what 
one author calls “hierarchical 
thinking,” we seem to be content to 
stay within the limits of our pres- 
ent structure, giving management 
complete authority and responsi- 
bility and often regressing the ac- 
tual work to the pressing of a but- 
ton. 

There are, however, companies 
which are going against this tradi- 
tional, stagnant thinking, and 
doing it quite successfully. Quad / 
Graphics, from Milwaukee, and 


kills compared to a degree 


the Cummins Engine plant in 
Jamestown, N.Y. are two examples 
of such companies. 

Edgar Schein wrote, in a May 
1989 article in Across the Board, 
about a different type of hierarchy 
he and his co-workers, as consult- 
ants, had discussed. He explained 
that a “small army of specialists” 
would be replaced by a smaller 
number of professionals trained in 
all aspects of the work, however 
the position would be so new, 
Schein and his co-workers 
couldn’t decide who the profes- 
sional would report to. 

“It did not occur to any of us that 
sucha professional might not need 
any kind of supervisor. We had 
fallen into the trap of hierarchical 
thinking.” 

Schein went on to write, “We 
glorify teamwork, but our most 
popular sports analogy is football, 
with its hierarchy of coaches and 
positions on the field.” 

Cummins Engine plant has de- 
fied the hierarchy, and has created 
more responsibility and more 
pride within its workers by organ- 
izing teams. 

“Unlike traditional structures, 
the team may have members with 
support skills in process engineer- 
ing, tooling, material and quality 
control,” Robert Guest wrote 
(Across the Board, May 1989). 
“The Cummins plant remains light 
years ahead of traditional manage- 
ments in granting work autonomy 
to workers.” 


Until America grasps some of - 


these solutions offered, we will 
continue to ignore the American 
worker. 

Until America changes its atti- 
tude toward the relationship be- 
tween management and worker, 
we will continue to lose the “work 
ethic”. 

Hopefully, it will be replaced by 
a new one.

enovation project stumbles upon health hazard

The UW-Stout Price Commons Total Facility 
nd Loading Dock Renovation project has run 
ito a few stumbling blocks over the past few 
tars. One of these blocks is an asbestos coating 
nthe structural steel of the building, and it 
lust now be removed. 

The Price Commons building was built in 
66 before it was common knowledge that 
bestos was a hazard. According to Jon Fuller, 
tector of Auxiliary Services-Facilities Man- 
gement, the reason it was sprayed on the struc- 
ital steel was to prevent it from twisting and 
nding during the course of a fire. “It is com- 
fon during construction to insulate steel from 
leheat,” he said. 

Fuller explained that an act called the Asbes- 
ps Hazard Emergency Response Act, enacted 
ythe Federal Government a few years back, 
illed for the removal of all asbestos material in 
12 schools. This act did not, however, require 
ity of the universities or public buildings to 
dllow suit. 

However, because the Price Common’s con- 
fruction project gets into areas that contain as- 
estos, it must all be removed before the other 
fades can complete their work. “When the 
project was first designed a couple of years ago, 
tent was not to be an asbestos removal 
t,”Fuller said, “but it is becoming so be- 
of the amount of the material sprayed on 
0 § be =) ae 

he asbestos is being removed by a company 
itof Green Bay called Environmental Rehabili- 


tation (ER). According to Fuller, the process 
they use is state of the art and exceeds most of 
the mandated laws on asbestos removal.

ER has constructed a sealed room out of 
multiple layers of plastic and a separate envi- 
ronment including showers and a negative 
pressure chamber so all leakage will go in 
instead of out. “All precautions have been 
taken and air samples are continuously being 
monitored,” Fuller said. 

A portion of the project was started last 
summer and will be completed in stages to 
keep the building functional. During some of 
the asbestos removal last summer, Fuller ex- 
plained, a sample was taken outside the re- 
moval chamber and some air:samples were 
taken outside on Broadway Street. The sample

on Broadway came out higher than on the inside 
of the building. 

“It is mostly because of all the cars starting and 
stopping out there,” Fuller said. “Brakelines 
contain asbestos because they have not yet found 
a replacement for it in that application.” 

The asbestos removal needs to be completed 
now, while the building is still in operation be- 
cause the entire construction project has to be 
substantially completed by the opening of school 
in the fall. 

According to Fuller, the construction project is 
quite extensive and is more of a fix-up than an 
addition. The sanitary sewer lines that serve the 
second floor have deteriorated and it is not un- 
common to have water leaking to the first floor. 
“The lines have failed due to the kind of food 
waste that goes through them,” he said. 

In addition to the plumbing, an elevator has 
been installed and is almost complete, restrooms 
will be added to the second floor, modifications 
will occur in the loading dock area, and floor tiles 
will be replaced in the food preparation area. 
“The tiles have sheared off and some of them are 
hollow,” Fuller said. “Sometimes, when heavy 
pieces of equipment rest on top of them, they 
seemingly blow up.” 

The cost of the entire project is $810,443 and 
Fuller guarantees that the asbestos removal por- 
tion of the project poses no threat to any of the 
students, faculty or Price Commons employees.

The budget proposed totals 
$21,650 and includes funding for 
educational programming, speak- 
ers, film showings and cultural 
programs open to the campus. The 
1990-1991 fiscal year budgets re- 
cently passed by the Stout Student 
Association also includes $10,000 
in co-op money and 70 percent of 
this money will be used for multi- 
cultural programs. 

Linda Torres, who heads the 
committee for minority student 
recruitment and retention, said 
that several positive steps have 
been taken to invite minority stu- 
dents to the Stout campus. “Many 
minority students do not take a 
campus tour before they come here 
because their parents can not take 
off work,” Torres said. 

Stout has established a partner- 
ship program with schools in the 
geographical area and two Mil- 
waukee high schools. Minority 
students at these schools are in- 
vited to come to Stout for a day- 
and-a-half visit. The students tour 
the campus, talk with instructors 
and find out what Stout can offer 
them. A scholarship program for 
minority students has also been 
developed. 

Torres said that the retention of 
minority students is something 
that still needs a lot of work. One 
positive development for retention 
is the Guided Work Experience 
program for minority students. 
Through this program, minority 
students receive voluntary work 
experience in the field they are 
studying. It also introduces them 
to Cooperative Education. “Mi- 


nority students are beginning to 
see the value of working off cam- 
pus for a semester,” Torres said. 

According to Torres, students 
usually leave Stout because they 
are frustrated. Certain incidents 
happen that do not receive recog- 
nition until it is too late. To help 
combat this problem, plans to form 
a Minority Student Council are 
currently underway. The council 
would meet once a month with 
Chancellor Charles Sorensen to 
discuss concerns and problems. 

Virginia Wolf is in charge of 
minority staff recruitment and re- 
tention. According to Wolf, Stout 
employs approximately 1,000 
people. Out of those 1,000, less 
than five percent are minorities. 
Wolf emphasized the fact that 
there is a lot of competition with 
other schools and industries across 
the country to hire minorities. “We 
have done very well, but it has not 
been easy,” Wolf said. “It is hard to 
find good minority staff people 
because the pool is small to choose 
from.” 

During the 1988-1989 school 
year, Stout hired 17 new minority 
employees. Ten of those employ- 
ees stayed with the university. By 
1993, the staff recruitment and re- 
tention committee would like to 
increase the minority faculty, aca- 
demic and classified staff by 100 
percent. 

In the area of curriculum devel- 
opment, the Design for Diversity 
Curriculum Task Force has devel- 
oped new courses with an empha- 
sis on ethnic content. New classes 
could include: the culturally dis- 
tinct child and family, sociology of 
minority groups and cross cultural 
field experience. Other classes al- 
ready offered are being revised to 
include more cultural diversity.

For Peterson, the Devils All- 
Time Career Passing Leader and 
Career Total Offense Leader from 
Inver Grove Heights, Minn., the 
time may be now. As of this writ- 
ing, Peterson and his agent John 
Perla of Milwaukee, (who also rep- 
resents Fredrickson), are negotiat- 
ing a free agent contract with the 
Minnesota Vikings. 

The Vikings had Peterson 
ranked second on their list of avail- 
able free agent quarterbacks, and 
are on the verge of offering Peter- 


son a one year contract with an 
option year, exact figures of which 
will be announced when the ink 
has been put to the dotted line. 

“I felt getting drafted was a real 
outside chance to begin with, and 
as the draft went on, there weren’t 
many ranked quarterbacks 
drafted,” Peterson said while 
being interviewed at the F.6.B.'s 
house. 

“I’m more amazed than any- 
thing about going to the Vikings,” 
he continued. “Before they called 
me | had had no contact with them 
what-so-ever, they must have liked 
something they saw in the films.” 

Fredrickson is playing what 
both hopefuls referred to as “the 
waiting and numbers game.” That 
is, ifthe numbers are right for a par- 
ticular position on a particular 
team, then you might get the 
chance.

So, while Peterson eyes up his 
reporting date of May 16 to the 
Vikings mini-camp (May17-19), 
Fredrickson, Stout’s first ever 
NAIA First Team All-American 
selection last fall who hails from 
Arcadia, Wis., ponders his options.

Journalism manipulates your 
thoughts everyday

We are all being manipulated 
without our knowledge. Some- 
times without even the knowledge 
of the people who are doing the 
manipulating. This sounds confus- 
ing until a person hears and thinks 
about it. Let me offer you an ex- 
ample. 

The Associated Press (AP) wire 
service is used by most, if not all, 
newspapers, radio, and television 
stations across the country. This 
great success did not come about 
by accident. The AP became fa- 
mous for its short, accurate ac- 
counts of newsasit was happening 
around the world. The AP almost 
never added flowery descriptions 
or expressed a point of view. Ser- 
geant Friday, a character from the 
television show “Dragnet”, sums 
up the AP’s motto with his fre- 
quently used statement, “Just the 
facts, Ma’am.” 

Unfortunately, this motto has 


changed. Oh, not officially, just in 
practice. And not just at the AP. All 
of our media express their bias and 
slant every day. It happens because 
there are not enough editors and 
television producers searching for 
bias, opinion, and slanting. If there 
were, we would not see so much of 
it. 

Ihave no complaints about edi- 
torialists who identify themselves 
as liberals or conservatives; that is 
perfectly acceptable. The problem 
is when someone says they are 
reporting unbiased news (and may 
even be trying to do just that), but 
the result is something else. Some- 
times it is very subtle. 

According to a new book called 
“And That's the Way It Isn’t” by 
the Media Research Center, it is an 
overwhelming problem. For ex- 
ample, when discussing welfare, 
75 percent of the “experts” inter- 
viewed for facts and quotes were 
liberals. Is that fair and unbiased 
reporting? I do not think so. 

The three major networks, dur- 
ing July of 1986, devoted 198 total 
minutes to the issue of human 
rights. Over 188 of those minutes 
dealt with the abuses of U.S. allies. 
Less than ten minutes of coverage 
was devoted to the crimes of com- 
munist governments. (Did you 
catch my intentional bias of calling 
it “abuses” when mentioning our 
allies and “crimes” when referring 
to communists? This is the kind of 
thing I am talking about. You will 


not notice it if you do not look for 
it.) 

[mention all this fora purpose. 
On Tuesday, May 1, a speaker is 
coming to Stout. His name is 
Charles Wiley, and he represents 
the non-profit organization, Ac- 
curacy in Media. Wiley is a jour- 
nalist who has reported from 
over 100 countries. He has cov- 
ered 11 wars, including Vietnam 
and Afghanistan. His work has 
appeared in the New York 
Times, Newsweek, Time, and 
U.S. News and World Report. 
He has both lectured and de- 
bated in every part of the coun- 
try. 

Wiley is also a conservative. 
He made the point to me, how- 
ever, that he tries to be as unbi- 
ased in his presentations as pos- 
sible. He does this for a reason. 
He believes in the American 
people. He thinks people will 
make wise decisions if those 
decisions are based on accurate 
data. If he can successfully ex- 
plain how bias can be recognized 
(by teaching his audience to rec- 
ognize it, regardless of the 
source), the American people 
will do the rest. 

Wiley will be speaking in Ball- 
room B of the Memorial Student 
Center at 8 p.m. next Tuesday, 
May 1. You might want to stop by, 
listen and learn.

This quote 
from the poet Aldo 
Leopold spurred the members 
of Earth First!, an ecologically active 
group, to name their newest road show Green- 
fire. This Tuesday’s show in the Great Hall was a 
ninety minute long look at the problems the environ- 
ment is facing today and an explanation of what 
Earth First! is doing about it. It was a pleasant mix 
of a nature-preserving speech, given by “outside agi- 
tator’” Roger Featherstone, and an old-time, folk- 
singing concert, performed by Dakota Sid Clifford 
and his son, Travers. 

Born in North Dakota, his father a Texan, his 
mother an Iowan, the young Sid Clifford grew up in 
the country, leading a life that was surrounded by 
nature and the wilderness. He eamed a deep respect 
for the wild in his youth, having a number of anec- 
dotal adventures, such as when the hogs got out and 
the "youngins" chased them into the middle of a girl 
scout swimming party. 

Sid started playing the guitar at a very young 
age amid mixed tensions about his productiveness 
from his parents. He expresses this in one of his 
songs Killing Time Won’t Wound Eternity. 

After making music his life’s calling, having 
spent twenty years doing things the way he thought 
he should and finding that it never felt quite right, 
Sid hopped from bar to bar and from band to band. 

He played country music for a while, started on 
a folk singing streak, and even played rock ‘n’ roll 
in the sixties. Even though he struggled to become a 
musician, Dakota Sid says, “Sure it was hard, but I 
always believed it was better than working.” 

After establishing a reputation as a noteworthy 
singer and songwriter, he called upon his backwoods 
raising and started writing songs about what he truly 
cared about — nature. His songs are whimsical, car- 
ing, informative and well-constructed. Ranging from 
the funny, This One’s for the Birds, to the humorous

but disturbing, Their Brains Were Small and They 
Died, to the accusing and biting, Trouble Deep, the 
songs were all played on acoustic guitar. 

His 13-year-old son, Travers Clifford, wearing a 
T-shirt that said, ““We don’t care, we don’t have to 
care, we’re Exxon,” played backup on electric bass, 
mandolin and acoustic guitar. According to Sid, 
Travers is a great kid with an amazing amount of 
musical talent. He handled his bass like a sea- 
soned veteran, looking bored when he was 
jamming on an intricate solo. 

The duo allegiance was formed when 
Travers started playing guitar at age five. 

Travers started touring with Sid last month 
and symbolizes a “passing of the torch” for 
Dakota Sid. Travers still does schoolwork for 
the high school he went to in Peardale, Cali- 
fornia, where the two have their home. 

The two are associated with Earth First! 
because the performers and the organization 
share a common goal; informing the “igno- 


Earth First!: the name belongs to the 
world wide effort to curb the damage being 
done to the environment everyday. Roger 
Featherstone, the self-described “outside agi- 
tator” is the general manager of the Greenfire 
tour and spoke about what Earth First! does 
and their general policies. 

An inspiring slideshow ac- _ 
companied Featherstone’s speech, 
including images of animals, wild- 
life, natural disasters and the ef- 
forts that Earth First! makes to 
stop the violence. 

However, their methods do 
sometimes involve violence in- 
cluding the practice of spiking 
trees to stop lumbering operations, 
sabotaging industrial machines as 
a form of “monkeywrenching,” 
and members placing themselves 
in the paths of bulldozing and ex- 
cavating equipment. 

These happenings are sup- 
ported by the Earth First! move- 
ment, but they do not organize 
them directly. The decision to be 
actively disobedient is a personal 
one. 

The Greenfire tour does not

tices. The performers simply de= 
scribe their beliefs and hopes through 
their songs. The intimate nature of the music and the 
straight-from-the-heart speech was sure to have 
stirred more than one person into action. 

If the idea of preserving the environment and 
saving the ecological system from ruination appealg 
to you, contact Monica Hansmeyer, president of 
Stout’s own Greensense. The environmental club 
has many projects that you can be a part of that are. 
designed to use your own resources to effect the in- 
justices inflicted on our world today.

Paper poses no health risk 


Coffee filters, food wrap and other paper products 
do not contain enough dioxin to warrant regulation 
and pose no significant health risk, the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) said. Nevertheless, the EPA 
said it expects the paper industry to further reduce 
dioxin levels in its products, and the agency an- 
nounced new regulations to cut dioxin releases into 
waterways near paper mills because of fish contamina- 
tion.

Jury selection began for the trial of aman who faces 
a life prison sentence if convicted of poisoning an oak 
tree more than a century-old in Austin, Texas. The 46- 
year-old, Paul Stedman Cullen, is accused of pouring 
the herbicide Vepar around the base of the “Treaty 
Oak”, where, according to folklore, Stephen Austin 
signed a treaty with Indians in the 1820’s.

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Sykes announces candidacy

Ron Sykes, a business instructor 
at UW-Stout, has announced that 
he will be a candidate for the Wis- 
consin 29th Assembly District. 
Sykes will be on the republican 
ticket. 

The 29th Assembly District cov- 
ers the Western portion of Dunn 
County and most of St. Croix 
County, which includes the Stout 
campus and the city of Menomo- 
nie. 

Sykes ran forthe same Assembly 
seat in 1988. At that time, he first 
won the republican primary, but 
lost in the general election to Alvin 
Baldus, who now occupies: the 
seat. The 1988 attempt was Sykes’ 
first try for a public office. 

“I think students have gotten the 
shaft at both the federal and state 
level,” Sykes said. “Loans, grants 
and work study money have been 
cut back while tuition and living 
expenses have gone up. I intend to 


fight to make a college education 
affordable forall. 

“The district deserves a hard 
working candidate who will go 
right to the people, listening to 
their concerns,” he continued. “1 
plan on running a very positive, 
energetic campaign, knocking on 
every door that I can by election 
day. I am eager to start campaign- 
in Kg 

Kconeding to Sykes, the cam- 
paign would not effect his position 
as business intructor, and he will 
continue teaching for eight weeks 
during the summer. If he is elected, 
however, he said that he would 
resign his teaching position in 
January 1991, when the Assembly 
term would begin. 

According to Wayne Argo, di- 
rector of personnel and payroll, 
Sykes’ teaching position is “un- 
classified” and allows him to cam- 
paign for public office without 
having to take a leave of absence. A 
“classified” state employee would 
have to take a leave of absence to 


seek public office. Argo said that 
common sense restrictions would 
apply to Sykes’ campaigning while 
fulfilling his teaching responsibili- 
ties. 

Learning from his defeat in 1988, 
Sykes said that he would be better 
organized, make better use of staff 
and money, attract volunteers, and 
use direct mailings to get his cam- 
paign message to the voters. He 


‘said that campaigning is hard 


work and that he has some 100- 
hour work weeks ahead. 

Currently, Sykes is president of 
the Kinship board of directors, a 
volunteer to the mentally disabled 
at the Dunn County Health Care 
Center, and chairman of the Dunn 
County Republican Party. 

Present 29th District Assembly- 
man, democrat Alvin Baldus, was 


contacted in Madison and stated — 


that hedid not see any reason to not 
seek re-election, but said he would 
announce his candidacy at a later 
date.

The rugby team plays 
its matches wherever they can find 
a field, often on unsafe, non-regu- 
lation fields. Both clubs run into 
difficulty scheduling games as 


with UW-Parkside for second 
carding a406. UW-Eau Claire came 
in third with a 420 score, followed 
by Marquette University in fourth 
at 432, and UW-River Falls in fifth 
at 438. 

“We shot decent considering the 
conditions,” Head Coach Sten 
Pierce said. “We have three kids 
that never played the course before 
and the windy conditions can 
make the task frustrating.

The university fields take a se- 
vere beating as there is no room for 
field rotation.

Stout to host WSUC baseball championship

By overcoming a 6-0 deficit to 
defeat UW-Eau Claire, 10-8, in 
game one Tuesday afternoon at 
Nelson Field, the UW-Stout Blue 
Devils baseball team clinched its 
fifth WSUC Northern Division title 
since 1982 under Head Coach 
Terry Petrie. 

The Devils, who have won titles 
in 1982, ‘83, ‘87 and ’89, also took 
game two, 12-2, in five innings to 
complete the sweep and raise their 
WSUC mark to 13-1, and 23-7 over- 
all. They were to complete the 
regular season with twinbills 
against Hamline yesterday here, 
and at UW-Superior today. 

The comeback in game one 
against Eau Claire was climaxed 
by junior Collin Sleichert’s grand 
slam in the Devils’ six-run fourth 
inning which putthem up for good 
at 7-6. Sleichert and senior Clark 
Bobert both rapped three hits, and 
senior Jay Thompson and sopho- 
more catcher Matt Barnard added 
two hits each to lead the Devils 
attack. 

“When you are hitting the ball 
like we are, you just wait for some- 
thing to happen,” Petrie said, 
“And today it did.” 

Sophomore Andy Swanson 
started the game, going 2 1/3 in- 
nings before giving way to sopho- 
more Joe Kounkel, who went 41/3 
innings to get the win. Sophomore 
Russ Morrow came on to get the 
final out and pick up the save. 

The Blugolds had rallied for 


three runs to pull within 10-9, but 
had the third runner ruled out for 
not touching third base, after the 
Devils appealed. 

“Joe Kounkel should get a lot of 
credit for coming in and keeping us 
in the ball game,” Pitching Coach 
Dave Shillinglaw said.

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A question of ‘diversity’ at UW-Stout 


| Cultural diversity cannot be enacted 
through a simple volunteer basis 


Stout has a problem. A big one. 

And I’ve been so naive I haven’t even realized it. 

There have been a number of what we deem as “racial incidents” reported on 
campus recently. Among them, one student was greeted with a note on his dorm door 
depicting a black man hung from a tree and three Ku Klux Klan members underneath. 
The message? Turn down your music. Another student was struck and called “nigger”. 
What is this? Some sick joke? Some movie about the South during the 1930s? 

No - it’s real life, 1990, Menomonie, Wisconsin. People are still acting like this. 

That’s why we need Design for Diversity. 

Now, I’ve asked several Stout students what they think about the program, but 
nobody seems to really understand it. Sure, it would be easy to list the four goals of 

Design for Diversity and leave it at that, but that would 

beasincompleteas the history lessons we've been taught 

since grade school. 

So what is Design for Diversity? To paraphrase 
Richard Anderson, chair of thead ministrative coordinat- 
ing committee for the program, it’s a program designed 
to create a more multi-cultural aware and sensitive soci- 
ety. Itincorporates four ideas: recruit and retain minority 
students and staff, develop multi-cultural curriculum 
and promote a cultural environment.

Katy Witt American history. It means that we no longer make 
bumbling racial comments because of our ignorance. It 
means that we realize that white American culture is just 
one of many cultures in the United States. 

“It’s wrong for a system to pretend other cultures aren’t around and just teach the 
culture of the majority,” said senior Ruth Howze, former Minority Affairs Senator. “You 
can’t teach a history class and pretend other cultures never existed.” 

It’s time to rethink, rewrite and relearn. 

We learned about Christopher Columbus discovering America. Sure he did. After 
Native Americans were already living here. We learned about the great melting-pot of 
America and that everyone was welcomed at the shores with open arms. Wrong. “Give 
me your tired, your poor, your huddled masses yearning to be free (but only if you’re 
white)...” Laws were passed specifically stating that only white persons could become 
US. citizens. 

We learned that Thomas Jefferson was a great and. wise man. What we didn’t learn

was that he worked hard to figure out thecost of sending allthe black personsinAmerica . 
back to Africa. He wanted to keep America white. And how many of us know much about 


the imprisonment of Japanese Americans during World War II? Or that Puerto Ricans 
have been United States citizens since 1917?

sity program is a mistake. It is well intentioned, but still 
a mistake. The problem is that it does not nudge us in the 
direction of our true goal: the irrelevance of race and 
ethnic background. The whole point of the Civil Rights 
Movement was (and still should be) to eliminate all dis- 
tinctions based on color and background.

Get a copy of Martin Luther King’s “I Have a 
Dream” speech to see what I mean (and to see that today’s 
so called civil rights movement is not anything like it). 
Find out what James Meredith (the first black to attend 
the University of Mississippi) has to say. Read the col- 
umns of Thomas Sowell and Walter Williams. 

These individuals, who happen to be black, have 
seen through the fallacy of our present policy. They 
realize that it is condescending to say that minorities need special treatment: all anyone 
needs is a break (opportunity) every once in a while. That applies to all of us. Provide 
alevel playing field of opportunity. It is then up to individuals to take advantage of these 
possibilities. It is their fault if they do not. (I have offered specific examples of some of 
the ways to accomplish this objective in other columns, so I will not repeat myself here.) 

The goal of Design for Diversity is to create cultural awareness in four distinct areas: 
student recruitment and retention, staff hiring and retention, ethnic curriculum devel- 
opment, and cultural environment. 

I believe the key to student recruitment and retention is to accept only qualified 
individuals. Every school has a student profile as to educational abilities. Students 
below these levels should be encouraged to take night school or other remedial classes 
until they are qualified (or encouraged to attend a school with an ability profile that 
matches that individual). I, for instance, do not belong at Harvard. I do not believe ' 

is ck i Le would stick with that kind of 
grueling situation long 
enough to get a degree. And 
the experience of trying to do 
so would be humiliating. 

As an aside, Harvard 
is a superb example of this. 
— eS They routinely accept minor- 
ity students whose educational level is below the school’s norm. The result is that their 
retention level is so low that it is a closely held secret. No journalist has ever been able 
to find out just how low this retention level actually is (and Harvard certainly would not 
keep it a secret if the level were not low). This is the real reason we have educational 
standards. Otherwise we are setting people up to fail, and I consider such a situation to 
be worse than doing nothing at all to help. 

I believe that because of past injustice (and a lack of opportunity) that we should 
make oneexception to the doctrine of official color blindness, which says, iftwo people have 
basically equal qualification, give the position (a place in school) to the minority student. 
Continue this policy until minority per capita income is 90 percent of the national 
average. That is all. 

I believe the same thing about hiring staff as | do about recruiting students. When 
two applicants have dissimilar qualifications, the position should go to the better 
applicant. To do otherwiseis unfair to thestudents. Why should they have to put up with 
less qualified professors when better qualified men and women are available? And how 
can reverse discrimination be justified to the better qualified person who did not get the 
job? I think discrimination is an ugly thing no matter who it is aimed at. 

Ido not mean to be insulting, but I find ethnic curriculum development ridiculous. 
History is history, and genius is genius. The color of the people who wrote great books 
or were involved in great events is immaterial. The contributions of minorities should 
be included as part of our regular curriculum. But to replace Plato with Malcolm X is 
almost a crime, and certainly a shame on us. 

It is clearly a fact that discrimination limited the contributions of women, non- 
whites, and others, but we cannot change the past. Saying that Harriet Beacher Stowe 
is as important an author as William Shakespeare is a joke. If time permits the teaching 
of only one of these, then Macbeth should be taught, and Uncle Tom’s Cabin should not. 

Culturalenvironment isa tough topic because of the Catch-22 that exists. On theone 
hand, minority students (as individuals) naturally want to be in a comfortable environ- 
ment - which generally means living with and socializing with other minorities. On the 
other hand, to make progress, we do need to interact with people who are different from 
ourselves. I believe, when we strip away the nonsense, that it is up to individuals. I do 
not think we can mandate diversity with laws. It is up to each of us to put aside fear and 
reach out to each other. 

Nothing else will work. 
I am trying, are you?

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METALS IN RESIDENCE

Every year, the UW-Stout ad- 
ministration chooses one or more art 
students whose work qualifies them as 
inductees in the Artist-in-Residence 
program. This year's recipients of this 
through 8 grant from the school to pay 
for all of their materials, were both 
metalsmiths who did most c‘ their work 
in the art metals lab in the Applied Arts 
building. The theme for the Artist-in- 
Residence program is art and technol- 
ogy. 

Brien Hall and Jeffrey P. Wilheim, 
the two talented metal artists, are round- 
ing out their year of residency and all 
their pieces have been collected into an 
end of the year show in the lobby of the 
campus library that started on April 25 
and will end on May 5. 

The exhibit consists of necklaces, 
small structures and an abundancy of 
pins. Almost all of Jeff Wilheim’s 
works sre pins that were built in the 
same style using sterling silver and 
copper in almost every piece, with some 
use of titanium and anodized alumi- 
num tubes. The style, if repetitive, is 
sull appealing and invokes images of 
modern factories or sophisticated com- 
puter equipment that, regardless of the 
implied technical aspect, one would 
not feel too conspicuous wearing. 

The other Artist-in-Residence, 
Brian Hall, had a greater variety of 
pieces thet showed a certain imagina- 
live flair that bordered on manic wierd- 
ness. The most interesting series of 


Brian's works is his “Foreshortening” 
series of pins and one necklace. When 
an object is shown as if the viewer were 
looking at it from an elevated, slightly 
slanted viewpoint so ali of the surfaces 
are visible to the observer, it is fore- 
shortened. This is usually done on peper 
with the use of drafting equipment 
because the view is hard to imagine and 
put down on pgper without construct- 
ing the view first. 

Brian went beyond this and tried 
to show such things as transformers 
and torches in this foreshortened view 
‘in three dimensions. The attempt was 
successful but not perfect. The ste:ling 
silver, brass, hematite and guitar string 
laden constructs were imaginative and 
nice to look at, but not in the foreshort- 
ened view done drafting-style. His best 
piece in this series was by far his rendi- 
tion of a bolt. The foreshortening is 
near perfect and one is forced to look 
behind the piece to make sure it is not 
a two dimensional drawing. 

His other series of pieces was made 
with “found objects.” A necklace acs- 
theticly constructed with the insides of 
aradio and a smal! sculpture made with 
vacuum tubes are examples. One could 
argue that anyone could throw pieces 
of garbage together and claim it is art, 
but without engaging in a huge defense 
of the whole concept of abstract art, it 
is plain to see that Brian chose his 
objects with a scrutinous eye toward 
the overall impact of the piece on the 
viewer and the wearer. 


Brian also did two ring pieces that 
live up to their names, “Tumbuckle” 
and “Hydraulic”, These two unique 
ring sets are individual in the show 
because they do not really fit in with 
any of the pieces that belong to a single 
series. Even though they do not con- 


form to any single series, the two pieces ! 


show Brian's tendency toward the in- 
dustrial in so subtle 2 wey that the 
viewer is not eware, until after some 

ion, that the two pieces pretty 
much reflect all of the other pieces. The 
rings are the most wearable and the 
raost visibie of all the pieces, and it is 
gcod that the message is evident in 
them. 

What exactly is the message? Is it 
that technology is taking over art or just 
our basic way of thinking? To be sure 
you will probably have to go toApplied 
Arts and ask Brian and Jeff themseives. 
Thecollection is beautiful and fun in its 
own metallic way. The university made 
a wise choice in funding Jeff and Brain's 
work. The show was well worth the

Mandela’s wife on trial 


Nelson Mandela’s wife, Winnie, whipped, 
punched and slapped three men and a teenager who 
had been abducted and held in her South African 
home, a witness testified in a trial on Monday. 

The teenager, Stompie Seipei, was found stabbed to 
death on Jan. 6, 1989. One of Mandela’s bodyguards, 
Jerry Richardson, is on trial for for the 14-year-old’s 
death. 

The three men said they survived beatings by 
Winnie Mandela and her bodyguards in late Dec. 1988. 
They have given sworn affidavits saying she partici- 
pated in the assaults on them and Seipei.

Councelors went to six elementary schools to con- 
sole grieving classmates of three children who were 
killed and nine who were injured when a car plowed 
through a Little League field during a baseball game 
Saturday in Riverside, Ill. Meanwhile, police sought 
grand jury subpoenas to determine if charges should 
be filed against the driver, 59-year-old James J. Har- 
asek.

Molestation trial reopened 


Raymond Buckey’s retrial opened on only eight 
counts of molestation involving three children in the 
McMartin Pre-School case. A prosecutor told jurors he 
can not predict how the children will testify, while 
Buckey’s attorney said jurors would see that therapists 
planted ideas in their minds. Buckey was acquitted in 
Jan. of 40 charges and the jury deadlocked on 13 others, 
while his mother, Peggy McMartin Buckey, was acquit- 
ted of 12 charges and will not be retried.

Adulterous wife not prosecuted 


A housewife charged under Wisconsin’s seldom- 
enforced adultery law will not be prosecuted under a 
court agreement filed Monday. 

The deferred prosecution agreement filed in Ash- 
land County Circuit Court requires 28-year-old Donna 
E. Carroll, who admitted in a divorce-hearing that she 
had an affair, to perform 40 hours of community service 
and attend two months of parental counseling ses- 
sions. 

Wisconsin’s anti-adultery statute, which prosecu- 
tors said has seldom been enforced in the 20th century, 
prohibits a married person from having sexual inter- 
course with any person other than his or her spouse. It 
carries a maximum penalty of two years in prison and 
$10,000 in fines.

Senior Mike Kilkelly said rugby 

players were checking IDs, how- 
ever he saw pecple passing them 
over the fence for others to use to 
gain admittance. Kilkelly also re- 
ported eu 5 rugby piayers 
iaughing at JDs, handing tnem 
back to people and allowing them 
in. 
Pau! Twitcheil, president of the 
Rugby Club, refused comment to 
The Stoutonia, nowever he was 
quoted in the St. Paul Pioneer Press 
as saying, “It was really under 
control. I have heard stories the 
whole thing was chaos. It is not 
true. It was reaily a controlled at- 
mosphere.” 

According to Zebro, underage 
people should not have been al- 
lowed into the party at all. Under- 
age peopie cannot loiter en li- 
censed premises, Zebro said. 

Zebro said officers were not 
checking IDs —s the day be- 
cause it was the Hillside inn’s 
owners’ responsibility to keep 
underage peopie out. According to 
Zebro the party was held on Hill- 
side Inn’s premises and beer was 
bought under their liquor license, 
making it Hillside Inn’s responsi- 
bility. 

“The beer was purchased by the 
Rugby Club through our license,” 
Geri Trask of Hillside Inn said. 
Trask added that the beer was 
sold,, by the Rugby Club, not Hill- 
side. 

“{ told (the rugby members) we 
could not have any minors here,” 
Trask said. “They said that would 
not be a problem because people 
had to show IDs when purchasing 
a ticket.” 

Trask said minors were checked 
when they entered the actual es- 


tablishment. “To my knowledge, 
there were not any in here,” Trask 
said. She added a few minors had 
been discovered and were told to 
leave. 

Smith said minors were in the 
bar and bar employees came 
through the premises telling mi- 
nors to leave before the sheriff's 
officers arrived. 

One reserve officer was present 
during the day and left at 6 p.m. 
Zebro said that officer had recom- 
menred sending officers out later 
that evening to check for underage 
drinkers. He figured it might get 
out of hand, Zebro said. 

Ne reports have confirmed that 
officers were sent out at the request 
of neighbors.

clear,” Howe said. 

“We were going up in the park-

The rugby club was supposed to 
supply chaperones on the buses, 
but there were none, Howe said. 

According to Howe, complica- 
tions began at the end of the eve- 
ning when the crowd was sent out 
to wait forthe buses. “The problem 
we had ~vas only one bus was there 
aia time, «7d somany people came 
down at on >.” Howe said. 

It had beer a half-hour since 
they stopped serving beer, Wayne 
Pick said, and everybody just 
wanted to go home. “The buses 
were just not coming fast enough 
with the large amount of people.” 

However, according to Smith, 
there was no mass crowd in the 
middle of the road, assome rts 
have indicated. Students waited 
along the hill, in the ditches and or 
the shoulder of the road for the 
buses. 

Eyewitness Dave Frank said 
Wierman was not on the shoulder 
of the road when she was hit. “I did 
not see her as she was crossing the 
road, but the car was not on the 
gravel,” Frank said.

Shillinglaw took over the S.I.D.

Coach Terry Petrie’s Blue Devils. 
He previously graduated Magna 
Cum Laude in Marketing Educa- 
tion with a minor in Business Ad- 
ministration from Stout before 
continuing on for his Master’s 
Degree in Education and Human 
Services. 

His coaching credential list is a 
long one, including having been a 
minor league coach with the 
Oakland A’s (Class A) farm team, 
the Madison Muskies in 1986, 
where he worked primarily with 
the infielders and was first base 
coach.

Major League Baseball American 
League Rookie of the Year, short- 
stop Walt Weiss. 

“One of the biggest highlights of 


my coaching career had to be when 
I was the first one Walt called after 
he found out he won the 1988 
American League Rookie of the 
Year honor,” Shillinglaw said. 

Dave described his duties as 
sports information director as 
numerous ard varied. The list that 
he and his office staff produce in- 
cludes press realeases, publicity, 
promotions, coaches recruiting 
assistance and summer camp bro- 
chures; selling all advertising for 
media guides (programs), sched- 
ules, organizing and being M.C. 
for the halftime shows for the 
men’s and women’s basketball 
teams, which this year included a 
free throw shooting contest with a 
trip to Las Vegas; and compiling 
stats for all varsity sports, which 
are also mailed to the conference, 
district, and national offices. 

In addition Dave initiated a 
daily morning radio show on 
WMEQ AM/FM called the “Blue 
Devil Sports Minute”, where he 
brings in guests for live interviews 
(actually five to eight minutes), to 
talk about Stout sports, and other 
stuff. The show can be heard ap- 
proximately 8:20 a.m. on Q-92, and 
8:35 a.m. on the AM sister station. 

“T feel our athletic department 
needs support from our commu- 
nity, and it is a great way to get the 
university, the coaches, and Stout’s 
student athletes some recognition 
they deserve,” Shillinglaw said.

Lesbian and Gay Health Advo- 
cates through the National Council 
of LaRaza, the National Women’s 
Political Caucus and Planned Par- 
enthood (a third of a million dol- 
lars!), right on down to Prostitutes 
and Other Women for Equal 
Rights.”

Diversity needed

After hanging up the phone,

importanit to him. | remembered 
how he loved teaching his sixth 
graders. Ken did not, or would 
not let his problem affect him. 
He enjoyed all the good things 
life presented him. 

And now he was gone. 

Ken was the first person | 
have everknowntodie because - 
of AIDS. It scared me because | 
never thought it would ever ef- 
fect someone | knew. 

| was wrong. And | did not 
like the feeling. 

As | sat in bed, various 
thoughts ran through my head. | 
wondered if | wouid have treated 
him differently if | knew he had 
AIDS while he was alive. It's 
hard te say now. 

Looking back, I’m glad he 
didn't. Not because | would have 
stopped being his friend or any- 
thing. !'m glad because it made 
me think about who | really am. 

| also thought about Ryan 
White; the young man who aiso 
died of AIDS. People sympa- 
thized for him because he was a 
victim of a blood transfusion. 
Rock stars flocked to his bed. 
The president mourned his loss. 

But the majority of the pub- 
lic will not feel sorry for persons 
like Ken because of his “alterna- 
tive lifestyle”. Instead, they will 
make jokes. The really ignorant 
(which in my opinion, includes 
some organized religions) will 
wrap themselves up tighter in 
their holier-than-thou cocoon, 
and make up myths about the 
disease. 

lt does not matter how it 
happens. Death is never funny. 

AIDS is a disease. But don't 
let that scare you. As the song 
by Wilson Phillips says “no one 
can change your mind except 
for you.” Get the facts about the 
disease. Educate yourself. For 
your own sake, don't stay igno- 
rant. 

If you find out your friend or 
relative is homosexual, or has 
the H.I.V. virus, just remember 
they are peopié too. They need 
friends. Don’t abandon them 
because of who they are. Re- 
spect their choice.

Strong sculptural expres- 
sionis the most striking factor 
in the latest senior exhibit in the 
UpstairsGallery. “Sculptureand 
Works on Paper” contains the 
works of graduating studio art- 
istsColleenGrattonand Carmen 
Metty. 

Roofed structures on stilts 
highlight Colleen’s work. She 
shows great creativity anda note 
of humor with this original 
concept. Peering inside one of 
these perilous homes is like 
being a nosy giant, eavesdrop- 
ping on happy families or empty 
caves. Tiny peekholes in the 
forms sometimes a'rect the 
viewer’s attention to images of 
traditional families and celebri- 
ties; often reflected off of mir- 
rors, strategically placed on the 
floors of the paper cast houses. 

“Here My Am.” is the most 
serene of the stilted structures. 
A peek through the peepholes 
reveals a barren, cave-like inte- 
rior. A mirror, covering the en- 
tire floor of the piece, could 
almost emulate a pool of water, 
but it also he!ps to open up the 
interior, making a small space 
seem big. Gold paint around 
the edges of the floor injects a 
bright light into the inside; as if 


this cave could bea shelter from 
some unrelenting, radiating 
presence. 

Colleen’s serigraphs, like 
“Home” pictured above, are 
primarily abstract, using layers 
of color that almost look tex- 
tural in nature. The most re- 
warding way to look at these 
prints is to step up close and 
observe the careful detail and 
the overlapping ink. 

Upon walking into 
Carmen’s half of the show, one 
is hit by her intrigue with the 
human figure. Work in two and 
three dimensions reveals her 
strong scuiptural style on paper 
and in plaster. Interrupted fig- 
ures in fiberglass and plaster 
give the viewer something more 
to look at than just the obvious. 
Separated appendages let the 
mind fill in the empty spaces. 

One of her strongest sculp- 
tures is “The Chauvinist”, made 
with fiberglass, paint, and wire. 
Full scale figures often give the 
viewer a feeling that the 
sculpted formcould move. This 
piece, with raised and out- 
stretched arms accomplishes 
that sensation. Standing less 
thantwo feet from the form, one 
feels as if they could fall right
